MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 


[Delivered  before  Ibe  City  Council  April  2ik1,  1888.] 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  :  The  citizens  of  Burlington  liave  confided 
their  municipal  affairs  to  our  keeping,  and  I  avail  myself  of 
this  occasion  before  directing  your  attention  to  the  various 
branches  of  the  service,  to  thank  our  constituents  for  the  flat- 
tering trust  they  have  imposed  upon  me. 

My  great  desire  is  not  to  disappoint  the  citizens,  and 
placing  reliance  upon  ^^ou,  gentlemen,  I  hope  to  meet  then-  ex  - 
pectations,  and  to  govern  the  city  with  equity,  and  to  the  fur- 
therance of  harmony  and  prosperity. 

The  policy  which  should  govern  us  should  be  a  liberal 
one  toward  those  enterprises  which  would  render  the  city  a 
desirable  one  as  a  residence  and  as  a  business  centre  or  which 
tend  toward  the  promotion  of  law  and  order  ;.  avoiding  extrava- 
gance, which  is  always  detrimental  to  the  permanent  prosper- 
ity of  the  city. 

AVe  may  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  favorable  aus^ 
pices  under  which  we  commence  the  duties  of  the  present 
year  ;  and  to  Mr.  Hatch  who  has,  in  connection  with  severtll 
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mayor's  message. 


members  of  our  present  board,  so  ably  and  judiciously  man- 
aged the  affairs  of  our  city,  we  are  indebted  for  these  happy 
results. 

Let  me  now  submit  for  your  consideration  a  condensed 
statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  city.

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There  are  84  gas  liglits,  and  82  naptba  lights,  and  2fD  nap- 
tha  lamps  have  been  added. 

The  Supermtendent  imforms  me  that  of  the  amount  ex- 
pended by  the  street  department,  $15,000  was  for  what  may 
be  properly  classed  as  permanent  work.  Of  the  balance,  some 
g2,600  00  was  for  the  opening  of  new  streets. 

Fifteen  hundi^ed  and  thkty-one  feet  of  sewers  have  been 
built  in  the  most  thorough  manner,  m  a  portion  of  Spi'uce 
street  and  that  part  of  the  rapine  back  of  the  Custom  House  ; 
$1,049  13  are  yet  due  of  the  assessments  made  during  the 
year. 

There  has  been  added  to  the  previous  work  about  one 
and  one-half  miles  of  macadamized  roads,  in  portions  of  Bat- 
tery, Main,  Pearl,  Pine  and  Union  streets  ;  about  three-fourths 
of  a  mile  of  graveled  roads  in  Battery  Place,  Main  and  George 
streets,  besides  some  minor  locahties  done  in  a  less  thorough 
manner. 

The  walks  in  City  Hall  Park  have  been  gravelled,  and 
about  1050  feet  of  flagging,  171  lineal  feet  of  curbing  and  700 
feet  of  paved  gutters  have  been  laid. 

It  will  be  seen  that  $3000  more  than  the  appropriation 
has  been  expended  on  sewers.  The  cause  of  this  expenditure 
was  the  necessity  of  building  the  ravine  sewer.  Neglect  in  the 
construction  of  this  sewer  would  have  placed  the  city  under 
liability  to  indictment. 

I  approve  a  system  of  permanent  work  in  the  streets  and 
sewers  of  the  city  so  far  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  fiuan- 
cial  condition  of  the  times.

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The  improvements  in  our  streets  have  progressed  v^ith 
commendable  enterprise.  This,  I  think,  will  eventually  prove 
satisfactory  to  the  various  interests,  and  be  a  permanent  bene- 
fit to  the  city.

There  is  an  unexpended  balance  of  $1,507  45  to  its  cred- 
it on  the  treasurer's  books. 

The  Chief  Engineer  in  his  report  calls  our  attention  to  the 
urgent  necessity  of  a  suitable  place  being  provided  for  stor- 
ing and  properly  drying  the  hose. 

A  judicious  expenditure  in  this  department  should  be 
cheerfully  made,  and  I  advise  you  to  carefully  consider  his 
request. 

A  snjall  fire  assumes  alarming  porportions  in  a  surpris- 
ingly short  space  of  time,  and  although  we  have  been  spared 
any  large  confiagrations,  it  behooves  us  to  provide  and  keep 
in  order  all  appliances  which  are  a  protection  against  such 
disaster. 

We  are  justly  proud  of  our  fire  department.  The  laud- 
able zeal  which  it  shows  in  suppressing  fires  and  the  high 
standard  which  is  rccjuired  of  its  members  will  continue  to

The  collections  for  water  rates  are  $22,475  89,  showing 
the  receipts  for  water  in  excess  of  maintenance  and  interest 
$1,059.88. 

These  figures  show  the  department  to  be  self  sustam- 

ing. 

The  total  amount  of  water  pumped  in  1882  was  223,892,  • 
648  gallons,  an  increase  of  6,523,113  gallons  over  1881. 

The  number  of  consumers  is  larger,  and  a  greater  quan- 
tity has  been  used  for  fires  in  1882. 

Ten  new  post  hydrants  have  been  added  during  the 
year,  five  in  new  positions,  and  five  to  replace  underground 
hydrants.  ' 

All  new  hydrants  should  be  post  hydrants  and  those  un- 
derground should  be  gradually  replaced  by  post  hydrants. 
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Six  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  of  six  inch,  and  138 


ment  pipe,  and  2970  feet  of  smaller  pipe  was  laid.  ' 

The  upper  service  is  satisfactory  in  every  particular,  and 
it  will  be  an  additional  inducement  to  those  desiring  residences 
in  that  part  of  the  city. 

The  question  of  extending  the  pumping  mains  into  the 
Lake  a  sufficient' distance  to  ensure  a  supply  of  pure  water 
has  been  agitated  for  some  time,  and  as  it  is  a  matter  of  great 
importance  as  regards  the  health  of  the  city,  it  should  receive 
your  attention. 

I  also  consider  that  we  should  have  increased  facilities 
for  pumping. 

Durmg  the  Summer  months  the  pumps  are  working  eigh- 
teen to  twenty  hours  in  the  twenty-four  to  keep  up  a  mod- 
erate supply. 

The  pumps  are  old  and  liable  to  accident ;  a  sudden  fail- 
ure in  the  supply  of  water  would  be  disastrous  in  its  conse- 
quences, and  I  advise  you  to  consider  the  matter  and  decide 
upon  it  in  accordance  with  the  best  interests  of  the  city.

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In  connection  with  this  subject  I  will  call  your  attention 
to  a  needed  change  in  the  offices  of  the  Treasurer  and  City 
Clerk. 

I  consider  it  imperative  that  some  action  should  be  taken 
in  regard  to  the  present  arrangement  for  the  safe  keeping  of 
the  books  and  valuable  papers  of  these  officials. 

Each  office  should  have  a  separate  and  mdependent 
vault ;  at  present  one  is  used  in  common. 

There  is  ample  room  in  the  Treasui'er's  office  for  a  new 
vault,  and  both  vaults  should  be  made  lire  and  bm-giar  proof. 

I  think  the  city  can  well  afford  to  provide  proper  security 
for  its  valuable  papers,  which,  if  destroyed,  money  could  not 
replace. 

The  j)apers  of  the  City  Clerk  should  be  in  his  sole  cus- 
tody as  the  law  requii^es. 

The  wisdom  of  this  law  will  be  apparent  when  it  is.  re- 
membered that  the  bond  of  the  Clerk  or  the  Treasurer  could 
not  be  enforced  against  either  officer  if  it  could  be  shown  that 
the  authorities  have  failed  to  give  these  officers  proper  facili- 
ties for  such  "sole  custody." 

The  present  vault  is  barely  large  enough  for  the  Clerk's 

use. 

Oar  system  of  government  b}"  departments  increases  to 
a  large  extent  the  accumulation  of  books  and  papers,  and  at 
the  end  of  every  ^'Cai'  all  the  papers  of  all  the  departments  are 
deposited  in  the  city  vault,  and  in  consequence  it  becomes 
necessary  to  resort  to  various  expedients  to  stow  away  the 
increasing  accumulation.  These  explanations  will,  I  think, 
coilvince  you  of  the  expediency  of  a  change, 
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It  is  many  }- ears  since  any  repairs  have  been  made  in  the 
Council  room  and  Kecord  office,  and  the  shabbiness  of  both 
rooms  is  commented  upon  by  strangers  and  citizens.  I  re- 
commend a  thorough  renovation  of  these  rooms. 

CEIMINAL  AND  POLICE.

The  whole  number  of  commissioned  police  is  sixty-seven; 
of  this  number  forty-two  are  private  watchmen. 

The  Chief  of  Police  reports  the  whole  number  of  arrrests 
for  the  year  to  be  718. 

A  city  re([uires  for  an  efficient  police  force  men  of  tem- 
perance and  of  good  character,  who  have  sufficient  judgment 
to  use  discrimination  in  making  arrests,  yet  who  will  be  fear- 
less and  vigilant  in  the  exercise  of  their  duty ;   guarding  as 
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tliey  are  bound  to  do  the  peace  of  the  community.  It  is  not 
an  easy  task  to  find  such  men  for  the  post  of  pohce  officer, 
and  as  it  is  my  prerogative  to  appoint  the  pohce  I  shall  en- 
deavor to  select  men  who  have  a  sufficient  number  of  the 
requisites  of  a  good  officer.

I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  pronounce  our  schools  gener- 
ally in  a  prosperous  condition  ;  they  stand  high  in  rank  when 
compared  with  those  of  other  States. 

Moral  training  is  not  neglected  ;  this  is  of  the  greatest 
importance,  as  the  training  in  the  public  schools  has  a  great 
influence  in  forming  the  characters  of  a  large  proportion  of 
our  future  citizens. 

From  the  excellent  report  of  the  Superintendent  I  ]carn 
of  improvements  in  the  High  School.  Another  year  has  been 
added  to  the  course  of  study  and  I  think  this  will  j^-rove  a 
great  advantage  to  many. 

You  will  find  details  and  useful  information  in  the  report 
and  I  urge  all  interested  in  tlio  cause  of  education  to  read  it. 
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FLETCHEK  FEEE  LIBEARY. 

The  aj^propriation  for  the  Library  was  $3135.36.  The 
expenses  for  the  year,  $2866.07,  leaving  an  unexpended  bal- 
ance of '1269.29. 

The  Librarian's  report  shows  that  26,437  volumes  were 
delivered  for  home  use  during-  the  past  year  ;  626  new  books 
have  been  added  by  purchase  and  gift. 

The  total  number  of  books  at  present  in  the  Library 
is  15,000,  exclusive  of  pamphlets. 

The  Library  is  also  a  depository  of  Public  Documents 
■  by  virtue  of  which  it  receives  every  document  distributed  by 
Congress.  This  in  a  short  time  will  become  a  large  and  im- 
portant library  in  itself. 

By  order  of  the  United  States  Circurt  Court  the  certified 
patents  are  held  in  trust ;  the  only  really  accessible  set  in  the 
State. 

Our  Library  is  growing  in  importance  as  a  reference  lib- 
rary. 

A  library  is  valuable  and  useful  not  only  in  accordance 
with  the  volumes  it  circulates,  but  for  the  information  it  gives 
for  those  who  may  go  there  for  it.  The  most  expensive  and 
most  useful  books  can  never  go  into  general  circulation. 

A  public  library  which  has  a  well  selected  number  of 
books,  though  it  may  be  comparatively  small,  is  invaluable  to 
a  community,  and  it  is  a  great  aid  in  educational  work  ;  its  mor- 
al influence  (ilso,  is  considerable. 

Our  Library  owes  its  present  popularity  and  usefulness 

to  the  earnest  and  disinterested  efforts  of  the  Trustees  and 
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Librarian  ;  it  is  managed  by  them  with  a  care  and  efficiency 
that  entitles  it  to  our  continued  favor  and  confidence. 

SANITAKY- 

The  approx^riation  for  the  Health  Department  was 
$2,100.00  and  there  has  been  exj)ended  $1,976.75,  leavii^-a 
balance  of  $123.25. 

The  imj)ortance  of  this  subject  is  apparent  to  all. 

An  excellent  system  in  this  department  has  been  estab- 
lished by  Dr.  Atwater  and  should  be  persevered  in. 

The  City  has  been  the  past  year  unusally  free  from  con- 
tagious diseases.  The  ravages  of  this  form  of  disease  can  be 
prevented  partially,  if  not  wholly,  by  a  proj^er  attention  to 
the  sewerage  of  the  city,  and  the  Health  Officer  urges  the 
sewerage  of  Battery  and  Chaniplain  streets  the  coming  season. 

The  Committee  on  Streets  should  consider  the  health  of 
the  people  in  making  their  decisions. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  the  continued  growth  of  the 
city  and  to  see  the  evidences  of  it  about  us  in  the  new  build- 
ings, and  in  the  increasing  demand  for  others  for  residences 
and  business  purposes. 

Among  the  improvements  should  be  mentioned  the  re- 
construction of  the  College  buildings,  which  is  another  evi- 
dence of  the  liberality  of  Mr.  John  P.  Howard. 

I  take  pleasure  in  refering  on  this  occasion  to  the  gener- 
osity of  the  Hon.  Frederick  Billings.    A  royal  gift  and  char-

acteristic  of  the  donor  was  the  presentation  by  him,  to  the 
College,  of  the  rare  and  valuable  library  of  the  late  Hon. 
George  P.  Marsh,  with  the  additional  donation  of  $75,000  for 
a  suitable  library  building.  This,  I  understand,  is  to  be  erec- 
ted without  delay. 

..  Another  evidence  of  progress  is  the  Howard  Park.  This 
is  a  private  enterprise  which  will  be  in  many  ways  a  benefit 
to  Burlington. 

Pau's  will  be  held  here  which  will  promote  farming  jind 
mechanical  interests. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  have  briefly  laid  before  you  some  of  the  measure 
which  will  require  your  attention,  not  in  any  manner  dictato- 
rially,  but  desiring  your  co-operation  in  all  measures  conduc 
ing  to  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  city. 

Let  there  be  no  discord  among  us,  that  we  may  in  uni- 
son decide  all  difficult  questions  and  with  hearts,  minds,  and 
energies  work  for  the  public  good.

7o  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 
Gentlemen  : — 

The  Trustees  of  tlie  Fletcher  Free  Library  beg  leave 
to  present  their  Tenth  Annual  Keport ;  and  newly  to  commend 
the  Librar}^  to  your  wise  and  generous  consideration. 

You  will  observe  that  this  is  its  "  Tenth"  annual  report. 
The  running  out  of  the  first  decade  of  its  existence  m  a  point 
to  mark.  It  marks  our  Library  as  now  out  of  that  non-age 
which  belongs  to  every  useful  institution,  the  period,  viz.,  of 
experiment  and  test.  Up  to  this  point,  its  work  has  been 
more  or  less  tentative.  Now  it  will  go  on  with  more  surety. 
We  hope  it  may  go  on  with  more  efficiency,  through  larger 
means  afforded  to  carry  on  its  purpose. 

Its  purj)ose  is  to  make  good  reading  free  to  the  many, 
and  to  furnish  what  help  it  can,  with  the  rather  limited  means 
it  lias,  to  the  few  who  arc  making  of  their  reading  less  ^ 
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recreation  than  a  studious  and  thoughtful  pursuit.  But,  as 
an  expert  in  hbrary  has  said,  it  is  probably  true  that  "  little 
can  be  done  to  elevate  the  standard  of  books  read  by  adults." 
And  we  are  glad  to  inform  you  that  that  special  pui'pose  of 
our  Free-Library,  which  we  laid  before  you  in  our  last  Report 
somewhat  at  length,  is  still  pui'sued  and  with  gratifying  re 
suits.  This  is,  as  we  said  before,  to  have  the  Library  an 
annex  "  to  the  School ;  and  thus,  as  far  as  may  be,  to  form 
the  taste  of  our  childi-en  and  young  people  for  a  better  sort 
of  reading  than  they  might  choose,  or  fall  into,  if  left  to  them- 
selves. Nor  does  this  stop  with  the  childi^en.  It  is  found, 
by  instance  upon  instance,  that  the  reading  thus  provided 
with  care  and  conscience  for  the  young,  does  not  come  back 
to  us  without  being  taken  up  by  then-  parents  and  elders  at 
home.  This  is  an  unexpected  and  a  pleasant  result  of  our 
effort  to  bring  Library  and  School  at  one  and  have  them  work 
together.  It  is  to  be  said,  further,  that  this  could  not  be  done 
at  all  without  the  co-operation  of  the  teachers,  whom  the 
Trustees  desii'e  to  thank  for  theii'  countenance  given  to  this 
project. 

Too  abundant  hopes  are  not  to  be  taken  of  the  elevation 
to  the  general  taste  for  reading,  and  of  the  gain  to  hterary 
culture  among  us,  by  the  establishing  of  the  Library.  Yet, 
in  these  ten  years,  something  has  been  done  in  this  way.  And, 
certainty,  that  pai't  of  its  work  promises  well  in  this  du'ec- 
tion,  which  is  seeking  to  guide  the  minds  of  the  school-chil- 
di'en  to  what  is  good  and  improving  to  read,  and,  so  far  as 
may  be,  to  form  and  rule  their  taste  for  books.  The  public 
library,  made  free  to  all,  has  been  termed  the  true  People's 
University."  By  what  ours  has  been  trying  to  do,  for  this  first 
decade  of  its  service,  and,  in  some  measure,  accomplishing  for 
the  mental  and  moral  advantage  of  our  community,  it  is  begui 
ning  to  merit  this  honorable  name.  And  in  the  next  ten  years, 
it  hopes  to  make  it  good,  betteiing  its  title  to  it  by  rendering 
more  benefits  still  in  its  line.    This  is  the  one  ambition  it  hass 
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for  its  honor,  in  the  esteem  it  desires  from  those  it 
seeks  to  serve.  And  this  is  its  one  claim  for  due  and  un- 
grudged  support,  freely  given  as  it  is  faithfully  used.  But, 
for  this,  its  proper  chance  must  be  given  to  it,  and  its  open 
field  allowed.  On  any  other  terms,  it  must  fail  of  its  ambi- 
tion, and  consent  to  fall  below  the  mark  it  has  set  to  itself  of 
credit  and  advantage  to  our  city. 

Perhaps  it  is  truer  to  say  that  this  first  period,  now  run  out, 
has  been  one  of  education,  rather  than  of  experiment.  Nowa- 
days, public  library  can  hardly  be  termed,  anywhere,  an  experi- 
ment. As  well  call  any  good  public  use  or  advantage  experimen- 
tal. The  time  has  been  an  education  to  all  concerned ;  to  trus- 
tees, officers,  city-committees,  readers,  borrowers  or  reference- 
hunters,  to  all  concerned.  It  has  been  a  training  in  what  a 
library  is,  and  how  to  work  and  use  it ;  and  also  in  what  it  is 
not,  and  in  what  is  not  to  be  sought  from  it.  Some  illusions 
have  had  to  be  dispelled,  some  mistakes  rectified,  some  oppo- 
sitions met,  some  prejudices  overcome.  There  has  been  a 
good  deal  learned,  and  some  things  unlearned,  and  much  re- 
mains to  learn  to  make  it  all  it  may  be  made.  The  Trustees 
desire,  at  the  close  of  this  first  ten  years  of  duty,  to  record 
their  sense  that  their  trust  has  not  suffered  at  their  hands 
and  their  will  that,  on  their  part,  what  still  remains  to  learn 
and  do  for  the  Library's  advantage  will  be  attended  to,  so  far, 
at  any  rate,  as  a  faithful  purpose  shall  be  permitted  to  have 
its  way. 

Public  Library  is,nomore  than  public  school, a  beneficiary. 
It  is,  like  the  school,  a  benefactor,  and  in  like  kind  with  that. 
Its  service  is  not  such  as  can  be  weighed  by  the  pound  or  meas- 
ured by  the  bushel.  Its  values  are  not  set  down  in  the  "prices 
current";although  it  is  true  that  prices,reiQ  ts  and  such, and  many 
matters  of  practical  bearing  to  a  city,  are  in  its  debt  for  good 
service.  But  its  service  and  benefit  is,  most  of  all,  intellect- 
ual and  moral.  In  this  respect  our  Library  justly  claims  tliat 
it  has  pursued  ten  useful  years.    But  now  it  looks  forward 
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with  more  assured  certainty,  because  with  better  under- 
standing, to  be  doing  what  hes  for  it  to  do.  It  may  hold  it- 
self as  having  fairly  outgrown  its  age  of  test  or  of  training, 
and  to  be  now  well-grounded  in  its  work  and  in  the  regard 
and  care  of  the  people.  The  ten  years  have  not  been,  per- 
haps, too  long  for  it  to  know  itself,  and  for  them  to  "know 
the  reason  why"  of  its  existence  and  support.  Now  remains 
to  perfect  the  work,  by  going  on  to  more  and  more,  and  in 
doing  better  and  better.  On  this,  its  tenth  anniversary,  the 
Trustees  desire  to  welcome  their  fellow-citizens  to  the  second 
decade  of  their  Library's  life  ;  but  of  its  life,  solely  as  in  their 
use  of  it  and  in  its  benefit  to  them.  We  are  sure  that,  when  its 
twentieth  anniversary  shall  come  duly  round,  it  will  136  seen 
to  be  still  worthier  of  their  good  feeling  toward  it  and  of  their 
liberal  dealing  with  its  needs. 

With  its  hopes,  too,  we  would  add.  For  an  institution 
of  public  benefit  must  keep  its  hopes  full  and  earnest.  It  will 
answer  its  end  best,  as  it  shall  entertain  the  best  of  expecta- 
tions on  the  line  of  its  work.  Like  school  again,  library  is 
"saved  by  hope"  ;  by  the  hope,  i.  e.  which  it  cherishes  to  fulfil 
its  purpose  the  best  it  knows  how,  and  to  confer  its  benefit  the 
largest  it  can.  To  this,  however,  it  must  be  able  to  join  some 
good  hope  of  larger  means  and  better  equipment  for  its  work. 

This  hope  has  been  answered,  this  year,  as  every  year  it 
is  more  or  less  answered,  by  the  kindness  of  friends  of  the 
Library,  whose  interest  in  it  goes  further  than  simply  to  use 
it.  The  Librarian's  report,  which  we  join  with  ours,  will  lay 
before  you  his  full  list  of  donations  ;  but  a  few  occur  to  us  to 
note  here.  One  set  of  valuable  books  has  been  given,  at  a 
cost  of  some  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  whose  lib- 
eral donor  prefers  to  remain  unnamed.  A  special  service  is 
rendered  by  friends  who  care  for  our  reading-desk,  that  per- 
iodicals may  appear  on  it,  which,  otherwise,  could  not ;  like 
Mrs.  Julia  Spear,  who  gives  "The  Popular  Science  Monthly," 
and  Mr.  E.  B.  Taft  who  subscribes  for  "The  Nation"  for  us. 
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Mr.  Henry  L.  Cannon  proves  his  particular  interest  in  this  ob- 
ject, by  sending  the  files  found  on  the  desk,  of  "The  London 
Graphic,"  "The  Magazine  of  Art,"  aud  the  Paris  "  Le  Monde 
Illustre."  To  these  and  all  other  thoughtful  patrons  of 
the  Library,  the  Trustees  offer  their  respectful  thanks. 

But  they  wish  there  were  more  such.  For  there  are  al- 
ways lamentable  deficiencies  among  our  reference  books  on 
special  lines  of  study  and  inquirj,  and  among  those  of  the 
general  library  in  its  various  departments  of  science,  history, 
mechanics,  letters  and  art.  And  then,  there  always  stays  by, 
our  grand  need  of  a  proper  building  which  shall  be  substan- 
tially fire-proof,  and  adapted  to  library-use. 

There  is  one  ready  way  in  which  the  Library  may  be 
much  aided.    This  is  by  the  endowment  of  alcoves ;  a  means 
which  is  found,  in  other  places,  to  be  very  efficient  in  bringing 
up  and  keeping  up  a  library  to  the  mark,  in  special  topics  or 
directions  of  research.    The  way  is,  for  one  to  make  himself 
patron  of  a  certain  subject  of  reference,  or  line  of  reading. 
This  department  among  the  books  he  adopts  for  his  own.  It 
is  probably  what  he  himself  is  particularly  interested  in,  and 
would  choose,  of  all  others,  to  have  well  represented.  This 
set  of  books,  or  alcove  in  the  library,  he  makes  his  own  ; 
adopts  it,  takes  care  of  it,  sees  that  this,  at  any  rate,  shall 
keep  abreast  of  the  latest  information  in  its  kind.    Other  top- 
ics may  fall  short,  and  other  departments  may  have  to  stay 
scant.    But  this  shall  be,  he  determines,  somewhere  near  com- 
plete.   It  may  be  the  breeding  of  horses,  care  of  cattle,  im- 
provement in  machinery,  statistics  of  lumber,  forestry,  history 
of  America,  English  poetry,  French  literature,  cathedi  al  or 
bridge-building  ; — what  not.    Whether  specific  and  limited, 
or  more  general,  this  chosen  subject  will  be  well  attended  to 
and  supplied.    If  twelve,  twenty  persons  be  found  to  do  this, 
taere  will  be  just  so  many  topics  not  left  to  chance  for  their 
proper  illustration,  but  made  sure  qf  something  adequate 
done  for  them ;  and  this,  at  no  excessive  cost  per  year. 
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If  it  shall  be  wislied,  such  eudowment  may  be  made 
memorial  of  the  person  or  family  making  it.  In  some  famous 
libraries,  may  be  seen  names,  set  above  the  alcoves  and  on  the 
walls,  of  such  special  donors.  And.  sui'e.  this  is  a  worthy- 
sort  of  monument.  That  in  the  grave-yard,  mai'ks  where  one's 
body  crumbles  away.  This,  inscribed  among  the  books  of  one's 
choice,  has  more  of  savor  of  immortahty  in  it.  The  poet's 
wish  for  ''a  monument  more  enduiing  than  brass"  seems  to 
be  answered,  when  thus  one  has  got  his  name  put  to  some 
alcove  or  set  of  books  which  generations  of  readers  will  read- 
er of  scholars  must  come  to  consult:  like  the  "Marsh"'  collect, 
ion  among  us,  or.  in  the  Boston  Pubhc  Library,  those  which 
beai"  the  name  of  George  Ticknor.  Theodore  Parker,  and 
Joshua  Bates.  Something  of  one's  lasting  mind  gets  memo- 
rialized in  this  way.  Something,  at  any  rate,  here  survives 
of  one's  good-will  to  help  the  world  on  in  things  of  impor- 
tance. 

Ten  years  ago,  we  properly  held  ourselves  better  than 
lucky  to  have  oiu'  present  building  ready  to  hand,  and  the 
city-goveiimient  ready  to  give  it  for  the  Library  to  begin  work 
in.  But  now  oui-  books  have  increased  half  more  than  the  num- 
ber we  started  with  ;  and  it  does  not  seem  good  house-keep- 
ing to  have  them  exj)osed  to  the  fatal  chance  of  fire  as  they 
now  ai*e.  They  could  not  begin  to  be  replaced  for  twice  more 
than  the  insurance  we  are  able  to  put  upon  them.  Among 
oui'  hopes,  which  are  almost  necessities,  we  place  that  of  a 
new  library-building.  It  has  become  a  common  piece  of  news, 
nowadays,  to  heai'  of  one  going  up  here  and  there,  as  in 
Woodstock  m  our  State,  or  proposed,  as  in  Rutland.  In  other 
States,  from  places  not  a  few,  and  much  smaller  than  ours,  we 
hear  the  same  report.  It  is  much  to  be  desii-ed  that  some 
such  rumor,  well-founded,  were  started  here.  It  is  said  that, 
in  a  certain  city,  it  is  much  debated  what  a  rich  man's  condi- 
tion in  the  after-state  may  be,  who  has  not  left  some  large 
donation  to  Harvard  College !  But  we  do  not  desire  any  good 
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friend  should  die  for  us.  We  much  prefer  he  should,  while 
living,^ put  up  this  monument  to  his  good  sense  and  right  am- 
bition for  his  city.  One  of  the  English  cities  waits  for  no 
dead  men's  shoes,  but  lays  a  tax  on  the  living  of  a  penny  in 
the  pound  for  its  free-library.  It  is  a  petty  sum,  not  felt  by 
any  tax-payer  ;  but  enough  to  net  some  ten  or  twelve  thou- 
sand pounds  for  this  purpose.  And  it  proves,  how  slight  a 
matter  of  tax  might  serve  for  a  library-building,  where  our 
increasing  and  increasingly  valuable  collection  would  be  safe, 
our  readers  be  much  better  accommodated,  and  our  work 
more  conveniently  done. 

We  have  to  excuse  the  unusual  length  of  our  report,  this 
year,  by  the  fact  that  it  is  our  "Tenth."  This  anniversary  has 
made  us  dwell  upon  our  subject  more  than  usual.  We  have 
thought  it  a  fit  occasion  to  celebrate  our  Free  Library's  ten 
years  of  benefit  and  credit  to  our  city  ;  and  to  set  forth 
some  of  its  present  needs  and  hopes,  and  its  purpose  and  aim 
for  the  future.  We  present  again  to  your  liberal  care  its  good 
purpose,  and  its  good  claims  to  your  thoughtful  consideration ; 
renewing  our  due  thanks  for  what  you  have  been  pleased  to 
grant  us  of  our  just  requests. 

And  we  would  not  have  this  anniversary  of  the  tenth 
year  of  our  trust  pass,  without  honoring  afresh  the  memory 
of  that  one  of  our  Founders  who  has  gone,  and  conveying  to 
her  who  survives  still  in  honor  among  us,  the  assurance  of 
our  gratitude,  respect  and  best  wishes.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


Burlington,  Vt.,  January  5,  1884. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Lihrciry : 
Gentlemen  : — 

My  report  as  Librarian  for  1883  is  herewith  respectfully 
submitted. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  uneventful,  with  the  excep- 
tion that  the  usual  bulletin  of  additions  was  not  printed. 
Meanwhile  there  has  been  a  slight  loss  in  the  number  of  vol- 
umes loaned  for  outside  use,  but  an  increased  use  of  periodi- 
cals, of  reference  books,  and  of  miscellaneous  reading  in  the 
library  room. 

That  this  reference,  and  other  reading  should  more  than 
hold  its  own  is  encouraging,  as  the  establishment  of  an  at- 
tractive reading-room  next  door  might  be  expected  success  - 
fully to  compete  with  our  improvised  and  inconvenient  read- 
ing-room devoted  to  journals  of  a  more  serious  nature. 

The  failure  to  issue  the  usual  bulletin  was  a  misfortune 
both  to  readers  and  to  attendants,  as  many  new  and  attrac- 
tive books  remain  on  the  shelves  unless  they  are  especially 
recommended  to  borrows.  The  bulletin  affects  also  the  qual- 
ity of  the  reading  as,  while  the  newest  novel  is  sure  to  be  call- 
ed for,  the  more  solid  literature  has  in  most  cases  to  be  es- 
pecially commended.  It  has  been  customary  heretofore  to 
issue  the  bulletin  in  connection  with  the  annual  City  Reports, 
but  last  year  the  contract  for  the  report  was  given  to  a  prin- 
ter, w^ho,  not  having  the  peculiar  types  and  rules  required  for

the  bQlletiii,  declined  to  undertake  it,  and  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men made  no  fm*ther  provision  for  it. 

The  condition  of  the  Library  has  not  materially  changed 
since  the  last  report.  As  the  room  was  needed,  the  public 
documents  have  from  time  to  time  been  removed  -  to  the 
rooms  below  in  the  first  story  until  the  large  southeast  room 
became  a  very  chaos  of  duplicates.  Government  documents, 
and  unbound  journals.  AVorkmen  have  just  finished  the  new 
shelving  in  what  was  formerly  th^  School  Commissioner's 
office  which  will  give  about  four  hundi'ed  feet  additional 
shelving,  and  permit  of  a  suitable  arrangement  of  the  vol- 
umes now  piled  upon  the  floor  and  shelves. 

Of  the  additions  made  to  the  Catalogue  of  Accessions  in 
1883,  275  were  added  from  the  Fletcher  Fund  ;  225  came  by 
gift ;  33  from  fines  ;  39  from  binding  periodicals  ;  3  by  ex- 
change ;  2  from  rent  of  the  boiler  room. 

Appended  will  be  found  a  list  of  donors,  statistics  of 
circulation,  and  a  classified  table  of  the  books  in  the  Library. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a  uniform  system  of  classification  is 
not  adopted  by  librarians,  but  that  books  are  classified  ai- 
cording  to  the  "  personal  equation"  of  the  libraiian.  Thus, 
one  will  class  with  History  what  another  will  put  with  Biogra- 
phy, etc.  The  size  of  libraries  is  another  source  of  confusion. 
Topography,  Folklore,  Jurisprudence,  are,  in  large  libraiies 
sufficiently  represented  to  make  a  class  by  themselves,  where- 
as with  us  they  are  included  in  some  other  department  or  are 
classified  as  "miscellaneous."  The  methods  of  classifying  the 
circulation  are  open  to  the  same  objection.  If  "  Eomola," 
Church's  "  Stories"  from  the  classics,  Irving's  "  History  of 
New  York,"  and  Towle's  "  Magellan,"  are  to  be  classed  as 
"■fiction"  or  are  to  be  included  in  the  more  popular  term 
"novel,"-one  is  tempted  to  ask  where  Abbott's  "  Napoleon,  " 
Mallock's  "New  Paul  and  Virghiia,"  and  Eollin's  Histories 
ai-e  to  l)e  classed.  There  is  a  great  deal  said  about  quality 
in  reading  that  is  as  vague  to  the  understanding  as  the  nebu- 
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jse  are  to  the  unaided  eye.  Beading  is  for  information  or  for 
pleasure,  and  tlie  person  who  gets  books  on  mechanical  draw- 
ing or  building,  or  the  standard  histories,  is  not  to  be  com- 
pared with  the  one  who  gets  "Eothen,  "  the  "Knight  of 
Gw^ynne"  or  the  "Essays  of  Elia, "  to  the  disparagement  of 
either. 

From  what  is  sometimes  heard  one  is  almost  led  to  be- 
lieve that  it  is  a.  reproach  to  a  library  to  circulate  above  a  cer- 
tain percentage  of  fiction,  and  that  a  library  can  get  just  such 
readers  as  it  wants,  as  a  merchant  gets  customers,  by  the  qual- 
ity or  quantity  of  his  wares.  Librarians  have  found  them- 
selves confronted  by  a  public  which  expects  them  to  raise  up 
a  class  of  refined  and  cultivated  readers  at  once,  not  reflecting 
that  it  is  clearly  impossible  to  alter  the  fixed  habits  of  matui'- 
ity,  even  in  business  or  social  customs,  much  more,  in  the  line 
of  intellectual  development  or  the  cultivation  of  taste.  The 
public  taste  cannot  be  forced  ;  it  can  only  be  dii-ected  and  en- 
couraged ;  its  growth  is  not  to  be  measured  by  the  statistics 
of  a  decade,  nor  is  it  dependent  upon  schools  or  libra- 
ries or  churches  taken  individual!}',  but  upon  the  result  of  all 
these  forces  moving  toward  one  great  end. 

This  report  marks  the  tenth  year  of  the  library's  histor}^ 
as  regards  its  founding,  but  brings  it  only  to  the  second  half 
of  its  ninth  year  as  regards  its  pubHc  service.  During  that 
period  8764  cards,  each  representing  a  person  upwards  of 
fourteen  years,  have  been  given  out,  of  which  1641  have  been 
surrendered  by  persons  leaving  the  city  or  were  cancelled  by 
the  death  of  the  owner.  555  new  cards  were  given  out  in 
1883. 

The  whole  number  of  books  loaned  to  date  is  266,256.  Of 
the  reference  use  there  is  no  record,  and  there  is  really  no  oc- 
casion to  keep  one,  as  in  this  library,  at  least,  books  can  be  quite 
safely  furnished  without  the  annoyance  of  a  formal  card.  This 
library  has  never  tried  to  run      race  in  loaning  books,  and 
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has  preferred  to  lose  apparently  in  use,  rather  than  to  stimu- 
late reading  by  the  addition  of  popular  but  worthless  books. 
The  usual  appendices  will  be  found  below.

According  to  the  report  of  the  City  Treasurer,  the  Street 
Department  is  now  indebted  $467.77,  but  the  value  of  mater- 
ials on  hand,  paid  for  by  the  funds  of  1883,  should  be  deduct- 
ed, leaving  a  credit  of  $142.23.  Concerning  this  overdraft,  it 
may  be  said  in  extenuation,  that  considerable  unexpected 
and  unprovided-for  work  was  demanded  late  in  the  sea- 
son, after  work  laid  out  in  accordance  with  the  funds  on 
hand  had  been  accomplished,  or  was  underway.  The  in- 
debtedness will,  of  course,  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
present  year. 

The  Sewer  Department  is  indebted  $4,256.70.  This  rep- 
resents the  portion  used,  of  the  $5,000  authorized  by  the 
Board,  for  a  sewer  construction  fund.

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WAKD  DISTRIBUTION. 

Agreeably  to  the  custom  inaugurated  last  jesiY,  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  I  have  divided  the  expen- 
diture of  the  Street  Department,  according  to  the  location  of 
the  work  in  the  different  wards.  As  before,  all  expenditures 
which  have  no  bearing,  such  as  those  which  would  be  equally 
divided,  for  example,  salary  of  Superintendent,  etc.,  office  ex- 
penditures, general  repairs,  snow  work,  tools  and  stock, 
repairing  tools,  etc.,  and  sewers,  have  been  omitted  in  the 
calculation.  I  have  added  to  the  report,  a  statement  of  the 
lengths  of  roads  in  each  ward,  which  caa  be  easily  corrected 
each  year,  when  new  streets  are  adopted  by  the  city.  These 
lengths  extend  to  the  city  limits  in  cases  where  roads  meet 
or  cross  them.  The  city  limits  are  described  in  the 
City  Charter,  which  is  published  in  the  fourteenth  an- 
nual report.  A  table  giving  the  Grand  List  of  each 
ward  has  been  contemplated,  but  as  it  would  have  to  be 
made  each  year,  and  the  labor  and  expense  would  be  larger 
than  the  result  would  seem  to  warrant,  it  is  omitted.  The 
division  might,  wath' little  trouble,  be  made  Avhen  the  List  is 
being  made  out. 

Considerable  judgment  should  be  used  in  comparing  the 
expenditures  in  the  different  wards.  Some  will  always  have 
specially  extra  demands  on  the  street  fund,  some  of  which 
must .  be  attended  to,  and  some  of  which  it  is  best  for  the 
general  interests  of  the  city,  should  be  attended  to. 

A  person  of  one  ward  may  be  more  benefitted  by  his  share 
of  the  highway  tax  being  expended  in  some  other  ward.  Tlie 
locality  of  a  road  must  be  considered  as  to  its  probable  needs 
of  repairs.  I  have  combined  this  distribution  with  the  one  of 
the  previous  year,  for  a  further  comparison.

SEWER  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  past  year  three  new  sewers  have  been  built. 
The  two  parts  of  Maple  street  sewer  are  in  accordance 
with  the  sewer  plan,  with  some  minor  changes  advised  by  a 
special  committee,  and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 
Both  parts  are  of  Akron  Vitrified  Tile,  laid  in  the  most  ap- 
proved manner.  The  upper  part  extends  from  the  ravine 
sewer,  where  it  crosses  Church  street,  to  Willard  street,  and 
the  lower  part  from  Battery  street  nearly  to  Pine  street.  The 
lower  part  was  not  constructed  so  far  as  was  contemplated, 
owing  to  the  depth  of  frost  to  be  dug  through  before  the 
sewer  was  finished,  but  provides  for  all  immediate  needs,  and 
will  be  finished  so  soon  as  practicable.'  This  sewer  would 
have  been  begun  sooner  were  it  not  for  the  time  needed  to 
procure  a  right  of  way  for  the  Battery  street  extension  sewer, 
which  is  the  outlet  for  Maple  street  sewer,  the  Battery  sewer, 
of  course,  having  to  be  constructed  first.  The  Battery  street 
extension  sewer  runs  from  Maple  street  south,  across  the  land 
of  the  Ilutland  R.  R.  Co.,  now  occupied  by  the  Burlington 
and  Lamoille  R.  R.  Co.,  to  the  ravine  sewer. 

The  right  of  wa}^  and  all  other  proper  rights  of  the  city, 
the  owners  of  the  land  and  the  lessees  of  the  same  have  been 
secured.  Tlie  sewer  is  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  made  ])y  the  City  Engineer,  approved  by  the  special 
coTiniiittee,  and  a(loj)ted  by  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen. 
As  stated  in  the  City  Eu^^ineer's  report,  ])i-oper  record  is  made

of  this  change  in  the  sewer  system,  and  also  of  the  minor 
changes  spoken  of  above. 

The  sewer  is  of  brick,  laid  in  cement,  egg  shape,  of  a  capac- 
ity of  a  circular  sewer  three  feet  in  diameter,  the  w^alls  being 
eight  inches  in  thickness.  Some  extra  filling  was  required  to 
properly  cover  some  portions  of  it.  All  the  sewers  construct- 
ed are  provided  with  all  needed  man-holes,  lamp-holes,  con- 
nection entrances,  entrances  for  basins,  etc.,  whose  location 
can  at  anytime  be  ascertained  by  reference  to  the  City  En- 
gineer's office. 

As  in  previous  reports,  the  table  at  the  end  of  remarks  on 
this  department  gives  further  information  of  the  sewers  of 
1883. 

The  expenditures  on  College  street  and  Church  street 
sewers,  were  for  repairs  of  breaks,  the  former  occurring  in  a 
portion  built  many  years  ago,  and  not  in  wiiat  is  now  esteemed 
the  best  manner,  the  latter  occurring  where  the  filling  of  the 
road  is  as  yet  not  settled. 

General  repairs  of  sewers  include  all  other  common 
repairs,  as  well  as  some  materials  as  yet  unused. 

Inasmuch  as  considerable  of  the  time  and  labor  of  the 
Superintendent  and  Engineer  is  devoted  to  sewers,  including 
office  work,  upon  presentation  of  the  subject  to  them  it  was 
determined  by  the  Committee  on  Streets,  that  -some  portion  of 
his  salary  should  be  j)aid  by  the  sewer  fund,  instead  of  all 
being  taken  from  the  highway  tax,  and  accordingly  the  salary 
has  been  divided  in  that  way. 

Willard  street  sewer  is  what  may  be*  called  a  temporary 
one,  constructed  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  sui'face  water  and 
some  private  sewage  from  damaging  the  land  of  Professor 
Hungerford.  Its  location  is  from  Pearl  street  south  152  feet, 
and  the  expense  includes  a  small  basin  to  receive  the  surface 
water.  It  does  not  appear  in  the  following  table,  as  it  is  not 
on  the  requisite  line  and  grade  of  the  proper  sewer,  being 
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built  thus  to  save  expense,  as  there  will  be  no  immediate  call 
for  a  sewer  from  that  locality.

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  AND  PARKS. 

The  work  done  for  this  department,  has  been  by  request 
of  Mr.  Drury,  chairman  of  the  committee,  and  Professor  Bar- 
bour, Superintendent  of  the  College  grounds. 

The  expense  was  for  general  repairs  and  some  gravelling 
of  walks. 
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STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

The  outlays  mentioned  in  the  financial  part  of  the  report 

under  this  heading,  include  all  the  other  expenditures. 

The  work  upon  Elm  street,  was  for  repairing  a  large 
washout. 

That  upon  Hayward  street  was  by  order  of  the  Board, 
and  consisted  in  making  it  temporarily  passable,  after  the  city 
accepted  it. 

The  filling  made  upon  Main  street  was  upon  the  south 
side,  where  Winooski  avenue  meets  it,  and  some  upon  the 
north  side,-  east  of  Winooski  avenue. 

The  expenditure  on  Shelburn  street  was  for  turnpiking  a 
considerable  length  of  it,  and  some  common  repairs. 

Unclassified  repairs  mean  those  which  could  not  easily  be 
distributed. 

All  permanent  work  has  been  done  in  accordance  with  the 
adopted  grades  of  the  city.  The  gravelling  of  streets  has 
varied  in  depth,  according  to  locality  and  future  needs,  from 
five  to  ten  inches.  The  width  of  road-bed  gravelled  has  varied 
with  the  present  and  prospective  needs  of  each  road. 

The  localities  are  as  follows  : 
Church  street  from  Main  street  to  College  street  and  also  from 

Bank  street  to  Pearl  street. 
Colchester   avenue   from    Green    Mount  Cemetery  to  the 

Winooski  bridge. 
Elmwood  avenue  from  Pearl  street  to  Grant  street. 
Main  street  from  Prospect  street  to  a  point  one-half  way 

between  Willard  street  and  Summit  street 
Maple  street  from  Battery  street  to  Champlain  street. 
North  street  from  North  avenue  to  Front  street. 
Prospect  street  from  Main  street  to  Pearl  street. 
Summit  street  from  Main  street  to  Cliff  street. 
Williams  street  from  Main  street  to  Pearl  street. 
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The  macadamizing  has  been  done  in  a  most  thorough 
manner,  covering  the  whole  width  of  the  roadway. 

The  localities  are  as  follows : 
Church  street  from  Main  street  to  King  street. 
Winoosld  a^'enue  from  College  street  to  Grant  stlreet. 

Four  new  crossings  have  been  laid,  two  have  been  relaid, 
and  two  have  been  relaid  and  made  into  double  ones. 

The  expenses  for  flagging,  curbing  and  paving  on  Main 
street  were  for  relaying  the  broad  walk  on  the  north  side  from 
Church  street  eastwardly.  The  other  expenses  for  paving 
were,  in  each  case,  for  repairs  of  damage  by  floods. 

The  outlay  on  bridges  was  for  regular  repairs  and  for  re- 
planking  the  road  bed  of  the  Heineberg  bridge.  As  before,  I 
respectfully  suggest  the  early  consideration  of  the  subject  of 
an  iron  bridge  at  Winooski.  It  would  seem  better  policy  to 
attend  to  the  matter  in  time,  than  to  be  in  the  near  future 
driven  to  it  in  haste.  I  would  also  suggest,  a  slight  further 
rip-rapping  of  the  pier  of  the  Heineberg  bridge,  to  properly 
finish  the  work  laid  out  there  a  few  years  ago. 

The  expense  of  the  sidewalk  on  King  street  was  for 
gravelling  one  side,  and  considerable  repairs  to  the  other  side- 
Main  street  sidewalk  has  been  widened  and  filled  to  the  city 
line  and  grade.  The  expense  of  Pearl  street  walk  was  for 
regular  repairs,  some  washouts,  and  considerable  filling  west 
of  Willard  street.  The  labor  on  Willard  street  walk  was  in 
connection  with  the  work  just  mentioned  and  for  other  repairs. 
Two  new  basins  have  been  built,  one  on  Winooski  avenue  at 
Cherry  street,  and  one  on  Willard  street  in  connection  with 
the  temporary  Willard  street  sewer.  The  City  team  account 
as  usual  includ(!S  all  proper  charges  against  it.  Disburse- 
mens,  $1415.41  ;  earnings  at  the  rate  of  $1.20  a  day  $1498.- 
G8.  To  this  should  be  added  the  cash  receipts,  $137.75, 
making  the  total  receipts  $1030.43.  During  the  year,  the 
num})er  of  horsse  lias  varied  from  five  to  seven,  one  having 
died,  OTK!  having  \)Mm  pur(*,hascd,  and  during  the  busy  season 
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one  Laving  been  hired  and  charged  for  in  the  team  account. 
The  item  of  snow  work  includes  the  keeping  open  to  travel 
all  roads  and  walks,  and  keeping  ditches,  culverts,  entrances  to 
sewers,  etc.,  ready  to  prevent  sudden  large  flows  of  water  from 
causing  dartiagc.  As  may  be  seen  by  looking  over  the  finan- 
cial part  of  the  report,  a  large  share  of  the  expenditure  has 
been  for  what  is  called  permanent  work. 

I  have,  for  the  past  few  years,  purposely  endeavored  to 
have  my  reports  as  similar  to  each  other  as  possible,  to  the 
end  that  familiarity  with  the  form  used  might  bring  out  more 
clearly  to  the  public  the  facts  which  it  is  supposed  to  desire. 
Any  details  not  given,  which  may  be  washed  for,  are  alwa3^s 
easily  accessible,  and  will  be  cheerfully  furnished  at  any  time. 

The  members  of  the  Council  have,  as  in  past  years,  shown 
their  active  interest  in  the  Department,  and  the  Committee 
on  Streets  is  justly  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  the  public,  'and 
of  myself,  for  then*  wise  direction  of  its  affairs.

FINANCES, 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  amount  of  disbursements  for 
the  year  is  within  the  estimates  contained  in  the  last  annual 
report,  and  that  we  are  able  to  carry  to  the  account  of  1884, 
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s  a  surplus  of  receipts  over  expenditures  for  the  past  year, 
the  sum  of  $1,211.04. 

The  estimates  for  the  expenses  of  1884  are  shghtly  in 
excess  of  those  of  last  year,  on  account  of  the  opening  of  anew 
school,  the  Main  street  Primary,  and  certain  special  repairs 
which  may  be  necessary  on  the  steam  heating  apparatus  at 
the  High  School  building,  the  need  of  which  has  been  forcibly 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  School  Board  since  the  open- 
ing of  the  present  term. 

It  is  impossible  at  this  date  to  determine  with  accuracy 
the  amount  to  be  raised  by  city  taxes,  which  the  School  Board 
will  call  for,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  foregoing  estimates  will 
prove  to  be  substantially  correct. 

Some  modifications  may,  however,  become  necessary,  and 
the  recommendations  of  the  School  Board  will  be  duly  com- 
municated to  the  City  Council. 

SCHOOL  PROPEKTY. 

During  the  year  only  incidental  repairs  have  been  made. 

At  the  opening  of  the  year,  the  Board  contemplated 
making  somewhat  extensive  repairs  upon  the  Pine  street 
building.  But  the  arrangements  for  the  work  were  never 
consummated,  and  finally,  after  thorough  investigation  of  the 
matter,  the  Board  became  convinced  that  no  repairs  which 
could  be  made  would  ever  be  satisfactory,  and  the  project 
was  abandoned. 

Kecently  the  following  resolutions  adopted  by  the  School 
Board  were  presented  to  you,  viz : 

Resolved: — That  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  this 
Board,  that  there  is  an  imperative  demand  for  the  erection  of 
a  new  building,  well  arranged,  ventilated  and  of  increased 
size,  to  take  the  place  of  the  present  Pine  street  school  house 
and  that  application  be  immediately  made  to  the  City  Council 
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of  this  city  for  the  sum  required  to  defray  the  expense  of  such 
building. 

Resolved :  That  the  Clerk  of  this  Board  be  requested  to 
transmit  a  copy  of  the  above  resolution  to  the  City  Council, 
and  that  he  also  present  to  the  meeting  of  the  Council  a 
statement  of  facts  in  the  case,  which  have  led  to  its  adoption. 

These  resolutions  were  accompanied  by  the  statement  re- 
ferred to,  prepared  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  Mr.  C.  E. 
Allen,  and  by  a  further  verbal  statement  by  Commissioner 
Griimell. 

The  urgent  need  of  a  new  building  for  the  Pine  street 
district  was  so  fully  and  forcibly  set  forth  by  Messrs.  Allen 
and  Grinnell,  that  nothing  further  need  be  said  here. 

Certainly,  when  the  demand  for  more  room  to  accom- 
modate the  large  number  of  scholars  in  that  section  of  the 
city  is  so  pressing,  and  where  the  grounds  of  appeal  for  the 
comfort  and  safety  of  the  children  of  the  city  are  so  strong, 
we  can  confidently  look  for  your  favorble  action  in  the  matter, 
and  we  trust  that  you  will  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible  take 
steps  to  provide  the  funds  necessary  for  the  erection  of  a 
suitable  and  creditable  building. 

During  last  vacation  the  double  desks  and  seats,  which 
were  uncomfortable  for  the  pupils  and  distracting  to  the 
teachers,  were  taken  from  the  Grammar  school  room,  and  re- 
placed by  new  single  desks,  and  the  seats  were  rearranged 
with  reference  to  light.  The  seating  capacity  of  the  room 
was  somewhat  reduced  by  this  change,  but  the  new  arrange- 
ment, it  is  believed,  will  prove  to  be  a  great  advantage  to  the 
schooL 

The  school  property  generally  remains  substantially  as 
represented  in  previous  reports. 

STATISTICS. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  condition  of  the  schools 
for  the  year  in  respect  to  attendance,  regularity,  punctuality, 
etc. 
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The  number  of  days  of  school  for  the  Winter  term,  was 
for  the  High  and  Grammar  schools,  55  ;  Grammar  "Annex,'' 
52  ;  for  the  Intermediate  and  Primary  schools  55 ;  North 
Avenue,  54J.  For  the  Spring  term.  High  school  57  ;  Gram- 
mar school,  58  ;  Intermediate  and  Primary  schools  48.  For  the 
Fall  term,  High  and  Grammar  schools,  76 ;  Intermediate  and 
Primary  schools,  72.

The  table  giving  comparisons  of  statistics  for  the  last  ten 
3^ears  is  significant  as  showing  the  general  tendency  to  in- 
crease in  enrollment,  and  improvements  in  some  items  con- 
tained in  the  table. 

The  extracts  from  the  report  to  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Education  contain  some  iterns  of  information  not  usually 
found  in  the  school  reports  to  the  City  Council. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  scholars  in  the 
Public  Schools  during  the  year  ending  March  31,  1883,  was 
1520. 

The  estimate  of  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  other  schools 
of  the  city,  most  of  whom  are  m  the  Catholic  Schools,  was 
1000. 

According  to  the  last  school  census,  taken  for  the  year 
1878,  the  total  number  of  children  in  the  city  of  school  age 
(between  5  and  20  years)  was  3,258. 

If  the  estimate  of  the  total  number  of  children  attending 
all  the  schools  in  the  city,  viz.  :  2,520,  was  approximately 
correct,  taking  into  account  the  probable  increase  in  number 
of  children  of  school  age  since  1878,  there  must  have  been  in 
the  neighborhood  of  1,000  children  betv/een  5  and  20  years  of 
age  in  the  city,  who  last  year  did  not  attend  any  school. 

This  fact  gives  special  occasion  for  the  presentation  of 
the  results  of  recent  investigations,  as  to  the  relations  of  educa- 
tion to  crime  und  industry,  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  while  there  was  a  falling  off  in  en- 
rollment for  th(^  first  tAvo  terms  of  the  last  year  as  compared 
with  the  year  1882,  the  enrollment  for  the  last  term  was  9G  in 
excess  of  that  of  the  corresponding  term  of  the  year  1882. 

And  I  may  add,  in  this  connection,  that  the  enrollment 
for  the  first  week  of  the  present  term  showed  a  gain  of  84  as 
compared  with  the  corresponding  week  of  the  winter  term 
1883. 
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The  attendance  per  cent  is  still  much  too  low,  though 
some  schools  present  a  very  good  report  in  this  respect,  and 
deserve  special  mention. 

For  the  winter  term  the  Pomeroy  Intermediate  had  the 
highest  percentage  of  regularity,  that  of  94,  with  the  High 
School  next  at  90.  For  the  Spring  term  the  High  School  and 
Pomeroy  Intermediate  both  stood  at  89,  and  for  the  Fall 
Term,  the  High  School  presented  the  best  report  for  the  year 
that  of  95  per  cent,  while  the  North  Avenue  stood  next,  at  91 
per  cent, 

TEACHEKS. 

An  unusually  large  number  of  our  teachers  occupying  im- 
portant positions  left  us  at  the  close  of  last  year.  Some  of 
them  had  been  with  us  many  years  and  had  contributed  large- 
ly to  the  success  of  our  schools.  Frequent  mention  has  been 
made  in  these  rej)orts  of  the  value  of  their  services,  but  I  wish 
again  to  express  my  high  appreciation  of  them. 

But  we  have  been  successful  in  our  aim  to  have  teachers 
m  subordinate  positions  who  are  qualified  to  fill  more  res- 
ponsible places,  and  promotion  came  naturally  and  deservedly 
to  some  such  teachers  with  the  opening  of  the  present  year. 

First  Assistants  were  made  Principals,  Second  Assistants 
Fr  st  Assistants,  and  pupil  teachers,  Second  Assistants,  while 
some  new  teachers  of  experience,  or  recently  from  training 
schools,  were  added  to  our  roll. 

The  most  important  change  made  v/as  that  in  the  Gram- 
mar School.  Hitherto  there  have  been  four  female  teachers 
in  this  school.  But  at  the  opening  of  the  present  school  year, 
Mr.  W.  N.  Phelps,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Vennont, 
and  a  teacher  of  long  and  successful  experience,  was  })laced  in 
charge  of  the  school  with  two  assistants. 

It  is  no  disparagement  to  this  good  school,  as  it  h;is  been, 
or  to  the  faithful  and  capable  teachers  who  have  so  long  con- 
ducted it,  to  say  that  the  present  arrangement  of  teachers 
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will  in  some  respects  make  tliis  school  even  more  satisfactory 
tliaii  it  lias  heretofore  been. 

Colleges,  Normal  Schools  and  High  Schools  have  about 
the  same  representation  in  our  roll  of  teachers  as  during  the 
last  few  years. 

Three  are  gradaates  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  and 
twelve  have  attended  different  Normal  Schools,  while  others 
have  received  their  training  ah  good  Hign  Schools  and  Acade- 
mies. 

Generally,  I  wish  again  to  speak  in  terms  of  hearty  com- 
mendation of  our  teachers.  With  such  a  corps  of  teachers,  our 
schools  ought  to  take  high  rank,  and  to  be  worthy  of  the  con- 
fidence of  our  people. 

And  for  whatever  of  excellence  our  schools  possess, 
credit  is  chiefly  due  to  those  wlio  Avith  faithful,  conscien- 
tious devotion  to  their  duties,  do  the  daily  work  of  the  school 
room. 

THE  SCHOOLS. 

I  do  not  purpose  to  make  particular  mention  of  the  dif- 
ferent schools,  but  I  may  say,  in  brief,  that  the  deserved 
popularity  of  the  High  School,  based,  as  it  is,  upon  its  excel- 
lent condition  and  character,  continues,  and  is  constantly  in- 
creasing. Its  enrollment  has  been  unusually  large,  exceeding, 
the  last  term,  the  seating  capacity  of  the  room. 

The  item  of  tuition  from  non-resident  pupils  is  greater 
than  usual,  and  this  revenue  comes  chiefly  from  the  High 
School  ;  but  it  should  be  added  that,  last  term,  the  number  of 
this  class  of  pupils  in  the  Grammar  School  was  uncommon- 
ly large. 

While  the  presence  of  non  resident  pu2)ils  in  our  High 
and  Gramniar  Schools  is  deemed  an  advantage,  aside  from,  the 
matter  of  tuitions,  as  they  are  generally  the  most  desirable 
pupils  in  scholarship  and  character,  in  the  towns  from  which 
tiiey  come,  and  when  here  a2)ply  themselves  assiduously  to 
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the  improvement  of  the  advantages  which  our  schools  offer 
yet  it  now  seems  probable  that  soon,  for  lack  of  room  we  shall 
not  be  able  to  receive  all  who  apply  and  that  our  own  pupils 
will  occupy  all  the  seats  we  ai-e  now  prepared  to  give  them. 

It  is  encouraging  and  gratif3dng  that  our  two  higher 
grades  are  now  so  well  filled. 

Our  other  schools  are  maintaining  well  the  reputation 
which  they  have  for  several  years  enjoyed. 

What  may  be  called  the  average  condition  of  the  schools 
has,  I  believe,  somewhat  improved  during  the  year. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  by  the  Board  to  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  pupils. 

The  effort  has  been  continued  to  prevent  the  pupils  from 
relying  too  much  upon  their  instructors,  and  to  lead  them  to 
act  and  work  independently. 

Greater  prominence  has  been  given  to  those  topics  in  dif- 
ferent branches  of  study  which  are  essential  and  most  impor- 
tant. 

The  methods  in  primary  arithmetic  and  reading  particu- 
larly referred  to  in  the  last  report,  known  as  the  "Grube"  and 
"Sentence"  methods,  \yhich  had  then  been  successfully  em- 
ployed in  Adams  Primary,  have  since  been  introduced  in  other 
Primary  schools  with  gratifying  results. 

The  schools  have  availed  themselves  more  generally  than 
ever  before  of  the  advantages  of  the  Pletcher  Library,  and 
these  advantages  cannot  well  be  over  estimated.  The  selec- 
tion, distribution  and  care  of  the  books  impose  upon  the 
teachers  no  little  labor  and  responsibility,  but  the  work  is 
cheerfully  done  for  the  benefit  of  their  j^wpils  and  their 
schools ;  and  thus  in  the  Public  Schools  are  found  some  of 
the  highest  realizations  of  the  purposes  and  hopes  of  those 
wise  and  generous  benefactors  of  the  city,  the  founders  of  the 
Library. 
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MAIN  STEEET  PKIMAKY. 

To  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Pine  Street 
Primary,  a  new  Primary  School  was  opened  at  the  beginning 
of  the  present  school  year  in  the  building  at  the  corner  of 
South  Union  and  Main  streets.  With  those  transferred  from 
Pine  Street  Primary,  were  placed  a  few  children  living  in  the 
Pomeroy  and  Adams  districts,  but  at  great  distance  from 
their  schools. 

This  school  therefore  not  only  relieved  our  largest  Primary 
school,  but  it  offered  more  convenient  accommodations  to  a 
few  families  living  most  remotely  from  other  school  buildings. 
It  will  probably  be  necessary  to  maintain  this  school  until  the 
new  Pine  street  building  is  erected. 

EDUCATION  AKD  CRIME. 

Argument  to  demonstrate  that  the  Public  Schools  are  of 
supreme  importance  to  the  State  may  be  wholly  superfluous, 
bat  some  facts  illustrative  of  the  effect  and  value  of  education 
may  not  be  out  of  place. 

Without  noticing  other  matters  now,  permit  me  briefly 
to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  facts  (for  which  I  am  chiefly  in- 
debted to  the  valuable  "Circulars  of  Information"  issued  by 
the  National  Bureau  of  Education)  bearing  upon  the  relation 
of  education  to  crime  and  industry. 

In  1879,  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  National 
Educational  Association  to  investigate  the  relation  of  education 
to  crime,  and  the  report  was  subsequently  presented  by  Hon. 
J.  P.  Wickersham  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  connnittee  found  that  during  the  year  1879,  487  con 
vi(;ts  were  received  at  the  Eastern' Penitentiary  of  Pennsylvania. 
Of  this  numl^er,  82  had  never  attended  schools  of  any  kind  :  5 
were  reported  to  have  attended  college,  7  were  said  to  have 
attended  High  Schools  for  an  average  time  of  a  little  over  two

years  :  12  had  been  at  private  schools  who  had  never  attended 
public  schools :  390  had  attended  public  schools,  169  advanc- 
ing to  the  Grammar  grade,  the  average  age  at  leaving  school 
being  14,  and  the  average  time  they  remaind  in  school  being 
about  5  years.  The  statistics  of  the  institution  for  1880  re- 
peat those  for  1879. 

Of  the  2,307  persons  convicted  and  sentenced  to  the  jails 
and  work-houses  of  Pennsylvania  during  the  year  1879,  only  13 
were  reported  as  having  a  superior  education. 

The  two  Pennsylvania  penitentiaries  in  1879  received  797 
convicts,  and  of  these  114  were  wholly  illiterate  :  in  1880,  they 
received  722  .  convicts,  of  whom  151  were  wholly  illiterate ;  in 
the  tv/o  years,  1529  convicts  with  265  illiterates. 

-.The  illiterate  population  of  Pennsylvania  constituts  less 
than  1-30  of  the  population. 

Thus  1-6  of  the  crime  in  the  State  for  those  two  years 
was  committed  by  the  illiterate  1-30  of  the  population. 

And,  in  addition  to  those  who  were  classed  as  illiteratcF? 
there  were  272  convicts  who  could,  barely  read  and  write,  and 
had  no  education  beyond.  So  that  those  who  were  entirely 
illiterate  numbered  537,  and  thus  1-3  of  the  penitentiary  otf- 
ences  were  committed  by  the  1  30  part  of  the  State's  popula- 
tion. 

The  story  of  the  Count}^  jails,  work-houses  and  houses  of 
correction  of  Pennsylvania  was  the  same.  Mr.  Wickersham 
states  that  with  report<3  upon  the  subject  from  20  States,  sub- 
stantially the  same  results  were  obtained. 

The  committee  then  reached  the  following  conclusions, 

viz : 

1.  About  1-6  of  all  the  crime  in  the  country  is  committed 
by  i:>ersons  wholly  illiterate. 

2.  About  1-3  of  the  crime  is  committed  b}"  persons  prac- 
tically illiterate. 
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3.  The  porportion  of  criminals  among  the  ilKterate  is 
about  10  times  as  great  as  among  those  who  have  been  in- 
structed in  the  elements  of  a  common  school  education. 

Mr.  S.  H.  White,  an  ex-president  of  the  National  Ed- 
ucational Association,  gives  the  following  as  the  results  of  his 
investigation  of  the  same  subject : 

"In  New  York  City  among  the  the  illiterates  there  is 
1  crime  to  about  27  persons-^;  and  the  chances  for  crime 
among  those  who  cannot  read  and  write  are  9  times  as  great 
as  among  the  rest  of  the  people." 

Of  the  State  of  New  York,  he  says,  7  per  cent  of  the 
peo])le  comnjit  31  per  cent  of  the  crime.  A  person  not  able 
to  K  atl  and  write  is  6  times  as  apt  to  commit  crime  as  one 
who  can  read  and  write. 

In  Massachusetts,  in  1871, among  the  ignorant  population, 
1  in  20  committed  crime,  while  among  those  who  had  a  great- 
er or  less  degree  of  education,  there  was  1  crime  to  about  126 
persons. 

In  Illinois,  Mr.  White  found  1  in  every  137  of  the  illiter- 
ate in  prison,  while  of  those  of  more  or  less  education  there 
was  only  1  to  5GG. 

Dr.  Edw^ard  D.  Mansfield,  in  a  report  to  the  Bureau  of 
Education,  in  1872,  on  "  The  relation  between  education  and 
crime,"  gives  the  following  as  his  conclusions,  viz : 

1.  One-third  of  all  criminals  are  totally  uneducated,  and 
4-5  are  practically  uneducated. 

2.  The  pro])ortion  of  crijninals  from  the  illiterate  classes 
is  at  least  ten  fold  as  great  as  the  proportion  from  those  liav- 
ing  some  education. 

The  late  Dr.  E.  C.  Wines,  high  authority  on  this  subject, 
gave  the  following  as  liis  conclusion,  viz : 

Taking  tlie  entire  nuiss  of  the  inmates  of  all  classes  of 
prisons  in  the  Northern  and  Western  .States,  the  proportion  of 
tliose  wholly  illiterate  to  those  that  bave  received  a  moderate

degree  of  education,  often  very  moderate  indeed,  may  be 
stated,  with  substantial  correctness,  at  about  one-tliird. 

Dr.  Wines  also  states  that  in  Belgium  half  of  the  prison 
population  is  wholly  illiterate  on  commitment,  and  in  Hol- 
land, one-third.  Of  the  number  committed  to  prison  in  the  year 
1872,  in  the  British  Islands,  one-third  were  reported  as  being 
unable  to  read  and  write.  And  a  recent  report  giving  the 
statistics  of  63  out  of  the  78  Departments  of  France,  shows 
that  of  3,354  persons  arrested  for  crime,  1,480  were  unable  to 
read  and  write,  1,362  could  read  and  w^rite  imperfectly,  and 
only  512  could  read  and  write  well. 

The  "State  Public  School"  of  Michigan,  whose  object  is 
to  save  children  who  are  in  danger  of  becoming  criminals 
before  they  have  actually  become  such,  is  a  school  for  pauper 
and  vagrant  children,  whose  circumstances  and  surroundings 
would  almost  certainly  keep  them  in  ignorance  and  lead  them 
into  vice. 

The  Superintendent  in  his  report  for  1878  says ;  "Consid- 
ering the  heredity  of  these  chilcben,  and  the  influences  which 
surrounded  most  of  them  previous  to  entering  the  institution, 
I  am  myself  surprised  at  the  results.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
a  large  majority  of  them,  left  where  they  were,  would  have  be- 
came criminals  or  chronic  paupers  ;  but  it  looks  now  as  though 
80  or  90  per  cent,  would  become  respectable,  if  not  ideal 
citizens," 

Two  years  later,  the  superintendent  said  ;  "  Enough  is 
known  to  satisfy  us  that  there  are  very  few  of  the  children 
who  go  through  the  school  who  will  not  prove  as  good  in 
morals  and  life  as  the  average  children  in  the  community.  I 
would  not  place  the  loss  as  low  as  5  per  cent." 

EDUCATION  AND  INDUSTRY. 

And  now  what  is  the  effect  of  education  upon  industry 
and  the  value  of  labor  ?    We  need  not  go  farther  than  our 
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own  observation  to  lead  us  to  correct  conclusions  ;  but  the 
testimony  of  those  who  have  given  special  attention  to  the  in- 
vestigation of  the  subject  is  at  hand,  and  is  of  interest. 

In  1846,  Horace  Mann,  then  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  Massachusetts,  addressed  letters  to  many  busi- 
ness men  in  the  various  branches  of  industry,  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  the  comparative  productive  value  of  educated 
and  uneducated  labor. 

In  a  valuable  paper  upon  this  subject.  President  E.  E, 
White  says  that  "  The  investigation  disclosed  an  astonishing 
superiority  in  productive  power  of  the  educated  laborer  as 
compared  with  the  uneducated." 

"  The  hand,"  wrote  Mr.  Mann,  "  is  found  to  be  another 
hand  when  guided  by  an  intelligent  mind.  Processes  are  per- 
formed not  only  more  rapidly,  but  better,  when  faculties  which 
have  been  exercised  in  early  life  furnish  their  assistance.  In 
great  establishments,  and  among  large  bodies  of  laborers, 
where  men  pass  by  each  other,  ascending  or  descending  in 
their  grades  of  labor,  *  *  there  is  found  to  be  an  almost 
invariable  rule,  that  the  educated  laborer  rises  to  a  higher  and 
higher  point  in  the  lands  of  labor  performed,  and  also  in  the 
wages  received,  while  the  ignorant  sinks  like  dregs,  and  is 
always  found  at  the  bottom." 

Mr.  Mann's  investigations  showed  that  "individuals  who 
without  the  aid  of  education  would  have  been  condemend  to 
perpetual  inferiority  of  condition,  and  subjected  to  all  the 
evils  of  want  and  poverty,  rise  to  comj^etence  and  indepen- 
dence by  the  uplifting  power  of  eclucatio7iy 

In  1870,  the  National  Commissioner  of  Education  exten- 
ded Mr.  Mann's  investigations,  addressing  his  inquiries  to 
business  men  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  aud  to  a  few  large 
employers  in  Great  Britain,  and  the  result  was  a  complete  con- 
firmation of  Mr.  Mann's  conclusions. 

In  1851,  upon  the  authority  of  Mr.  White,  at  the  World's 
Fair  in  London,  Great  Britain  was  awarded  the  palm  of  ex- 
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cellence  in  nearly  all  the  grand  departments  of  the  exhibition. 
Sixteen  years  later,  at  the  Paris  Exposition,  Great  Britain  ex- 
celled her  competitors  in  but  ten  of  all  the  departments. 

This  great  decadence  so  alarmed  the  representatives  of 
British  industry,  that  an  investigation  for  its  cause  was  made 
by  a  Parlimentary  Commission. 

That  Commission  reported  that  education  furnished  the 
cause. 

The  conclusion  was  forcibly  stated  by  Mr.  Edmund  Huth. 
"The  workmen  of  other  countries,"  he  said,  "  have  a  far  superior 
education  to  ours,  many  of  whom  have  none  whatever.  Their 
productions  show  clearly  that  there  is  not  a  machine  workinga 
machine,  but  that  brains  sit  at  the  loom  and  intelligence 
stands  at  the  spinning  wheel." 

"The  discovered  cause  indicated  the  remedy,  and  the  re- 
port to  Parliament  was  soon  followed  by  the  great  Educa- 
tion Bill,  which  established  a  general  system  of  elementary 
education  throughout  Great  Britain." 

In  reply  to  Commissioner  ^^aton,  on  this  subject,  A.  J. 
Mundella,  M.  P.,  a  great  manufacturer  in  the  Sheffield  dis- 
trict, England,  employing  from  3000  to  4000  men,  said  ;  "My 
experience  of  workmen,  on  the  average,  is  that  the  better  a 
man  is  educated,  and  the  greater  the  intellectual  resources  he 
possesses,  the  less  is  he  disposed  to  sensual  indulgence,  and 
the  less  is  he  inclined  to  any  kind  of  intemperance  and  excess  ; 
the  intelligent  man  educates  his  children,  lives  in  a  comforta- 
ble home,  and  has  much  refinement  and  many  pleasant  sui'- 
roundings  ;  whereas  the  ignorant  man,  with  higher  wages  in 
some  departments  of  labor,  is  more  addicted  to  intemper- 
ance, his  wife  and  children  are  worse  clad  and  worse  cared 
for,  and  his  home  is  in  all  respects  less  comfortable." 

S.  P.  Cummings,  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  International  Labor  Union,  says  :  "Educated  working- 
men  *  *  are  less  idle  and  dissipated  than  the  uutanglit 
classes.      *  While  I  was  foreman  of  a  shoe  factory  employing 
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forty  hands,  I  always  got  better  work,  had  less  trouble,  and 
as  a  general  rule  paid  better  wages  to  the  more  intelligent 
workmen." 

Concurrent  testimony  from  so  many  independent  sources, 
covering  so  wide  a  field  and  such  varied  conditions  of  society, 
would  certainly  seem  to  be  conclusive. 

The  conclusion  to  which  we  are  inevitably  drawn  by 
this  argument  of  facts  is  manifest,  and  only  a  few  statements 
will  be  made  by  way  of  application. 

The  statistics  show  that  about  1000  children  of  school 
age  in  the  city  are  not  in  any  school. 

Manufacturing  establishments  are  increasing  here,  some 
of  which  employ  many  children,  and  thus  families  with  chil- 
dren are  being  attracted  to  town.  Many  of  these  cliildren 
seek  employment  at  once,  and  never  enter  a  school  room. 

Statistics  also  show  that  about  50  per  cent  of  scholars 

enrolled^  are  in  the  Primary  grade. 

And  so  illiteracy  goes  on,  and  the  numbers  who  sign 
liis 

then'   names  with  an  x       are  kept  up,  to  the  creat 

mark  r'     r^'  b 

detriment  and  disgrace  of  the  State. 

The  facts  given  on  the  relation  of  education  to  industry 
and  the  value  of  labor  demonstrate  that  if  a  workman  would 
have  good  wages  and  desirable  positions  he  must  have  some 
degree  of  education — he  must  know  something  ;  and  if  an  em- 
ployer would  have  most  profitable  laborers,  he  must  have  in 
telligent  laborers,  and  so  the  interest  of  employees  and  em- 
ployers are  identical.    Education  pays  for  both  classes. 

All  good  citizens  are  interested  in  the  prevention  of  crime, 
and  if  an  illiterate  man  is  ten  times  as  likely  to  commit  crime 
as  an  educated  man,  they  should  unite  in  a23plying  the  rem- 
edy which  the  facts  suggest,  and  which  is  at  hand. 

All  worthy  considerations  combine  in  their  appeal  to  good 
citizens  to  exert  all  the  influence  which  they  possess  to  carry 
the  "uplifting  power  of  education"  to  all. 
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Gentlemen,  again  thanking  you  and  the  people  whom  you 
represent  for  your  generous  support  and  patronage  of 
the  Public  Schools,  and  for  your  continued  forbearance 
toward  those  to  whose  care  the  schools  are  entrusted,  this  re-

REPORT 

OF  THE 


HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable  City  Council  : 

Gentlemen  : — 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1883,  together  with  the  Vital  ."Statis- 
tics for  the  year,  and  the  City  Physician's  report. 

HEALTH  OF  THE  CITY. 

During  the  past  year,  the  health  of  the  city  has  been 
fairly  good.  The  mortality  from  zymotic  diseases,  by  which 
the  sanitary  conchtion  of  the  city  can  best  be  estimated,  was 
forty  one,  a  figure  lower  by  eight  than  that  of  1882,  and  con- 
stituting 16.94  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality  for  the  year. 
This  per  centage  is  2.96  lower  than  the  average  for  the  pre 
vious  five  years,  a  fact  attributable  to  the  fortunate  freedom 
of  the  city  from  epidemics  in  1883. 

The  cases  of  diphtheria,  which  caused  some  alarm  in 
November  and  December,  were  fortunately  sporadic  and  num- 
bered, in  all,  nine.  Three  other  cases  of  the  same  disease 
were  r  ported  during  the  year.  One  case  of  small-pox  was 
reported  in  July.  The  patient  was  an  Irish  emigrant,  just 
from  Castle  Garden,  and  was  supjiosed  to  have  contracted  the 
disease  either  there  or  on  the  steamer.    Every  measure  was 
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at  once  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  pa- 
tient was  removed  to  the  pest-house,  the  bedding  which  she 
had  used  was  destroyed,  the  room  which  she  had  occupied 
was  thoroughly  fumigated  and  afterwards  whitewashed,  and 
some  thirty-five  persons  were  vaccinated,  including  all  who 
were  in  any  way  exposed  to  infection.  The  patient  remained 
at  the  pest-house  about  four  weeks,  during  which  time  she 
received  the  necessary  medical  treatment,  and  made  a  good 
recovery.  The  case  fortunately  occurred  at  the  least  dange- 
rous time  of  year  for  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  owing  to 
this  fact  and  to  the  careful  observation  of  the  necessary  pre- 
cautions, there  were  no  other  cases  of  small-pox. 

SANITAKY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Among  the  sanitary  improvements  which  have  been  made 
in  1883,  may  be  mentioned  the  filling  in  of  the  swamp  back 
of  the  Post-office,  which  lay  partly  on  government  and  partly 
on  private  property  ;  the  proper  sewering  of  the  County  jail ; 
the  laying  of  a  tile  sewer  through  the  greater  part  of  Maple 
St.,  and  the  laying  of  a  three-foot  brick  sewer  from  the  corner 
of  Maple  and  Battery  Sts.,  south  to  the  "  ravine  sewer."  This 
last  piece  of  work  is  especially  to  be  commended,  as  being  the 
beginning  of  the  much  needed  Battery  street  sewer. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  your  honorable  body, 
that  the  completion  of  certain  other  improvements  would 
gTeatly  promote  the  health  of  the  city.  The  death-rate  per 
1000  of  Burlington  for  1883,  was  19.71,  and  for  the  five  years 
previous,  was  17.95.  This  is  not  a  very  high  death-rate  in 
comparison  with  that  of  many  other  cities,  but  when  the  small 
population  and  natural  sanitary  advantages  of  Burlington  are 
considered,  its  death-rate  cannot  be  called  a  low  (me.  Situated 
as  this  city  is,  zymotic  disease  is  more  easily  preventable  than 
in  most  places,  and  tlie  death  rate,  instead  of  being  about  on 
an  average  with  that  of  localities  less  favored  by  nature,  ought 
to  be  much  lower. 
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First  in  the  list  of  improvements  by  which  the  pubhc 
health  would  unquestionably  be  benefited,  is  the  extension  of 
the  water  main  to  some  point  outside  the  breakwater.  The 
present  water  supply  is  drawn  from  a  point  north  of  all  the 
sewers  and  close  to  the  docks,  where  it  is  contaminated  by 
the  sewage  which  our  strong  south  winds  constantly  sweep 
along  in  that  direction,  and  by  the  filth  of  the  docks.  Nine 
3^ears  ago,  a  chemical  analysis  of  water  taken"  from  near  the 
mouth  of  the  main  pipe,  was  made  by  the  professor  of  Chem- 
istry of  the  University  of  Vermont,  at  the  request  of  the 
Health  Officer.  The  analysis  showed  the  presence  of  a  grain 
of  organic  matter  in  a  gallon  of  the  surface  water,  and  twelve 
grains  in  a  gallon  of  water  taken  from  near  the  bottom.  This 
amount  of  organic  impurity,  which  is  sufficient  to  render  the 
water  dangerous  for  drinking  purposes,  has  since  then  un- 
doubtedly increased  rather  than  diminished,  with  the  con 
struction  of  new  sewers  and  the  consequent  increase  in  the 
volume  of  sewage.  It  can  hardly  be  doubted  that  much  of 
the  diarrhoeal  trouble  so  common  in  Burlington  is  due  to  the 
condition  of  the  city's  water  supply.  To  extend  the  water 
main  beyond  the  breakwater  would  be  to  take  it  beyond  the 
reach  of  contamination  and  give  our  citizens  a  supply  of  i^ure 
water. 

The  construction  of  sewers  goes  on  every  year,  and  is  a 
measure  essential  to  the  sanitary  well  being  of  the  city. 
Those  sewers,  however,  of  which  the  city  stands  in  most  ur- 
gent need,  still  remain  to  be  built.  These  are  the  ones  which 
should  exist  in  Battery  and  Champlain  streets.  The  filthy  con- 
dition of  the  tenements,  back  yards  and  gutters  on  those  streets 
cannot  be  realized  by  any  one  who  has  not  examined  them. 
No  better  facilities  could  possibly  be  afforded  for  the  spread 
of  an  ei)idemic,  sliould  one  appear.  Complaints  are  constantly 
being  made  of  all  manner  of  nuisances  in  these  localities,  but 
nothing  eff'ectual  can  be  done  to  improve  the  present  state  of 
things,  until  the  streets  in  question  are  properly  sewered.  An 
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almost  equally  important  piece  of  work  is  the  covering  of  the 
open  portions  of  the  ravine  "  sewer,  north  of  College  street, 
and  between  St.  Paul  and  Pine  streets. 

The  sanitajy  condition  of  the  city  schools,  and  especially 
of  the  Pine  street  building,  has  latety  been  brought  to  your 
notice  by  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners.  I  therefore 
will  not  enter  into  particulars  on  this  most  important  topic, 
but  will  simply  say  tliat  I  am  in  full  accord  with  the  state- 
ments made  by  the  Commissioners  as  to  the  defective  hygein- 
ic  conditions  to  which  the  scholars  are  exposed,  and  the  press- 
ing necessity  for  improving  such  a  state  of  things  by  the 
erection  of  a  new  building. 

I  am  aware  that  the  outlay  of  a  large  sum  of  money 
would  be  necessary  for  the  proper  construction  of  the  above 
mentioned  improvements,  but  theii'  extreme  importance  to 
the  health  of  the  city,  has  led  me  to  suggest  them,  in  the 
hope  that  your  honorable  bjdy  may  see  fit  to  carry  them  out 
as  soon  as  is  found  practicable. 


Since  the  beginning  of  my  term  of  office^  April  25th, 
1883,  the  following  nuisances  have  been  abated. :

ANALYSIS   OF   THE  TITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  marriages  in  1883  numbered  one  hundred  and  ten, 
the  bhihs  three  hundred  and  fifty,  and  the  deaths  two  hun- 
di'ed  and  forty-two.  Excess  of  births  over  deaths,  one  hun- 
di^ed  and  eight.  There  were,  in  1883,  nineteen  more  marri- 
ages, thh'ty  more  buths  and  twelve  fewer  deaths  than  in  1882. 
Still-births  are  included  in  totals  of  births  and  deaths. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  ratio  of  persons  married- in  1883.  to  the  whole  popala- 
tion  (11,364  by  U.  S.  census  of  1880)  was  one  in  51.65. 

Season. — There  were  twenty-seven  (27)  marriages  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year,  twenty-seven  (27)  in  the  second, 
eighteen  (18)  in  the  third,  and  thirty-eight  (38)  in  the  fourth. 
The  month  of  October  had  the  largest  number  of  marriages, 
eighteen  (18),  and  the  months  of  April  and  September  five  (5) 
each,  the  smallest  number. 
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Natimty  of  the  Parties. — Eighty-one  (81)  grooms  and 
eighty-one  (81)  brides  were  born  in  the  United  States,  nine- 
teen (19)  grooms  and  twenty-one  (21)  brides  in  Canada,  seven 
(7)  grooms  and  four  (4)  brides  in  Ireland,  and  three  (3)  grooms 
and  four  (4)  brides  in  other  countries. 

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  in  1883  was  three  hundred 
and  fifty  (350),  thirty  (30)  more  than  1882.  Included  in  this 
number  are  four  (4)  illegitimate  births,  five  (5)  twin  births,  and 
eighteen  (18)  still  births.  Proportion  of  live  births  to  popula- 
tion (11,364),  1  to  34.23. 

Sex. — Number  of  male  children,  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  (174)  ;  number  of  female  children,  one  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-six (176).    Two  more  females  than  males. 

Parentage. — One  hundred  and  ninety-nine  (199)  fathers, 
and  two  hundred  and  fifteen  (215)  mothers  were  born  in  the 
United  States  ;  one  hundred  and  six  (106)  fathers  and  one 
hundred  and  nine  (109)  mothers  in  Canada ;  twenty-five  (25) 
fathers  and  fifteen  (15)  mothers  in  Ireland  ;  eleven  (11) 
fathers  and  five  (5)  mothers  in  other  countries,  and  the  nati- 
vity of  four  (4)  fathers  and  one  (1)  mother  was  unknown. 

Season  — The  largest  number  of  births,  ninety-eight  (98), 
occurred  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  ;  the  next  largest, 
eightj^-nine  (89),  in  the  second ;  the  next,  eighty-six  (86),  in 
the  fourth,  and  the  smallest,  seventy-seven  (78),  in  the  first 
quarter.  • 

Jjocality. — One  hundred  and  seventeen  (117)  births,  just 
about  one-third  of  the  total  number  occurred  in  the  Third 
Ward.  The  next  largest  number,  eighty-one  (81),  occurred  in 
the  Fifth  Ward  ;  the  next,  sixty-eight  (68),  in  the  Second  and 
Fourth  Wards  respectively,  and  the  smallest  number,  sixteen 
(16),  in  the  First  Ward. 

Twbi-hirths. — There  were  five  (5)  twin-births  in  1883,  or 
one  in  every  seventy  (70)  cases. 
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Age  of  3Iothers. — The  age  at  which  women  bore  the 
hii'ofest  number  of  children  in  1883,  was  twentv-seven,  twenty- 
nine  (29)  children  having  been  borne  by  mothers  of  this  age. 
The  youngest  woman  w^ho  bore  a  child  was  sixteen  years  old  ; 
the  oldest,  forty-eight.  Eleven  (11)  children  were  borne  by 
women  eighteen  years  old  and  under,  and  twenty  (20)  by  wo- 
men forty  years  old  and  over. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1883.  including  eighteen 
(18)  still-bu-ths,  was  two  hundi'ed  and  forty  two.  (212)  twelve 
feicer  than  in  1882.  The  population  by  U.  S.  census  of  1880 
being  11,361.  the  ratio  of  deaths,  exclusive  of  still-births,  is  19.71 
to  1000  inhabitants,  or  one  death  in  50.73  of  the  population 

Season. — The  greatest  number  of  deaths,  sixty-nine  (69), 
occurred  in  the  thii'd  quarter  of  the  year :  the  smallest  number, 
fifty-seven  (57),  in  the  second  c^uarter,  while  the  first  and 
fourth  quarters  had  fifty-eight  (58)  deaths  each.  The  greatest 
monthly  mortality  was  in  Juh^,  thii'ty-one  (31)  persons  having 
died  in  that  month;  while  the  smallest  monthly  mortality, 
twelve  (12),  was  in  February. 

Sex. — One  hundi'ed  and  fourteen  (114)  males  and  one 
hundi'ed  and  twenty-eight  (128)  females  died  during  the  year. 

Age. — Seventy-nine  (79)  of  the  deaths,  including  eighteen 
(18)  still-births,  were  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  or 
32.21  per  cent  of  all  deaths  :  thirty-four  (31)  were  of  children 
one  yeai'  and  under  five  }  ears  old,  or  11.05  ^ei'  cent  of  all  ; 
thirteen  (13)  of  persons  five  and  under  t  wenty,  or  5.33  per 
cent  of  all :  fifty-four  (54)  of  persons  twenty  and  under  fifty, 
or  22.40  per  cent  of  all ;  twenty-five  (25)  of  persons  fifty  and 
under  seventy,  or  10.33  per  cent  of  all  :  and  thirty-seven  (37) 
of  persons  over  seventy,  or  11.15  per  cent  of  all. 

Jjocality. — The  largest  number  of  deaths,  seventy-four 
(74),  Avas  in  the  Thii'd  Ward ;  the  next  largest,  fifty-nine  (59), 
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in  the  Fourth  ;  the  next,  fifty-two  (52),  in  the  Fifth  ;  the  next^ 
forty  (40),  in  ibhe  Second,  and  the  smallest  number,  seventeen 
(17),  in  the  First.  By  the  difference  between  births  and  deaths, 
the  population  of  the  First  Ward  was  fZecreased  by  one  (1)  ; 
Second  Ward,  mcreased  by  sixty- eight  (68) ;  of  the  Third, 
increased  by  forty-three  (43)  ;  of  the  Fourth,  increased  by 
nine  (9),  and  of  the  Fifth,  increased  by  twenty-nine  (29). 

Social  Relations. — One  hundred  and  forty  three  (143) 
of  the  deaths,  including  eighteen  (18)  still-births,  were  of  sin- 
gle persons ;  sixty-seven  (67)  of  married ;  and  thirty-two  (32) 
of  widowed. 

Nativity. — United  States,  one  hundred  and  ninty-one 
(191)  (still-births  included) ;  Canada,  twenty-six,  (26)  ;  Ire- 
land, nineteen  (19) ;  other  countries,  six  (6). 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

The  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases,  or  those  which  are 
either  epidemic,  endemic  or  contagious,  and  which  can  to  a 
great  extent,  be  prevented  by  the  observance  of  sanitary  pre- 
cautions, numbered  fort^^-one  (41),  or  16.94  per  cent  of  all 
deaths.  Six  (6)  of  these  deaths  were  from  diphtheria,  eleven 
(11)  from  membranous  croup,  one  (1)  from  typhoid  fever,  eight 
from  cholera  infantum,  five  from  diarrhoeal  diseases,  six  (6) 
from  cerebro-spinal  fever,  two  (2)  from  erysipelas  and  two  (2) 
from  scarlet  fever. 

Season. — Deaths  from  diphtheria  occurred  in  September, 
November  and  December ;  from  croup  in  January,  February, 
March,  April,  October,  November  and  December. ;  from  cere- 
bro-spinal fever  in  April,  June,  July  and  August ;  and  from 
cholera  infantum  and  other  diarrhoeal  diseases  in  July,  Aug- 
ust and  September,  with  but  three  exceptions.  The  single 
case  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  in  January,  and  the  two  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  occurred  one  in  February  and  the  other  in 
March. 
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Sex. — Twenty-one  (21)  of  the  decedents  were  and  males 
twenty  (20)  females. 

Age. — Twelve  (12)  of  the  decedents  were  under  one  year 
of  age  ;  eighteen  (18)  over  one  and  under  five  ;  seven  (7)  over 
five  and  under  twent}^,  one  (1)  over  twenty  and  under  fifty ; 
two  (2)  over  fifty  and  under  seventy  ;  and  one  (1)  over  seven- 
ty. Nearly  three  fourths  of  the  deaths  m  this  class  were 
those  of  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

Natimty  and  Social  Relations. — All  except  four  (4)  of 
of  the  decedents  were  born  in  the  United  States,  and  all  ex- 
cept three  (?)  were  single. 

Locality. — Two  (2)  of  the  deaths  m  this  class  occurred 
in  the  First  Ward ;  six  (6)  in  the  Second ;  twelve  (12)  in  the 
Third  ;  eight  (8)  in  the  Fourth,  and  thirteen  (13)  in  the  Fifth. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  constitutional  diseases  was 
forty-seven  (47,)  or  15.29  per  cent  of  all  deaths.  Thirty-five 
(35)  were  from  consumption;  seven  (7)  from  cancer;  four 
(4)  from  hydrocephalus  ;  and  one  (1)  from  tubercular  menin- 
gitis. 

Season. — The  largest  number  of  deaths  from  consump- 
tion in  any  one  month  was  four  (4,)  this  number  occurring  in 
February,  July  and  August.  The  smallest  number,  one  (1,) 
was  in  April.  No  month  was  free  from  deaths  from  consump- 
tion. 

Sex. — Deaths  from  consumption,  fourteen  (14)- males  and 
twenty-one  (21)  females.  Deaths  from  cancer,  one  (1)  male 
and  six  [6]  females. 

Age. — Twenty  (20)  of  the  deaths  from  consumption 
were  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  fifty.  Four 
(4)  of  the  deaths  from  cancer  were  of  persons  in  the  same 
period  of  life,  and  three  (3)  of  persons  between  the  ages  of 
fifty  and  seventy. 

Social  .Rdations. — Thirteen  (13)  of  the  persons  who 
died  of  consumption  were  single,  nineteen  (19)  married  and 
three  (3)  widowed. 
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Natimty. — Twent^^-tbree  (23)  of  the  persons  who  died  of 
consumption  were  born  in  the  United  States,  eight  (8)  in 
Canada,  three  (3)  in  Ireland  and  one  (1)  in  some  other  coun- 
try. 

Eighty.one  (81)  deaths,  or  33.47  per  cent  -  of  all  deaths 
during  the  year,  occurred  from  local  diseases,  the  class  in 
which  particular  organs  or  systems  are  affected.  Twelve  (12) 
of  these  deaths  were  under  the  order  of  nervous  diseases,  ten 
(10)  circulatory,  thirty-four  (34)  respirator}^,  nineteen  (19)  di- 
gestive and  six  (6)  urinary.  The  greatest  number  of  deaths 
in  this  class  from  any  one  disease  was  seventeen  (17)  from 
pneumonia. 

Season. — Twelve  of  the  deaths  from  pneumonia  occurred 
in  the  first  ha'f  of  the  year.  The  local  diseases  were  other- 
wise quite  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  year. 

Sex. — Males  forty-two  (42),  females  thirty-nine  (39). 

A^ge. — Under  one  year,  twenty-four  (24),  over  one  and  . 
under  five,  six  (6),  over  five  and  under,  twenty,  three  (3),  over 
twenty  and  under  fifty,  twenty-one  (21),  over  fifty  and  under 
seventy,  twelve  (12),  over  seventy,  fifteen  (15)  deaths. 

Social  Relations. — Single,  thirty-five  (35)  ;  married, 
thirty-three  (33);  widowed,  thirteen  (13). 

Nativity. — ^United  States,  sixty  one  (61);  Canada,  nine 
(9)  ;  Ireland  seven  (7)  ;  other  countries  four  (4). 

The  developmental  class  of  diseases,  which  occur  inci- 
dentally to  the  formative,  reproductive  and  nutritive  processes, 
are  represented  by  sixty-six  (66)  deaths,  or  27.57  per  cent  of 
all  deaths  during  the  year.  The  order  of  children  comprised 
thirty-three  (33)  deaths,  a  total  made  up  of  seven  (7)  deaths 
from  congenital  debility,  three  (3)  from  premature  birth,  one 
(1)  each  from  imperfect  development,  congenital  insufficiency, 
imperforate  anus,  dentition  and  difficult  partuiition,  and 
eighteen  (18)  still-l)irths.  Under  the  order  of  women, 
three  (3)  deatlis  o(".curred,  two  (2)  from  puerperal  convulsions 
and  one  [1]  from  puerj^eral  fever.    The  order  of  old  people 
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was  represented  b}^  sixteen  [16]  deaths  from  old  age,  and  the 
order  of  nutrition  by  fourteen  [14]  deaths  from  inanition  and 
marasmus. 

Season. — There  was  nothing  noteworthy  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  diseases  of  this  class. 

Sex.- — Males,  twenty.seven  ['27],  females,  thirty-nine  [39]. 

Age. — Forty  [40]  of  the  deaths  [including  the  still- 
births] were  of  children  under  one  j^ear  of  age,  and  sixteen 
[16]  of  persons  over  seventy  [70]. 

Socal  Relations. — Single,  forty-six  ;  married,  nine  [9]  ; 
widowed,  eleven  [11]. 

Natimty. — United  States,  fifty-four  [54]  ;  Canada,  seven 
[7]  ;  Ireland,  five  [5]. 

Six  [6]  deaths  by  violence  occurred  in  1883,  or  2.47  per 
cent  of  all  deaths.  Two  [2]  were  caused  by  falls,  two  [2]  by 
drowning,  one  [1]  by  suffocation  from  illuminating  gas,  and  one 
[1]  by  suicidal  poisoning. 

Sex. — All  the  deaths  were  of  males  except  one  (1). 
Age. — All  the  decedents  were  over  twenty  years  of  age. 
Social  Relations. — All  except  one  were  single. 
Nativity. — All  were  natives  of  the  United  States. 

Owing  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  U.  S.  Signal  Service 
station  in  Burlington,  the  Meteorological  Tables  are  omitted 
from  this  report.

Co.'s  mill,  replaces,  south  of  Maple  street,  a  6  inch  cement 
pipe,  which,  having  been  laid  many  years  ago  and  in  "  made  " 
ground,  was  in  bad  condition,  and  between  Maple  and  Col- 
lege streets,  a  3  inch  cement  pipe.  This  larger  main,  sup 
plied  directly  from  the  College  street  10  inch  main, 
affords  an  ample  and  much  needed  supply  of  water  for 
protection  in  case  of  fire,  for  the  important  business  in- 
terests situated  on  Pine  street,  south  of  Maple  street. 
The  817  feet  of  4  inch  cast  iron  pipe  laid  in .  Pine  street 
and  the  399  feet  laid  in  Pearl  street,  replace  1-J-  inch  wrought 
iron  and  three  inch  cast  iron  respectively,  which  had  been 
part  of  the  old  water  works  laid  about  1847,  and  were  so  cor- 
roded and  rusted  inside  as  to  render  the  water  which  passed 
through  them  unfit  to  use.  The  596  feet  of  4  inch  cast  iron 
pipe  laid  in  Battery  street  replaces  cement  pipe  which  was  in 
very  bad  condition.  The  remainder  of  new  pipe  was  laid  in 
streets  previously  not  provided  with  water. 

The  new  gates  set  this  year  are  located  as  follows  :

CURRENT. 


The  following  is  a  list  of  the  repairs  made  since  June 
1st,  1883  :  24  breaks  in  cement  pipe,  of  w^hich  3  occurred  on 
Spruce  street  within  200  feet  of  St.  Paul  street ;  3  on  St. 
Paul  street,  between  Hayward  street  and  Spruce  street,  and 
a  fourth  on  St.  Paul  street ;  100  teet  north  of  Spruce  street ; 
2  on  Maple  street  between  St.  Paul  and  Pine  streets, 
and  a  third  on  Maple  street,  25  feet  west  of  Pine  street,  2  on 
Elm  street  within  40  feet  south  of  Adams  street,  and  the  rest 
scattered  ;  2  leaks  in  iron  mains  ;  3  leaks  at  gates  caused  by 
stuffing  boxes  working  loose  ;  194  wooden  and  2  iron  cut  off 
boxes,  and  4  wooden  gate  boxes  have  been  put  in  place  of  old 
ones  removed;  and  six  hydrant  boxes  have  been  repaired  or 
replaced  with  new  ones. 

The  unusual  number  of  large  breaks  which  occurred  since 
June  1st  has  caused  a  considerable  increase  in  the  current 
expenses. 

PUMPING. 

The  increase  in  the  pumping  expenses  is  due  to  the  ex-  , 
tensive   re2:)airs  wliich  have  been  in  progress  for  several 
months,  as  well  as  to  the  trouble  incident  to  the  fall  of  the 
chimney,  which  occurred  October  23rd,,  1883.  As  it  was  often 
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necessary  to  run  a  single  pump  for  two  or  three  days  and 
nights  consecutively,  extra  help  was  required.  Now,  with  new 
boilers,  pumps  thoroughly  repaired  and  a  larger  chimney,  the 
pumping  expenses  will  be  less  than  heretofore.  There  is  still 
pressing  need  of  a  new  j)umping  engine.  The  consumption 
is  too  nearly  equal  to  the  capacity  of  the  present  machinery. 
■  Pumps  are  always  liable  to  be  disabled  for  longer  or  shorter 
times,  and  a  large  fire  occurring  at  such  time  would  quickly 
prove  how  inadequate  is  our  present  supply. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  a  pumping  engine  of 
not  less  than  two  million  gallons  daily  capacity  with  fire  proof 
building  for  same  be  put  in  at  once.  Quite  a  saving  in  labor 
wdll  be  accomplished  if  a  fuel  room  be  built  nortli  of  and  ad- 
joining the  fire  room  ;  at  present  the  fuel  has  to  be  wheeled 
in' -barrows  from  the  shed  some  distance  south  of  the  fire 
room.  Moreover,  the  present  fuel  shed  will  need  extensive 
repairs  if  it  is  decided  to  use  it  anothsr  year.  Altogether, 
taking  into  account  the  danger  of  fire,  resulting  from  storing- 
coal  and  shavings  in  a  wooden  shed,  a  fire  proof  fuel  house 
north  of  and  adjoining  the  fire  room  is  very  desirable. 

I  would  recommend,  also,  that  the  pumping  main  be  ex- 
tended out  to  the  breakwater.  According  to  the  statement  of 
Health  Officer  Wheeler,  and  the  opinion  of  others  competent 
to  judge,  who  have  examined  into  the  matter,  water  taken  as 
at  present  is  unfit  to  use,  especially  in  the  summer  months  ; 
and  to  obtain  constantly  pure  water,  we  must  go  outside  the 
breakwater. 

METEES. 

The  number  of  meters  in  use  at  present  is  134,  an  in- 
crease of  45  over  last  year.  Of  these  18  are  owned  by  the 
City  and  the  remaining  IIG  by  private  parties  ;  88  were  put 
in  this  year  at  the  request  and  expense  of  individuals  and  7 
at  the  expense  of  the  City.

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THE  HIGHER  SEEVICE. 


One  service  pipe  has  been  changed  from  the  loAver  to  the 
higher  service,  one  new  service  pipe  added  and  several  hun- 
dred feet  of  pipe,  extending  southward  from  the  south  end  of 
Prospect  street  main,  have  been  laid ;  the  latter  not  at  the 
City's  expense.  A  combination  of  unfortunate  cicumstances, 
due,  in  most  cases,  indirectly,  to  the  work  of  repairing  the 
pumps  at  the  lake,  and  in  one  instance  directly  to  an  exten- 
sive use  of  water  at  a  fire  on  Colchester  avenue,  resulted  in  a 
scarcity  of  water  on  one  or  two  occasions.  As  the  pumps 
are  now  in  excellent  working  order  and  the  motor  w^orking 
well,  it  ma}^  be  confidently  hoped  that  no  more  trouble  of  this 
kind  will  occur  :  and  a  building  having  now  been  placed  over 
the  motor,  it  is  likely  to  do  good  service  with  but  little  re- 
pairing for  many  years. 


The  cost  of  laying  the  8  inch  cast  iron  main  on  Pine 
street  southward  from  College  street,  for  which  an  appropri- 
ation of  $5,500  was  made,  is  as  follows:

WORK  AT  PUMP  HOUSE. 


A  14  inch  cast  iron  suction  pipe  has  been  laid  ;  the  wells 
have  been  rebuilt^  the  old  ones  having  rotted  and  in  some 
places  caved  in. 

A  chimney  of  the  following  dimensions  has  been  built  in 
place  of  the  old  one  which  was  blown  down  Oct.  23rd,  1883  : 
86  feet  4  inches  high,  9  feet  square  at  the  base,  5  feet  square 
at  the  top,  with  36  inch  square  flue. 

Two  steel  tubular  boilers  have  been  purchased :  each 
boiler  is  17  feet  long,  60  inches  in  diameter,  containing  65 
tubes  3^  inches  in  diameter  and  16  feet  long  ;  the  shells  are 
of  best  Home  steel  f  inch  thick  and  the  heads  of  the  same  ^ 
inch  thick ;  each  is  also  provided  with  a  steam  dome  30  by  36 
inches,  brass  internal  feed' pipe,  safty  valve,  gauge  cock,  steam 
gauge,  water  gauge,  and  all  the  bars,  cinders,  etc.,  required 
in  setting. 

The  work  of  repairing  the  pumps, completed  soon  after  the 
first  of  January,  1884,  includes,  besides  a  general  overhaling, 
new  brass  plungers,  sleeves,  pistonrods,  piston  head,  etc.,  etc. 
Enlarging  the  pump  plungers  increases  the  amount  of  water 
pumped  at  each  stroke  7f  per  cent.  Yet  the  amount  of  coal 
required  to  run  them  at  the  same  rate  of  speed  as  heretofore 
is  appreciably  less  than  formerly  showing  that  the  duty  of  the 
pumping  machinery  has  been  increased  by  the  repairing.

The  appropriation  of  $1000  for  repairing  the  pumps  is 
the  contract  price  for  the  work :  the  $1000  appropriated  for 
setting  the  boilers  will  cover  the  cost.  There  will  remain 
then,  a  surplus  of  appropriations  over  expenditures  of  not  less 
than  $1106.41. 


Besides  the  new  work  planned  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  when  the  appropriation  of  $4000  was  placed  to  the  cred- 
it of  the  construction  account,  two  extra  pieces  of  work  have 
been  done  b}^  direction  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  one  in  N. 
Willard  at  a  cost  of  about  $110,  the  other  in  Convent  Square 
at  a  cost  of  about  $315,  which  have  been  paid  for  out  of  the 
original  fund  for  construction  account.  There  still  remains 
a  surplus  on  the  cash  account  of  $6. 

I  take  pleasure  in  thanking  the  Water  Connnittee  for 
their  constant  interest  in  the  working  of  the  Department.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City 
of  B^irlington  : 

Gentlemen  : — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  this  my  first  report  of 
the  business  and  doings  of  the  Pohce  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1883,  showing  the  present  strength 
and  condition  of  the  force  and  reviewing  briefly  the  duties 
performed  by  it  during  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  in  all  384  arrests,  which  may  be  classi- 


fied as  follows  : 

For  intoxication,  201

Of  the  arrests  made  there  w^ere  convicted  and  committed 
to  the  House  of  Correction,  22  ;  to  the  State  Prison,  3  ;  to 
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the  Reform  School,  1.  Of  that  number,  20  were  males  and 
5  were  females. 

The  amount  of  fines  and  costs  imposed  will  be  found  in 
the  report  of  the  Gity  Judge. 

There  have  not  been  to  exceed  30  persons  as  lodgers  in 
the  police  station  during  the  nine  months  ending  December 
31^,t,  1883. 

The  expense  for  the  Department  has  been  for  the 
Second  quarter  of  the  year,         -  $706  00 


I  have  no  means  of  knowing  the  expense  of  this  depart- 
ment for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

The  wiiole  number  of  commiFsioned  police  is  sixty.  Of  this 
number  54  are  private  watchmen  at  the  several  mills  and 
manufactories,  and  without  cost  to  the  cit}^  and  6  have  been 
on  the  regular  force  up  to  December  1st,  since  which  time 
there  have  been  but  4  on  duty,  in  the  several  wards. 

There  is  one  prisoner  in  jail  at  the  present  time  whose 
board  is  chargeable  to  the  city. 

Few  people  unless  they  have  taken  pains  to  study  the 
life  of  a  policeman  have  the  remotest  idea  of  what  is  expected 
of  him  or  the  hardships  and  dangers  he  has  to  undergo  night 
and  day.  He  is  expected  to  patrol  the  streets  and  be  found 
at  his  post  of  duty  whether  in  rain,  hail  or  sunshine.  Not 
only  is  he  expected  to  care  for  the  lives  and  property  of  citi- 
zens while  they  sleep,  but  he  must  be  present  at  all  times  and 
on  all  occasions.  He  must  be  present  at  every  fire  ;  must  be 
present  to  preserve  peace  at  large  gatherings,  entertainments 
and  such  like.  He  is  expected  always  to  be  able  to  enlighten 
you  in  regard  to  j^ersons  as  well  as  places.  He  must  be  an 
escort  for  processions.  He  must  look  after  violations  of 
^he  City  Ordinances  and  an  infinite  range  of  other  work  the

extent  of  which  the  public  have  Httle  idea.  People  generally 
expect  more  from  a  policeman  than  they  reasonably  should. 
And  they  are  not  aware  of  the  extra  burdens  in  this  dii^ection 
that  are  placed  on  the  force  and  most  of  which  extra  duties 
are  in  excess  of  the  regular  police  duties.  There  is  no  other 
department  of  the  City  Government  from  w^hich  so  much  is 
expected,  and  none  for  which  generally  so  little  is  done ; 
neither  is  there  any  department  where  the  conduct  of  em 
ployes  is  so  much  scrutinized. 

Upon  the  slightest  mistake  made  by  one  of  them  the 
w^hole  police  force  is  more  or  less  subject  to  criticism.  The 
public  have  no  idea  of  the  obstacles  with  wiiich  police  officers 
have  to  contend  ;  they  have  complaints  in  every  shaj^e  ar- 
rayed against  them. 

The  law  abiding  citizens  of  the  city  of  Burlington,  I  be- 
lieve, have  full  confidence  in  the  efficiency  and  integrity  of  the 
present  Police  Department,  and  they  should  receive  better 
pay  than  they  now  receive. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  cit}^  has  been  quite  free 
from  visits  of  the  so-called  dangerous  class,  the  amount  of 
losses  by  professional  thieves  and  burglars  having  been  very 
small. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  desire  to  return  m^^  sincere 
thanks  to  your  Honorable  Board  for  the  uniform  kindness 
and  valuable  advice  extended  to  me  in  the  discharge  of  my 
several  duties  during  the  past  year.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

CITY  ATTORNEY. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report. 

Since] April  last  when  my  term  of  office  began,  no  suit 
has  been^brought  for  or  against  the  city. 

At  the  last  term  of  the  County  Court,  I  disposed  of 
threa  criminal  cases  of  small  importance  in  which  the  city 
was  interested,  viz : 

State  V.  Moon  et.  al.  and  State  v.  Pagel  for  breach  of 
the  peace,  and  State  v.  Porrier  for  larceny,  being  appealed 
cases  from  the  City  Court.  A  nol.  pros,  was  entered  in  the 
first  two  cases,  as  evidence  could  not  be  found  to  support 
the  prosecution.  In  the  last  case  the  respondent  paid  a  fine 
and  cost,  $17.58,  which  I  have  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

There  are  three  civil  cases  pending  in  court,  in  which 
the  city  is  a  party,  viz  : 

K.  B.  Walker  v.^the  city ;  R.  1  S.  Taft  and  wife  v.  the  city 
and  the  case  of  W.  O.  &  A.  F.  At  water. 

Walker's  suit  was  brought  to  recover  $80.11  taxes  which 
he  paid  under  protest.  This  case  has  lately  been  tried  before 
the  Sapreme  Court,  and  a  final  decision  maybe  expected 
soon.  Mr.  Roberts  tried  the  case  for  thc"^  city,  having  been 
retaitiod  and  having  made  some  preparation  in  the  case  for 
trial  before  I  came  into  office. 
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The  case  of  E.  S.  Taft  and  wife  now  pending  in  the 
court  of  chancery,  was  brought  to  enjoin  the  collection  of 
taxes  assessed  on  the  list  of  1879.  Two  of  my  predecessors 
have  reported  this  case  as  under  negotiation  for  settlement,but 
I  have  not  been  able  to  get  a  proposition  for  settlement  of  any 
kind.  As  Judge  Taft  presides  in  our  court,  it  will  be  necess- 
ary to  call  in  some  other  chancellor  to  try  the  case,  and  I  will 
endeavor  to  arrange  with  him  to  bring  this  about,  as  it  is  time 
the  case*  was  disposed  of. 

The  case  of  W.  O.  &  A.  F.  Atw^ater  is  an  appeal  from  a 
sewer  assessment  on  Spruce  street  of  $300.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  assessment  is  unreasonable.  The  case  will  probably 
be  settled  before  the  next  term  of  court,  if  not,  it  will  be 
brought  to  trial  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  have  performed  such  service  as  usually  devolves  on  the 
City  Attorne}^,  in  the  way  of  consultation  and  drawing  papers 
&c.,  whenever  called  on  by  the  city  ofificials,  for  such  purpose

REPORT 

OF  THE 


CHIEF  OF  FIBE  DEPARTMEHT. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  Ctty  of  Burlington : 
Gentlemen  : — 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1883  : 

DEPAETMENT  HOUSES. 

The  houses  generally  remam  in  about  the  same  condition 
as  reported  last  year,  excepting  the  house  of  Barnes  Hose 
Company,  which  has  been  painted.  In  my  last  report  I  called 
your  attention  to  the  character  of  the  buildings  furnished  by 
the  city  for  the  several  companies. 

It  would  seem  a  reasonable  expenditure  might  be  made 
in  providing  suitable  buildings  which  are  much  needed  and 
which  would  compare  with  the  many  improvements  that  have 
been  made  in  this  city  in  other  directions. 

I  think  it  is  admitted  that  we  have  a  well-organized  and 
effective  Fire  Department.  It  should  be  the  aim  of  the  city 
to  do  all  in  its  power,  not  alone  to  preserve  its  present  effi- 
ciency but  to  promote  a  steady  improvement,  that  should  be 
in  keeping  with  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  city. 
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The  city  should  encourage  and  stimulate  progress  by 
treating  the  department  liberally.  It  should  erect  buildings 
that  the  firemen  can  point  to  with  pride. 

It  is  not  enough  to  provide  a  small  building,  just  large 
enough  to  barely  hold  the  hose  and  apparatus.  They  should 
provide  houses  of  modern  design  and  wi^h  the  interior  ar- 
rangements of  the  improved  character  that  are  found  in  al- 
most every  town  of  this  size  in  the  country.  They  should  be 
roomy  and  attractive  enough  to  ensure  them  as  places  of 
resort  for  the  members  in  their  leisure  hours.  If  such  houses 
were  provided  members  would  most  always  be  found  there 
evenings  and  often  during  the  day.  This  would  result  in  a 
prompt  response  to  alarms  and  would  render  the  firemen  more 
familiar  with  their  res]3ective  apparatus  and  its  use. 

I  hope  your  honorable  body  will  give  this  matter  your 
earnest  consideration  and  will  result  in  providing  to  the  de- 
partment such  houses  as  will  reflect  to  the  credit  of  the  city. 

I  directed  your  attention  in  my  previous  report  to  the 
necessity  of  providing  more  suitable  quarters  for  the  Star 
Hose  Company.  This  company  has  been  a  most  serviceable 
and  efficient  one  and  it  seems  a  poor  recognition  of  their  long 
services  that  they  must  be  obliged  to  occupy  quarters  so 
wholly  unfit  for  their  requirements. 

DEPAKTMENT  APPAEATUS. 

There  have  been  some  changes  during  the  past  jeav  to 
which  I  desire  your  notice. 

The  Hook  and  Ladder  truck  should  be  thoroughly 
painted. 

The  Boxer's  hose  cart  is  in  poor  condition  and  ^should  be 
put  in  thorough  state  of  repairs  at  once  if  they  continue  to 
use  leather  hose.  The  city  has  recently  voted  them  500  feet 
of  new  linen  hose.  If  this  is  to  be  used  instead  of  leather  hose 
then  they  should  be  provided  with  a  new  and  lighter  hose 
carriage  of  modern  design. 
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Last  year,  I  suggested  that  the  Ethans  should  be  fur- 
nished with  a  new  cart  for  reasons  then  stated.    For  some 
time  past  they  have  not  used  their  old  cart  and  leather  hose 
in  responding  to  alarms  but  have  supplied  themselves  with 
500  feet  of  linen  hose,  which  they  have  placed  on  a  light  and 
inefficient  carriage  formerly  used  by  the  Young  Ethans.  This 
change  was  made  without  the  consultation  or  approval  of  the 
Fire  Committee  or  Board  of  Engineers.  It  is  my  opinion  that 
such  a  light  and  frail  carriage  is  not  adapted  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  city  and  is  entirely  out  of  keeping  with  the 
apparatus  in  use  by  the  other  companies  of  this  department. 
As  the  city  has  also  granted  them  500  feet  of  new  linen  hose 
and  it  is  deemed  advisable  that  this  should  be  used  instead  of 
leather  hose,  then  they  should  be  furnished  also  with  a  suit- 
able hose  carriage. 

The  hose  carriage  of  Star  Hose  has  been  newly  painted. 
It  is  in  good  repair  and  has  been  equipped  with  500  feet  of 
new  linen  hose.  The  apparatus  of  Clipper  Hose  is  in  good 
repair,  and  has  500  feet  of  new  linen  hose.  The  car- 
riage of  Barnes  Hose  is  in  good  repair.  They  have  300  feet 
rubber  lined  hose  in  poor  condition  and  700  feet  of  linen  hose 
in  good  condition.  I  would  recommend  they  be  provided 
with  500  feet  new  linen  hose.  The  apparatus  of  Howard 
Hose  Company  is  in  good  repair. 

HOSE. 

For  quantity  and  condition  of  hose  belonging  to  the  de- 
partment would  refer  to  statistics  of  the  several  companies 
which  are  included  in  this  report.  It  would  seein  that  some 
measures  should  be  taken  whereby  the  leather  hose  should 
always  be  conveyed  to  fire  and  alarms  promptly  and  properly 
manned.  In  cases  of  a  serious  conflagration  it  is  much  more 
serviceable  than  linen.  Especially  is  this  the  case  in  the  lum- 
ber yards,  where  hose  is  subjected  to  an  extraordinary  pres- 
sure. 
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Until  recently  this  hose  has  always  been  used  and  has 
always  been  regarded  as  something  that  could  be  relied  upon 
in  any  emergency.  As  this  is  a  matter  that  I  believe  to  be  of 
vital  importance,  to  the  best  interests  of  our  citizens,  I  cannot 
approve  of  the-substitution  of  linen  hose  in  its  place  and  I  deem 
it  my  duty  to  thus  earnestly  direct  your  attention  to  the  impor- 
tant change  that  has  been  made.  I  would  respectfully  refer 
to  the  suggestions  made  you  m  the  last  report  in  reference  to 
providing  proper  facilities  for  drying  and  otherwise  caring  for 
the  department  hose.  It  does  not  seem  a  good  policy  to 
allow  such  property  to  be  rapidly  impaired  for  want  of  proper 
convenience  for  caring  for  the  same. 

HYDRANTS. 

There  have  been  placed  this  year  11  public  hydrants 
which  with  those  reported  last  year,  128,  make  139  public 
hydrants.  Add  to  this  26  private  hj^drants  and  it  makes  a 
total  of  165  hydrants  available  for  fire  purposes. 

A  new  line  of  8  inch  iron  pipe  having  been  laid  from  the 
iron  main  on  College  street  through  Pine  street  the  entire 
length,  has  necessitated  the  change  of  location  of  a  number 
of  the  hydrants  on  that  street. ' 

This  change  has  been  a  most  beneficial  one,  as  a  good 
supply  of  water,  with  strong  pressure,  can  always  be  relied 
upon  and  cannot  but  be  an  almost  perfect  security  to  the 
large  amount  of  valuable  property  in  that  part  of  the  city, 
a  condition  that  was  far  the  reverse  before  the  change  was 
made. 

FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

This  system  of  alarms  has  continued  to  work  most  sue 
cessfully. 

No  new  boxes  have  been  placed  during  the  year.  There 
has  already  been  voted  a  new  box  to  be  placed  on  North 

19 
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avenue.    In  the  interest  of  proper  protection  I  would  recom- 
mend that  new  boxes  be  placed  at  Home  for  Destitute  Chil 
dren  and  at  a  suitable  point  on  Grant  street.    I  would  sug 
gest  that  the  boxes  and  poles  be  painted  in  such  a  manner 
as  will  make  them  conspicuous. 

Indicators  should  be  placed  in  the  houses  that  are  not 
already  provided.  Especially  should  no  time  be  lost  in  plac- 
ing indicators  in  the  houses  of  Barnes  Hose  and  Star  Hose. 

EEGULAE  FORCE. 

Our  regular  force  consists  of  220  men  who  have  their  tax- 
es remitted,  being  distributed  among  the  different  companies 
as  follows  :  Hooks,  60  ;  Boxers,  40  ;  Ethan's,  40  ;  Howards, 
20  ;  Clipper,  20  ;  Barnes,  20  ;  Star,  20. 

For  any  information  as  to  their  apparatus  and  equipment 
would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  company  statistics  ac- 
companying this  report. 

HOOK  AND  LADDER  COMPANY. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  rej)ort  this  company  as  having 
a  good  organization  of  men  who  understand  the  use  of  their 
apparatus  and  can  be  depended  upon  as  being  "always  ready." 
This  company  having  no  competition  to  induce  it  to  respond 
quickly  to  alarms  as  is  the  case  with  the  engine  and  hose 
companies  deserves  especial  mention  for  the  extraordinary 
promptness  with  which  they  respond  to  alarms  and  the  effec- 
tive services  they  have  rendered.  Their  public  spirit  is  com- 
rdendable  and  they  should  receive  the  heartiest  support  and 
encouragement  of  our  citizens. 

ENGINE  AND  HOSE  COMPANIES. 

All  of  the  companies  have  full  ranks.  They  have  display- 
ed most  remarkable  zeal  in  responding  to  alarms.  There  is 
no  danger  in  responding  to  an  alarm  too  quickty,  and  I  hope 
to  see  continuous  improvement  in  this  direction. 
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They  have  all  done  well  when  called  upon  and  when  all 
have  done  so  well  it  would  be  difficult  to  make  very  special 
mention  of  any  particular  ones.  I  however  think  I  might  say 
with  no  discredit  to  the  other  companies  that  considering  the 
number  of  members  and  location  of  their  houses  that  the 
Barnes  and  Stars  have  done  some  remarkably  rapid  work  in 
responding  to  alarms.  I  think  if  outsiders  were  to  "run  with 
the  machine,"  they  would  find  none  of  the  companies  very 
slow. 

I  should  not  omit  to  mention  that  the  hand  engine  of 
the  Ethan  Allen  Engine  Company  was  called  into  use  twice 
during  the  year,  once  at  the  Fletcher  Hospital  fire  and  once 
at  Colchester  avenue  school  house.  At  the  latter  place  they 
rendered  affective  service. 

VOLUNTEER  FORCE. 

This  force  consists  of  Volunteer  Hose  Co.  No.  1.  Their 
apparatus  and '  equipment  are  about  the  same  as  reported 
last  year,  with  exception  that  they  have  provided  them- 
selves with  a  new  hose  sleigh  of  modern  style,  the  hose  being 
coiled  or  folded  in  the  box  instead  of  wound  on  a  reel.  There 
have  been  occasions  during  the  year  wdien  I  doubt  if  it  would 
have  been  for  the  interests  of  property  holders  to  have  de- 
clined their  services.  I  hope  some  means  may  be  found  by 
which  they  may  be  incorporated  into  the  department  under 
the  same  rules  and  regulations  that  govern  the  other  com- 
panies. I  believe  it  would  be  a  fitting  acknowledgement  of 
their  long  continued  services  which  have  been  given  without 
expense  to  the  city. 

ANNUAL  PARADE. 

The  annual  parade  and  inspection  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment occurred  Sept.  20th.  All  of  the  companies,  both  regular 
and  volunteer,  participated  and  made  a  noticeable  display. 
The  ranks  were  well  filled.    Their  uniforms  were  neat  and 
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attractive.  They  marched^wich  precision  and  the  admirable 
discipHne  that  prevailed  elicited  the  praise  and  admiration  of 
all. 

DEPAKTMENT  FINANCES. 

The  total  amount  expended  to  January  1  was,

This  overdraft  was  necessitated,  owing  to  several  bills  for 
1882  not  having  been  paid  until  this  year  for  good  and  suffi- 
cient reasons,  and  consequently  appears  in  this  year's  account. 

EEMARKS. 

Accompanying  this  report  will  be  found  a  table  of  alarms 
showing  date,  box,  time,  location,  aggregate  loss  and  insur- 
ance paid,  also,  will  be  found  a  table  showing  official  record 
of  1st  and  2d  streams.  I  deem  this  due  to  both  your  honor- 
ably body,  the  citizens  and  different  companies  of  the  depart- 
ment, as  there  have  been  several  cards  published  and  circula- 
ted freely  through  the  city  of  anonymous  nature,  which 
b3mg  in  dh'ecfc  opposition  to  the  actual  record  was  evidently 
done  for  no  good  purpose.  Had  the  facts  been  stated  I 
should  not  have  felt  that  I  was  called  upon  to  include  such 
a  statement,  and  I  sincerely  regret  the  occasion. 

Allow  me  to  return  my  thanks  to  your  honorable  body  ; 
to  the  Fire  Committee  ;  to  Assistant  Engineers  ;  and  to  the 
whole  Department,  both  regular  and  volunteer,  as  also  the 
c  bizons  generally  for  the  most  cordial  support  that  has  been 
given  me  in  the  admin stration  of  my  duties.

Of  the  foregoing  one  hundred  and  ten  (110)  patients  who 
were  formally  admitted  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year? 
ninety-eight  (98)  were  residents  of  Vermont,  thirty-seven  (37) 
of  whom  were  residents  of  Burlington.  Thirty-four  (34)  pa- 
tients were  treated  free  of  charge,  while  a  large  proportion  of 
the  remainder  paid  only  a  nominal  sum  for  the  benefit  re- 
ceived. We  cannot  embody  in  a  report  as  -  brief  as  this 
many  facts  which  would  be  of  interest  to  the  community  and 
which  would  more  fully  illustrate  the  extent  of  the  Hospital's 
usefulness  both  to  the  city  and  the  community  at  large,  nor 
can  we  in  the  brief  space  allotted  to  us  tabulate  the  nearly 
three  hundred  (300)  cases  which  were  treated  at  the  free  Me- 
dical and  Surgical  clinics  held  in  the  Hospital  Amphitheatre 
Beside  the  large  number  who  availed  themselves  of  the  clini- 
cal advantages,  a  great  many  of  the  city's  poor  who  could  not 
be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  have  received  gratuitous  treat- 
ment and  medicine  from  its  dispensary. 

Although  many  cases,  some  of  them  urgent  and  distress- 
ing ones,  have  been  turned  away  it  being  impossible  to  ac- 
commodate them,  the  work  of  the  jed^v  has  been  very  satis- 
factory. The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  the  resident 
and  many  non-resident  physicians  and  surgeons  for  their 
faithful  and  unselfish  services.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  otLer 
friends  who  have  contributed  in  many  ways  to  the  comfort  of 
the  patients.

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HOME  FOR  DESTITUTE  CHILDREN. 

The  "  Home  "  was  founded  by  voluntary  contributions 
of  the  citizens  of  Burhngton  and  was  opened  Oct.  3d,  1865, 
in  a  small  house  on  Main  street.  A  charter  was  obtained  from 
the  Legislature,  Nov.  1st  of  the  same  year.  The  house  prov- 
ing too  small,  a  larger  one  was  secured  in  the  north  part  of 
the  city,  but  as  there  were  no  grounds  about  it,  it  was  only 
occupied  temporarily,  and  the  Marine  Hospital  was  purchased 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  institution  in  the  summer  of 
1866.  This  building  would  accommodate  forty  children  and 
was  occupied  for  ten  years.  It  stands  on  an  elevated  piece  of 
ground- of  ten  acres,  about  one-half  of  a  mile  from  the  lake. 
The  air  is  good,  and  there  are  no  neighbors  near,  save  a  house 
occupied  by  the  man  emploj'-ed  on  the  place. 

As  applications  for  admission  became  more  and  more 
urgent,  the  Board  of  Managers  felt  obliged  to  add  to  the 
capacity  of  the  institution,  and  in  187*5  a  wing  seventy-two  feet 
in  length  was  added  to  the  original  building.  This  makes  a 
house  which  will  accommodate  one  hundred  persons,  and  has 
all  modern  conveniences  for  caring  for  so  large  a  family. 

The  burden  of  soliciting  every  year  for  the  current  ex_ 
penses  of  the  "Home"  .was  so  heavy,  that  in  1868  an  effort 
was  made  to  secure  a  Permanent  Fund  of  $50,000,  the  inter- 
est only  of  which  could  be  used  for  the  expenses  of  the  insti- 
tution. The  "  Home  "  had  thrown  its  doors  open  to  appli- 
cants from  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  solicitations  were 
limited  only  b}^  the  boundaries  of  the  Commonwealth.  Our 
philanthropic  citizens  responded  generously  and  although  the 
whole  sum  was  not  secured  for  several  years,  it  loas  eventually, 
and  the  last  year  the  income  from  the  "  Permanent  Fund  " 
aggregated  $6,581.45. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  also  substantial  aid  from  indi- 
viduals in  different  parts  of  the  State.  Busy  fingers  in  remote 
towns  aid  greatly  in  clothing  the  family,  as  well  as  help  to 
^ighten  the  expense.

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PKOVIDENCE  OEPHAN  ASYLUM. 

The  St.  Joseph's  Orphan  Asykim  was  founded  in  May, 
1854,  by  the  Kt.  Eev.  Bishop  DeGoesbriand.  At  his  request 
four  Sisters  of  Charity,  from  the  House  of  Providence,  Mon- 
treal, were  sent  to  take  charge  of  the- Asylum  and  the  other 
works  of  charity  peculiar  to  their  order,  such  as  the  visitation 
of  the  sick,  the  instruction  of  the  poor  childi'en  of  the  parish, 
etc.  For  the  last  ten  years,  then'  principal  work  has  been 
the  care  of  the  destitute  orphans  of  the  State.  Since  the 
asylum  was  opened  over  two  thousand  children  have  been 
provided  for.  As  far  as  we  are  aware  this  was  for  many  years 
the  only  Home  for  destitute  childi'en  in  the  State. 

It  may  be  asked,  however,  by  what  means,  or  how  has 
the  house  been  supported  for  so  many  years  without  any  per- 
manent fund.  When  it  first  began,  the  Cathohcs  were  few 
and  with  exceptions  poor.  The  Sisters  went  among  them 
from  door  to  door,  and  out  of  theu-  poverty,  they  gave  gener- 
ously to  the  support  of  the  Asylum.  Many  liberal  non- 
Catholics  also  lent  a  helping  hand  to  the  good  work.  En- 
couraged by  their  success  in  Burlington,  the  Sisters  visited 
almost  every  town  in  the  State,  where  they  received  money 
and  provisions. 

Over  and  above  the  support  of  the  house,  something  was 
saved  every  year,  which  savings  have  been  appropriated  to 
the  erection  of  the  new  Asylum.  Like  every  institution  of  its 
kind,  the  older  and  larger  it  grows  the  greater  the  demands 
made  upon  it. 

Its  expenses  are  three  times  that  of  the  old  Asylum.  To 
finish  the  new  Asylum  a  large  debt  has  been  contracted  which 
we  hope  in  time  and  with  God's  help  to  acquit. 

There  are  at  present  87  childi'en  in  the  Asylum,  6  idiots 
and  4  mfirm  women.

I  have  observed  that  there  has  always  been  an  objection 
to  making  appropriations  to  the  Sinking  fund ;  this  I  con- 
sider of  great  importance,  and  suggest  to  you  that  at  least 
bfo  be  appropriated  to  that  fund.  Each  year  some  provision 
should  be  made  to  retire  our  outstanding  bonds  when  due. 

At  the  time  that  the  water  bonds  were  issued,  it  was  voted 
that  the  City  should  levy  a  tax  for  the  sinking  fund,  not  to 
exceed  15^  of  the  Grand  List,  and  the  bonds  were  sold  with 
this  understanding.

There  is  an  over-draft  of  $460.77  of  the  amount  expend- 
ed on  Streets ;  between  $6,000  and  $7,000  was  for  what  may 
be  classed  as  permanent  work. 

Twenty  two  hundred  and  eighty  six  feet  have  been  added 
to  the  length  of  macadamized  roads,  and  to  the  gravelled 
roads  ten  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ten  feet. 

The  improved  appearance  of  our  streets  I  think  com- 
mends itself  to  our  tax  payers.

Thirty  three  hundred  and  sixty  eight  feet  of  sewers  have 
been  built,  in  the  most  thorough  manner,  in  the  localities 
mentioned. 

Tlie  Battery  Street  Sewer  is  not  subject  to  assessment. 
Of  the  assessments  made  during  the  year,  12,100  yet 
remains  due. 

The  Board  authorized  a  loan  of  $5,000  for  the  sewer  laid 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  season,  and  the  over-draft  is  the 
part  used  of  that  sum.. 

The  health  officer  considers  it  imperative  that  some  meas- 
ures should  be  taken  at  onc^  to  provide  a  proper  drainage 
for  Battery  and  Champlain  Streets  ;  at  the  present  time  the 
sewage  lays  on  the  surface,  and  his  very  forcible  argument 
in  urging  the  matter  lies  in  the  statement  that  no  better 
facilities  could  be  offered  for  the  spread  of  an  epidemic."

In  October  last  the  water  committee  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  that  the  pumps  and  boilers,  also  the 
chimney,  at  tlj^e  Pump  House,  stood  in  great  need  of  re- 
pairs, and  were  liable  to  fail  at  any  time.  The  cement  pipe 
in  Pine  Street,  between  College  Street  and  Bronsons,  Wes- 
ton, Dunham  &  Co.'s  Mill,  was  unfit  for  service,  and  that 
portion  of  the  City  in  danger  hourly  of. being  deprived  of  a 
supply  of  water. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the 
cement  pipe  in  Pine  Street  was  ordered  to  be  replaced  by. an 
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8  in.  iron  pipe,  and  the  repairs  at  the  Pump  House  were 
also  authorized  by  the  Board.  As  there  was  no  appropria- 
tion for  the  work,  the  City  Treasurer  Avas  instructed  to  bor- 
row for  this  purpose  a  sum  not  exceeding  thirteen  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars. 

The  pumps  have  been  repaired,  the  chimney  rebuilt,  two 
new  boilers  set,  and  an  additional  suction  pi^De  laid. 

To  January  1st,  1884,  the  expense  of  this  work  amounted 
to  $10,565.99.  The  balance  will  be  required  to  complete 
the  work  at  the  Pump  House.  This  sum,  and  also  an  over- 
draft of  current  expenses  for  1883  of  $6,000,  is  to  be  provi- 
ded for  in  the  tax  of  1884,  v/hich  I  trust  will  not  prove  irk- 
some, as  every  citizeji  must  realize  the  urgent  necessity  of 
the  changes  made. 

There  is  still  some  work  to  be  done  in  this  department, 
and-as  a  sanitary  measure  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance. 
The  pumping  main  should  be  extended  as  far  as,  or  beyond, 
the  breakwater,  in  order  to  insure  to  our  people  that  very 
necessary  adjunct  of  health,  pure  water. 


An  over-draft  of  1173.21 
The  Chief  Engineer,  in  his  report,  calls  your  attention  to 
the  poor  class  of  buildings  now  provided  for  the  different 
companies  and  their  apparatus.  We  have  a  remarkably  ef- 
ficient and  reliable  fire  department,  and  in  return  for  their 
valuable  services,  I  think  we  should  provide  them  with 
suitable  and  tasteful  buildings.  The  firemen  feel  that  this 
is  their  due,  and  justly  say  that  we  are  far  behind  other 
cities  of  the  same  size  in  this  respect ;  but  they  are  willing 
to  wait  patiently,  unless  in  case  of  absolute  necessity,  until

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a  more  favorable  time  than  the  present,  when  the  taxes  are 
somewhat  abated.  Their  greatest  need  at  the  present  time 
is  a  centrally  located  house  that  will  accommodate  two  or 
three  companies,  with  a  hose  tower  that  can  be  used  by  all. 
I  am  also  informed  that  repairs  are  needed  to  the  hose  carts 
and  the  hook  and  ladder  truck.  I  recommend  that  the  en- 
tire equipment  of  the  department  should  be  constantly 
kept  in  thorough  order.  This  is  important  as  regards  the 
safety  and  prosperity  of  the  community,  and  is  only  a  proper 
acknowledgment  of  a  prompt  and  efficient  service. 

The  Engineer  deprecates  the  use  of  linen  hose  and  I  refer 
you  to  his  report  for  particulars  on  this  subject. 

PUBLIC    BUILDINGS    AND  PARKS. 
The  Committee  have  expended  for  fuel,  lights,  etc.. 


Leaving  a  balance  to  their  credit  of  1181.43 
Last  year  I  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  Board  the 
importance  of  providing  a  new  vault  for  the  City  Treasurer, 
leaving  the  old  vault  for  the  use  of  the  City  Clerk,  alone. 

I  consider  that  a  place  of  security  should  be  provided  for 
the  valuable  papers  and  records  of  the  city.  The  expense 
of  placing  these  papers  beyond  the  reach  of  fire  and  burg- 
lars will  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars  ;  should  they  be 
destroyed  or  lost  no  amount  of  money  could  replace  them. 

It  is  possible  to  make  the  present  vault  more  secure  by 
substituting  fire  proof  doors  for  the  cast  iron  doors  now  in 
use.

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both  the  Clerk  and  the  Treasurer  the  vault  should  be  divid- 
ed by  a  brick  wall ;  by  that  means  giving  each  officer 
custody  of  the  papers  and  valuables  entrusted  to  his  care. 

Some  repaires  are  needed  in  the  City  Hall,— a  new  floor 
should  be  laid  in  the  vestibule,  and  the  offices  of  the  City 
Clerk  and  Treasurer  should  be  thoroughly  repaired. 

Our  Parks  have  been  well  cared  for  and  add  to  the  beauty 
and  cheeiful  aspect  of  the  City,  I  hope  to  see  even  a 
greater  amount  of  care  bestowed  on  them  during  the 
coming  season.

The  police  should  be  uniformed  at  all  times,  and  those 
accepting. appointments  this  year  must  do  so  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  they  will  be  required  to  wear  their  uni- 
forms whenever  on  duty. 

The  Police  Department  is  alwa3's  subject  to  more  or  less 
criticism  and  not  always  the  most  partial,  but  I  hope  that 
the  present  force,  with  their  efficient  chief,  will  continue  to 
give  satisfaction  to  the  public. 
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POOR  DEPARTMENT.

There  is  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  this 
department,  124.75. 

Much  discrimination  is  needed  in  the  management  of  the 
poor.  The  present  overseer  exercises  care  and  economy,  and 
at  the  same  time  without  being  imposed  upon,  neglects  no 
case  which  really  requires  assistance  or  protection. 
'  The  Howard  Relief  Association  is  composed  of  ladies  who 
are  untiring  in  their  exertions  for  the  amelioration  of  the 
condition  of  the  poor,  and  deserve  thanks  from  the  city  for 
the  very  material  aid  which  they  give  to  this  department. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  the  past  year  was  120,727.28. 
The  receipts  from  taxes  was  $19,300;  frcm  other  sources 
12,038.32  ;  total  receipts,  121,938.32,  leaving  a  surplus  of 
$1,211.04. 

The  Superintendent  estimates  that  in  addition  to  the 
annual  rents,  interest  on  the  U.  S.  Deposit  Fund,  &c.,  it 
will  require  an  appropriation  of  $18,132.00,  which  is  $1,168 
less  than  in  1883. 
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The  people  of  Burlington  do  not  need  to  be  convinced  of 
the  supreme  importance  of  good  public  schools,  and  of  the 
great  benefit  to  be  attained  by  a  community  which  thorough- 
ly understands  the  elevating  influence  of  education.  I 
believe  that  they  consider  no  interest  of  greater  significance 
than  their  public  schools  and  that  they  will  cheerfully 
submit  to  reasonable  taxation  for  this  great  purpose.  The 
school  buildings  in  some  localities  require  attention,  chiefly 
the  Pine  Street  School.  I  hope  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
make  provision  at  an  early  day  for  a  new  building 
for  this  district.  I  have  long  known  the  necessity  for  such 
a  building,  the  present  one  being  neither  healthy  nor  com- 
modious, and  quite  unfit  for  the  purpose  of  education  ;  and 
I  believe  that  any  money  expended  on  the  present  building 
will  be  money  wasted. 

I  admit  that  there  should  be  a  limit  to  taxation  even  in  a 
good  cause  but  in  this  case  it  will  be  true  economy  to  erect 
a  substantial  building  of  adequate  size,  and  suitable  to  the 
necessities  or , requirements  of  the  school,  with  due  regard 
paid  to  ventilation,  convenience,  proper  light  and  architec- 
tural symmetry. 

We  certainly  cannot  boast  of  such  school  buildings  at  the 
present  time.  Our  High  School  has  a  wide  reputation  for 
superiority,  and  one  striking  evidence  of  this  lies  in  the 
fact  there  are  a  large  number  of  non-resident  pupils  in  this 
school.  The  Grammar  School  has  also  had  pupils  from 
severah  towns. 

The  advantages  offered  by  all  our  public  shools  is  con- 
stantly attracting  good  families  here  as  residents. 

The  enrollment  for  the  winter  term  of  1884  is  much 
larger  than  1883  as  the  following  figures  will  show  :  For 
1884,  120G,;  for  1883,  1085,  a  gain  of  121. 

The  Main  Street  Primary  was  opened  during  the  last 
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term  chiefly  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Pine 
Street  Primary,  and  schole/s  ware  also  transferred  there 
from  other  schools. 

If  every  citizen  w^onld  read  each  annual  report  of  the 
superintendent  they  would  thereby  gain  much  information 
in  regard  to  the  requirements  and  general  condition  of  all 
the  schools,  and  a  greater  interest  would  be  felt  in  their 
prosperity  and  equipments. 

FLETCHER   FREE  LIBRARY. 

The  expenditures  for  current  expenses  w^ere  $2,499.29. 
Steam  heating  apparatus,  1526.39  ;  total,  13,025.68  ;  leaving 
a  balance  of  credit  of  71  cents. 

I  am  pleased  to  observe  that  the  good  work  that  the  Free 
Library  is  destined  to  do  for  our  city  is  already  apparent 
and  that  in  the  beginning  of  its  second  decade  those  inter- 
ested have  every  reason  to  hope  for  it,  still  more  extended 
usefulness.  The  advantages  which  the  Library  affords  as 
an  auxiliary  of  the  public  schools  are  highly  estimated. 

The  reports  of  the  Trustees  and  Librarian  will  give  you 
their  views  and  aspirations  will  regard  to  the  Library. 

SANITARY. 

The  health  of  the  City  is  reported  for  the  past  year  to  be 
fairly  good,  nevertheless  our  death  rate  cannot  be  called  a 
low  one  in  proportion  to  the  population  and  the  natural 
sanitary  advantages  of  tlie  City.  I  direct  your  attention  to 
tliis  statement  of  the  Health  Officer  and  liope  you  will  take 
it  in  consideration  in  making  decisions  with  regard  to  prop- 
er sewage  and  otlier  sanitary  measures. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In  my  endeavor  to  do  justice  to  each  department  I  have 
brought  before  you  several  plans  for  the  improvement  and 
welfare  of  the  community,  earnestly  recommending  the 
the  most  important  but  in  many  cases  offering  only  sug- 
gestions, leaving  it  to  you  to  decide  which  is  the  most  im- 
perative. 

While  I  wish  to  see  this  community  a  progressive  one,  I 
also  realize  that  it  is  our  duty  to  avoid  heavy  taxation.  This 
is  possible  without  retrogression,  and  I  hope  that  at  the  end 
of  the  year  we  may  find  our  City  improved  and  prosperous, 
and  our  citizens  well  pleased  with  our  endeavors  to  be  faith- 
ful to  the  trusts  which  we  have  accepted.

Burlington,  Vermont,  December  31,  1884. 
To  the  Honor aUe  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 
Gentlemen  : — 

The  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library 
beg  leave  to  offer  you  their  Eleventh  Annual  Report. 

They  congratulate  their  fellow-citizens  that  the  library 
has  continued,  by  its  usefulness  in  our  community,  to  fulfil 
the  purpose  of  its  Founder,  and  of  the  city  in  accepting 
their  gift.  All  classes  of  readers  have  found  their  advantage 
in  it ;  those  who  have  sought  it  for  reference  in  special 
directions  of  inquiry  or  study,  and  those  who  have  used  it 
in  more  general  ways  of  pastime  and  pleasure  in  reading. 

This  is  only  to  repeat  what  our  ten  Eeports  hitherto  have 
set  forth.  But  as  they  say  of  old  wine,  old  friends,  old 
books,  so  an  old  story  may  be  the  best,  l^one  l>etter  can  be 
told  of  a  public  library  than  the  oft-repeated  one,  that  it  is 
pursuing  the  even  tenor  of  its  way,  quietly  working  in  with 
whatever,  in  a  city,  goes  for  good  learning  and  good  order, 
and  for  the  lifting  of  the  intellectual  and  moral  level  of  the 
city's  life.  The  Trustees  are  glad  to  believe  that  this  is  not 
wanting  from  the  eleven  years'  record  of  our  Free  Library 
here. 

They  regret  that  they  are  not  able  to  present,  with  theirs, 
the  Librarian's  usual  report,  which  would  give  you  the 
year's  statistic?.  They  found  themselves,  on  the  first  of 
November,  obliged  to  accept  the  resignation  of  our  compe- 
tent Librarian.    Mr.  Rogers  had  been  with  us  from  the 
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start ;  and  to  his  unusual  faculty  for  library-work  in  its 
many  requirements,  are  largely  due  the  position  which  ours 
has  taken  among  the  better  class  of  public  libraries  in  the 
country,  and  its  varied  usefulness  and  benefit  in  its  own 
place.  In  his  absence,  therefore,  we  must  look  to  some 
future  report,  perhaps,  to  give  us  details  of  this  year's  busi- 
ness. 

On  the  first  of  November,  the  Trustees  unfortunately 
found  themselves  without  money.  The  usual  appropria- 
tion had  been  cut  down,  and  there  seemed  nothing  left 
them  but  to  close  the  Library.  Had  notice  of  this  reduc- 
tion of  the  funds  at  their  disposal  been  given  early  in  the 
year,  they  might  possibly  have  continued  to  keep  open 
longer.  But  this  is  not  likely.  At  any  rate,  no  way  ap- 
peared but  this.  And  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Trustees, 
upon  due  deliberation  and  count  of  necessary  expenses,  that 
the  annual  appropriation  hitherto  is  what  the  Library  will 
still  need. 

This  action^  was  taken  not  without  great  regret  on  their 
part ;  knowing  how  much  good  and  pleasure  would  thus  be 
shut  off  from  a  large  number  among  our  school  children 
and  teachers,  students  and  inquirers,  and  the  general  read- 
ing public.    But  no  other  action  seemed  open  to  them. 

They  are  anxious  to  have  suitable  means  given  them  to 
open  the  Library  ;  after  this  rather  dreary  pause  in  its  work 
and  temporary  stop  put  to  its  benefits.  And  they  confi- 
dently look  to  your  Honorable  Board  to  put,  betimes,  the 
proper  funds  into  their  hands  ;  that  they  may  be  enabled  to 
fulfil  the  trust  placed  in  their  keeping,  and  that  the  obli- 
gation may  be  fulfilled  which  the  city,  in  the  establishing 
of  our  Free  Library,  entered  into  with  its  Founder.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEEF[ 

OF  THE 

Fire  Department. 


To  ilie  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington : 

GENTLEMEis  : — 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  the 
twentieth  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1884. 

The  Department  consists  at  present  of  one  hook  and 
ladder  truck,  two  hand  engines,  six  hose  carts,  2550  feet  of 
leather  and  4400  feet  of  linen  hose,  nineteen  fire  alarm 
boxes,  eight  and  one-half  miles  of  wire,  four  alarm  indica- 
tors, and  all  tools  necessary  for  operating  the  same. 

DEPARTMENT  HOUSES. 

During  the  past  year  Howard  Hose  Company's  house  has 
been  thoroughly  overhauled,  and  the  other  houses  have 
been  repaired  wherever  it  was  found  that  they  needed  it. 
There  is  in  process  of  erection  a  building  to  be  occupied  by 
Star  Hose  Company,  which  will  supply  a  long  felt  need. 
This  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction,  and  I  trust  the  time  is 
not  far  distant  when  we  shall  see  all  the  companies  suitably 
housed  in  buildings  properly  constructed  for  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  used. 
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HYDRANTS. 

Four  new  hydrants  have  been  placed  daring  the  year, 
making  in  all  158.  Of  these  20  belong  to  private  parties  or 
corporations,  but  are  always  available  for  use  at  fires  when 
needed. 

APPARATUS. 

The  department  apparatus  is,  with  one  or  two  exceptions, 
in  very  good  condition.  A  new  cart  is  soon  to  be  purchas- 
ed for  Boxer  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  their 
linen  hose.  The  cart  used  by  Ethan  Allen  Company  is  in 
very  bad  condition,  and  should  be  replaced  at  once.  When 
this  is  done  the  two  old  carts  of  the  above  named  companies 
can  be  used  as  a  reserve  force  to  follow  the  lighter  ones  to  a 
fire  if  need  ;  if  not,  to  remain  in  the  house  in  readiness  for 
a  second  alarm  in  case  one  should  be  sounded  before  the 
first  fire  should  be  extinguished.  In  this  connection  I  will 
say  that  Ethan  Allen  Company  have  run  two  carts  as  above 
during  the  past  year,  thus  doing  double  duty. 

HOSE. 

The  department  has  1100  feet  of  leather  and  3500  feet  of 
linen  hose  in  good  condition,  and  1450  feet  leather  and  900 
feet  linen  in  poor  condition.  We  need  1000  or.  1500  feet  of 
new  hose  at  once.  You  will  see  by  the  company  report  that 
Barnes  Company  have  but  SOO  feet,  which  is  much  too  small 
an  amount  for  any  company. 

FIRE     ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

Nothing  has  been  done  in  this  branch  during  the  year 
excepting  the  regular  repairs.  The  system  works  admirably 
as  far  as  it  extends,  but  there  should  be  added  a  few  new 
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boxes,  also  indicators  for  the  houses  that  are  now  without 
them. 

ANNUAL  PARADE. 

The  annual  parade  and  inspection  took  place  September 
18th.  The  companies,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  turned 
out  in  full  ranks,  and  all  made  a  fine  appearance  and 
marched  well.  The  apparatus  was  found  in  good  order, 
and  showed  excellent  care  by  those  having  it  in  charge, 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  following  purchases  : 
A  new  hose  cart  for  Ethan  Allen  Company,  1000  feet  rub- 
ber lined  linen  hose,  3  fire-alarm  boxes,  and  3  indicators. 

REMARKS. 

I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  number  of  what 
we  called  veneered"  buildings,  which  have  been  erected 
within  the  fire  limits.  They  are,  many  of  them,  construct- 
ed in  the  cheapest  and  most  unsubstantial  manner  imagin- 
able, and  consist  of  a  light  balloon  frame,  boarded  with 
culls,  then  veneered"  with  a  brick  wall  of  four  inches 
in  thickness.  These  are  in  my  opinion  the  worst  kind  of 
fire  traps,  and  endanger  not  only  the  lives  of  the  firemen, 
but  the  property  of  citizens,  which  may  be  near  them.  I 
think  some  measures  should  be  taken  to  remedy  this  evil, 
and  trust  that  your  honorable  body  will  not  let  the  matter 
pass  unnoticed. 

Where  all  have  done  so  well  it  is  unfair  for  me  to  espe- 
cially mention  any  company,  and  I  will  only  say  in  this 
connection  that  1  have  found  all  the  companies  ever  ready 
and  willing  to  do  their  duty  whenever  called  upon,  for 
which  they  have  my  hearty  thanks.    I  also  wish  to  extend 
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my  thanks  to  Engineers  Walker,  Adsit,  Lane  and  Denning, 
for  yaki able  aid  and  advice;  also  to  the  Fire  Committee 
for  the  promptness  and  willingness  with  which  they  have 
granted  all  my  requests. 

In  connection  with  this  report  I  submit  a  schedule  show- 
ing the  number  and  location  of  fires  during  the  year,  also 
statistics  from  the  several  companies,  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  department.

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SEWER  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  past  year  four  new  sewers  have  been  built. 
Three  of  these,  namely,  those  on  Pearl,  Champlain  and 
Main  streets,  are  in  accordance  with  the  sewer  plan  ;  and  the 
sewer  on  a  private  road  of  Messrs.  Wright  and  Burnham  is 
constructed  in  such  a  manner  as  seemed  to  the  Commis- 
sioners and  City  Engineer,  would  be  the  proper  one  to  adopt 
whenever  the  city  might  accept  such  road  and  sewer.  All 
are  constructed  of  x\Jvron  Vitrified  Tile,  laid  in  the  most 
approved  manner,  provided  with  all  needed  connection  en- 
trances, man-holes,  lamp-holes,  basin  entrances,  etc.,  the 
locations  of  which  can  be  ascertained  by  reference  to  plans 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer. 

The  expense  for  Maple  street  sewer,  No.  3,  is  for  material 
bought  for  the  extension  of  that  sewer  from  a  point  west  of 
Pine  street,  towards  St.  Paul  street.  This  sewer  was  not 
carried  on,  owing  to  an  unavoidable  delay  in  procuring  tile, 
until  a  time  of  the  season  when  the  work  might  reasonably 
be  expected  to  cost  more  than  at  a  more  favorable  period. 
From  the  Pearl  street  sewer,  which  was  built  by  agreement 
with  private  individuals,  there  is  yet  due  $75.00.  General 
repairs  of  sewers  means  a  l^rge  number  of  small  repairs 
chargeable  to  sewer  money,  and  the  expense  for  consider- 
able material  on  hand.  The  expenses  for  other  sewers  noted 
are  for  needed  repairs.  The  sewer  on  Main  street  was  built 
by  agreement  with  private  individuals,  who  assumed  and 
paid  the  cost  thereof.

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  AND  PARKS. 

The  only  expense  incurred  for  this  department,  under  my 
direction,  has  been  for  ordinary  repairs,  ordered  by  the 
Committee  in  charge  of  the  department.  The  localities  and 
amounts  are  shown  in  the  previous  part  of  this  report. 

STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

Under  the  above  head  are  included  all  other  expenses  of 
the  year.    Among  the  common  work,  many  streets  have 
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been  rounded  to  do  away  with  the  ponds  of  water  which 
frequently  stood  on  them  ;  and  in  doing  the  work  the  estab- 
lished grade  of  the  city  was  followed  as  closely  as  was  prac- 
ticable. This  work,  where  possible,  was  done  cheaply  with 
a  road-maker,  purchased  during  the  year.  Some  such  work 
must  be  done  each  year  until  the  means  available  will  allow 
of  a  more  permanent  character  of  work. 

A  large  part  of  the  expense  on  Union  street  was  for  bring- 
ing towards  grade  the  part  lying  between  Pearl  and  College 
streets.  A  large  amount  of  filing  located  on  the  side  of  the 
street  was  offered  the  department,  if  they  would  take  it  im- 
mediately, and,  it  was  deemed  true  economy  for  the  city, 
that  the  offer  should  be  accepted,  the  nearness  of  the  supply 
making  it  very  cheaply  obtained. 

Wiliiston  turnpike,  from  the  reservoir  to  the  city  limits, 
and  Oolcbester  avenue  from  the  Fletcher  Hospital  to  a  point 
about  three  hundred  feet  east  of  East  avenue  have  been 
covered  w  ith.  sl  fair  quality  of  gravel  obtained  from  the  "Bax- 
ter farm." 

Lake  street  from  College  street  northwardly  has  been 
covered  with  a  layer  of  sl.ite  gravel. 

One  three-track  and  three  two-track  crossings  have  been 
laid,  and  three  single  crossings  have  been  made  into  double 
ones. 

The  curbing,  flagging  and  paving  upon  St.  Paul  and 
Cherry  streets  were  from  Cherry  street  to  Pearl  street,  the 
property  paying  for  the  material  and  the  city  paying  for  the 
balance  of  the  work.  That  upon  Union  street  was  upon  the 
west  side  between  Main  street  and  College  street,  the  pro- 
perty paying  for  the  material  and  laying,  and  the  city  doing 
the  grading  and  other  preparatory  work.  The  first  was  done 
by  order  of  the  Qity  Council,  in  accordance  with  city  me- 
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thods,  and  the  second,  at  the  request  of  the  abutting  proper- 
ty, by  private  agreement.  The  curbing  on  Murray  street 
and  Peru  street  is  around  the  corner  of  the  two  streets.  The 
total  cost  and  receipts  from  these  pieces  of  work  are  shown 
in  my  financial  report. 

The  expenses  on  sidewalks  were  for  common  repairs, 
washouts,  etc. 

Three  new  corner  basins  have  been  built,  the  locations  of 
which  are  shown  in  the  previous  part  of  the  report. 

The  item  of  snow^  work  includes,  as  usual,  the  keeping 
open  to  travel  all  roads  and  walks  and  the  keeping  of  ditches, 
gutters,  sewer  entrances,  etc.,  ready  for  sudden  thaws. 

The  item  of  tools  and  stock  includes  the  expense  of  the 
road-maker  spoken  of  above,  and  many  other  smaller  articles 
yet  on  hand.  The  frame  work  of  the  stone  crusher  had  be- 
come so  decayed  that  it  was  deemed  unsafe  to  leave  the  iron 
work  upon  it,  and  it  was  accordingly  taken  down,  and  stor- 
ed until  the  proper  time  for  re-setting. 

The  City  team  account  includes  all  expenses  relative  to  it, 
care,  rent,  insurance,  repairs  to  all  the  apparatus,  painting, 
cleaning  liarness,  etc.,  etc.  The  number  of  horses  has  vari- 
ed from  four  to  eight.  The  department  owns  all  the  appa- 
ratus, carts,  wagons,  sleighs,  harnesses,  etc.,  suitable  for  six 
horses.  The  })resent  number  is  four,  one  having  died  dur- 
ing the  past  season's  work.  During  the  year  some  extra 
horses  have  been  classed  in  the  city  team  account,  having 
been  kept  by  the  department  for  the  work  perfoi'med  by 
them.  Disbursements  for  1884:  were  $1264.10  ;  earnings,  by 
labor  and  cash  receipts,  $1299.20. 

The  hibor  at  the  Ileineberg  bridge  was  for  snowing  the 
track,  some  general  rei)airs,  and  more  extensive  ones  to  the 
pier  for  its  proper  ])rotection. 

The  expense  at  Winooski  bridge  was  for  its  usual  care 
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through  the  year.  Of  b  ith  expenses  the  town  of  Colchester 
pays  its  proportion,  the  rate  now  established  being  one-fifth, 

Both  of  these  bridges  have  been  lately  examined  by  the 
master  bridge  builder  of  the  0.  V.  R.R.,  in  connection  with 
the  City  Engineer,at  the  request  of  the  Street  Commissioners, 
and  they  have  reported  some  immediate  repairs  to  the 
Ileineberg  bridge,  including  some  further  rip-rapping.  This 
work  has  been  already  ordered  and  will  soon  be  in  progress. 
In  reference  to  Winooski  bridge,  they  reported  that  while  it 
might  possibly  stand  a  year  or  two  longer  it  was  not  safe 
beyond  qu'^stion,  and  advised  immediate  steps  to  be  taken  to 
rebuild  during  the  coming  summer.  The  bridge  they  re- 
ported, was  so  old,  and  since  the  roof  had  been  taken  off, 
allowing,  most  of  the  important  parts  to  be  injured  by  water, 
the  decay  had  been  so  general,  that  no  special  repairs  would 
seem  longer  practical.  They  consequently  recommended  the 
construotion,  immediately,  of  a  new  bridge,  and  that  the 
present  prices  of  material  being  considered,  together  with 
the  comparative  durability  of  the  same,  an  iron  bridge  is 
what  should  be  constructed. 

This  report  was  presented  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and 
by  them  referred  to  the  Street  Commissioners  for  further 
investigation,  and  report  upon  the  probable  cost,  etc.  Pre- 
liminary estimates  have  been  obtained  for  an  iron  bridge, 
and  so  far,  indications  are  that  they  will  recommend  the 
construction  of  such  a  bridge,  early  in  the  coming  season. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  can  again  thank  the  members  of 
the  Council,  and  the  Street  Commissioners  in  particular,  for 
their  interest  in  the  department  and  their  valuable  advice.

No  special  remarks  are  probably  needed  in  this  report, 
its  object  being  to  present  and  keep  up  in  tabulated  form 
each  year's  work,  and  the  total  work  since  the  year  when  I 
began  the  report. 

The  duties  of  the  office  include  all  surveys  ordered  by  the 
city,  surveys  necessary  for  the  construction  of  work  in  the 
street  and  sewer  departments,  and  all  proper  mapping  of  the 
same  for  record  and  future  reference.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

Health  Officer. 


To  the  Honor ahle  City  Council  ; 
Gentleme^t  : — 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report 
of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1884,  together  with 
the  vital  statistics  for  the  year,  and  the  City  Physician's 
report. 

HEALTH  OF  THFJ  CITY. 

The  health  of  Burlington  in  1884  compares  very  favor- 
ably with  the  sanitary  record  of  the  city  in  foimer  years. 
The  death  rate  for  the  past  year  is  17.52  per  1,000,  a  lower 
figure  than  has  been  shown  since  1879.  The  mortality 
from  zymotic  diseases  is  17.62  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortal- 
ity, a  smaller  percentage  than  at  any  time  in  the  last  six 
years,  excepting  in  1883,  when  the  percentage  was  16.94. 

During  the  months  of  April  and  May,  a  number  of  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  occurred.  In  most  of  the  cases  the  disease 
fortunately  took  a  mild  form.  In  order  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease  among  the  school  children,  teachers 
were  directed  to  refuse  any  child  who  had  left  school  on 
account  of  scarlet  fever,  permission  to  return  without  a 
certificate  from  the  family  physician  stating  that  two  weeks 
had  elapsed  since  the  child's  recovery.  Only  one  death 
from  scarlet  fever  occurred  during  the  year. 
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Some  alarm  was  created  in  the  early  summer,  by  the 
appearance  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  city.  The  alarm  was 
owing  not  so  much  to  the  number  of  cases,  which  was  not 
large,  as  to  the  existence  of  the  disease,  which  is  almost 
unknown  in  Burlington,  except  when  an  occasional  case  is 
imported.  The  number  of  fatal  cases  in  1884  was  ten,  a 
total  which  does  not  equal  the  yearly  average  of  deaths 
from  typhoid  fever  in  many  towns  as  small  as,  or  smaller 
than,  Burlington. 

A  remarkable  fact  in  relation  to  the  health  of  the  city  for 
1884,  is  thac  not  a  single  death  from  diphtheria  occurred 
during  the  year.  This  is  the  first  time  since  the  city  adopt- 
ed its  present  system  of  registration,  that  a  whole  year  has 
gon  by  without  a  death  from  diphtheria. 

SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Among  the  sanitary  improvements  which  have  been  made 
during  the  past  year,  may  "be  mentioned  the  laying  of  the 
following  sewers,  viz.  :  One  in  Champlain  street,  from 
Main  street  to  Maple  street  ;  one  in  Main  street,  from  Pine 
street  to  Champlain  street  ;  and  one  in  Pearl  street  from 
Union  street  to  Winooski  avenue. 

The  covering  of  the  Main  street  dump  removed  a  source  of 
great  offence  to  eyes  and  nostrils.  Situated  as  this  dump 
was,  on  one  of  our  principal  streets,  it  was.,a  nuisance  to 
numbers  of  people  who  had  to  pass  by  it  every  day,  as  well 
as  to  dwellers  in  the  neighborhood. 

Many  of  the  improvements  which  yet  remain  to  be  made, 
come  under  the  head  of  sewers.  A  trunk  sewer  in  Battery 
street  is  one  of  the  city's  most  pressing  sanitary  needs.  So 
too  is  the  covering  in  of  the  open  portion  of  the  "  ravine  " 
sewer,  between  St.  Paul  and  Pine  streets.  Another  mucli- 
needed  improvement  is  the  relaying  of  the  sewer  in  the 
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lower  part  of  Loomis  street,  in  such  a  way  that  it  may 
empty  into  the  Union  street  sewer  instead  of  the  ravine. 

The  character  of  our  water  supply  has  been  the  subject  of 
a  good  deal  of  discussion  during  the  past  year.  A  series  of 
chemical  analyses  of  the  water  taken  from  different  localities 
in  the  lake  and  at  different  seasons  of  the  year,  is  being  con- 
ducted by  the  Water  Department,  and  will  doubtless  shed 
some  light  upon  the  question  where  the  purest  water  supply 
is  attainable.  As  regards  our  present  supply,  I  would  respect- 
fully suggest  to  your  honorable  body  that,  whatever  be  the 
character  of  the  city  water  most  of  the  time,  the  situation 
of  the  point  of  supply  renders  it  liable,  at  one  time  or  an- 
other, to  contamination  ;  a  circumstance  which  would  seem 
to  indicate  the  advisability  of  removing  the  point  of.  supply 
to  some  locality  remote  from  the  docks. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  abatement,  by  the 
city,  of  certain  nuisances  which  now  exist  in  the  shape  of 
a  few  untrapped  gullies  which  open  directly  into  the  sewers. 
By  trapping  these  gullies,  which  are  now  constantly  dis- 
charging sewer  gas  into  the  air,  much  annoyance  to  passers- 
by  and  danger  to  the  inmates  of  the  neighboring  houses 
could  be  prevented. 

The  probable  arrival  of  cholera  in  this  country  next  sum- 
mer, renders  it  of  the  highest  importance  to  observe  al 
possible  sanitary  precautions.  The  streets  should  be  kept 
clean  and  the  sewers  often  and  thoroughly  flushed.  All 
garbage  should  be  burned  or  deeply  buried,  so  far  as  possi- 
ble, and  none  should  be  dumped  except  in  the  spot  desig- 
nated for  that  purpose,  viz.:  The  sand  bank  which  goes 
down  to  the  ^'interval"  from  the  extreme  north  end  of 
Interval  avenue.  All  water  closets  and  urinals  (public  and 
private)  should  be  kept  scrupulously  clean,  and  disinfected 
from  time  to  time  with  copperas  or  chloride  of  lime.  Prop- 
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erty  owners  should  not  allow  the  accumulation  of  any  sort 
of  filth  in  yards  or  cellars,  should  not  suffer  their  tenements 
to  become  over-crowded,  and,  if  their  houses  are  within  reach 
of  a  sewer,  should  see  that  proper  connection  is  made.

ANALYSIS    OF    THE    VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  marriages  in  1884  numbered  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-three ;  the  births,  three  hundred  and  eighty;  and  the 
deaths,  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight.  Excess  of  births 
over  deaths,  one  hundred  and  forty-two.    There  were  in 
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1884,  thirteen  more  marriages,  thirty  more  births,  and 
four  fewer  deaths  than  in  1883.  Still-births  are  included 
in  the  totals  of  births  and  deaths. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  ratio  of  persons  married,  in  1884,  to  the  whole  popu- 
lation, was  1  in  50.81. 

Season. — There  were  twenty  (20)  marriages  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year,  thirty-seven  (37)  in  the  second,  forty 
(40)  in  the  third,  and  twenty-six  (2G)  in  the  fourth.  The 
month  of  September  had  the  largest  number  of  marriages, 
twenty-f  /e  (25),  and  the  months  of  March  and  July  five  (5) 
each,  the  smallest  number. 

Nativity  of  the  Parties, — Ninety-four  (94)  grooms  and 
ninety-two  (92)  brides  were  born  in  the  United  States  ; 
twenty-one  (21)  grooms  and  twenty-two  (22)  brides  in 
Canada  ;  three  (3)  grooms  and  four  (4)  brides  in  Ireland  ; 
and  five  (5)  grooms  and  five  (5)  brides  in  other  countries. 

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  in  1884  was  three  hundred 
and  eighty  (380),  thirty  (30)  more  than  in  1883.  Included 
in  this  number  are  three  (3)  illegitimate  births,  two  (2) 
twin-births,  and  twenty  (20)  still-births.  Proportion  of 
live  births  to  population  (12.500),  1  to  34.72. 

fe.— Male  children,  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  (188), 
female,  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  (192). 

Parentage.— Two  hundred  and  eleven  (211)  fathers  and 
two  hundred  and  thirty-four  (234)  mothers  were  born  in 
the  United  States  ;  one  hundred  and  seventeen  (Il7)  fathers 
and  one  hundred  and  one  (101)  mothers  were  born  in 
Canada;  twenty-three  (23)  fathers  and  twenty-two  (22) 
mothers  in  Ireland  ;  and  twenty-three  (23)  fathers  and 
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twenty  (20)  mothers  in  other  countries.  The  nativity  of 
four  (4)  fathers  and  one  (1)  mother  was  unknown. 

Season. — The  largest  number  of  births,  one  hundred  and 
eleven  (111),  occurred  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  ;  the 
next  largest,  ninety  (90),  in  the  first  and  fourth  quarters, 
and  the  smallest,  eighty-nine  (89),  in  the  second  quarter. 

Locality. — One  hundred  and  fifty-two  births,  (152)  con- 
siderable over  one-third  of  the  total  number,  occurred  in 
the  Third  Ward.  The  next  largest  number,  eighty-three 
(83),  occurred  in  the  Second  Ward  ;  the  next,  sixty-five 
(Go),  in  the  Fifth  ;  the  next,  fifty-seven  (57),  in  the  Fourth, 
and  the  smallest  number,  twenty-three  (23),  in  the  First 
Ward. 

Tivin-hirths. — There  were  two  (2)  twin-births  in  1884,  or 
one  to  every  one  hundred  and  ninety  (190)  cases. 

Age  of  mothers. — The  age  at  which  women  bore  the 
greatest  number  of  children  in  1884,  was  twenty-seven, 
twenty-eight  (28)  children  having  been  borne  by  mothers  of 
that  age.  The  youngest  mother  was  fifteen  years  old,  the 
oldest  forty-five.  Six  (6)  children  were  borne  by  women 
eighteen  years  old  and  under  ;  and  twenty-one  (21)  by  wo- 
men forty  years  old  and  over. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1884,  including  twenty 
(20)  still-births,  was  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  (238), 
ioxxx  fetcer  than  in  1883.  With  an  estimated  population  of 
12,500,  the  ratio  of  deaths,  exclusive  of  still-births,  is  17.52 
to  1000  inhabitants,  or  one  death  in  57.34  of  the  population. 
The  total  number  of  deaths  includes  seven  (7)  which  occur- 
red at  the  Fletcher  Hospital. 

Season. — The  greatest  number  of  deaths,  eiglity-six  (80), 
occurred  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  ;  the  smallest  num- 
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ber,  forty-six  (46)  in  the  first ;  while  the  second  and  fourth 
quarters  had  the  same  number,  fifty-three  (53).  The  great- 
est monthly  mortality  was  in  August,  in  which  month 
thirty-nine  (39)  persons  died^  while  the  smallest,  twelve 
(12)  deaths,  was  in  February. 

Sex. — One  hundred  and  six  (106)  of  the  decedents  were 
male  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  (132)  female. 

Social  relations. — One  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  of  the 
deaths,  including  twenty  (20)  still-births,  were  of  single 
persons,  sixty-six  (66)  of  married  ;  and  twenty- two  (22)  of 
widowed. 

Age. — Eighty-eight  (88)  of  the  deaths,  including  twenty 
(20)  still-births,  were  of  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
making  32.76  per  cent  of  all  deaths  ;  nineteen  (19)  deaths 
-were  of  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years,  or 
7.85  per  cent  of  all  deaths  ;  nineteen  (19)  between  the  ages 
of  five  and  twenty,  or  7.85  per  cent  of  the  total  ;  sixty-one 
(61)  between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  fifty,  or  25.83  per  cent 
of  the  total  ;  twenty-one  (21)  between  the  ages  of  fifty  and 
seventy,  or  8.81  percent  of  the  total  ;  and  thirty  (30)  over 
seventy,  or  12.60  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Nativity. — One  hund.red  and  ninety  (190)  of  the  dece- 
dents (including  twenty  (20)  still-births,)  were  born  in  the 
United  States,  twenty-two  (22)  in  Canada,  twenty-one  (21) 
in  Ireland,  and  five  (5)  in  other  countries. 

Locality. — The  largest  number  of  deaths,  eighty-two  (82), 
was  in  the  Third  Ward  ;  the  next  largest,  fifty-five  (55),  in 
the  Fifth  ;  the  next,  forty-thiee  (43),  in  the  Second;  the 
next,  thirty-five  (35),  in  the  Fourth  ;  and  the  smallest, 
twenty-three  (23),  (including  seven  (7)  deaths  at  the  Flet- 
cher Hospital,)  in  the  First  Ward. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

The  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases,  or  those  which  are  either 
epidemic,  endemic  or  contagious,  and  which  can,  to  a  great 
extent,  be  prevented  by  the  observance  of  sanitary  precau- 
tions, numbered  forty-two  (4:3),  or  17.6^  per  cent  of  all 
deaths.  Five  (5)  of  these  deaths  were  from  croup  ;  ten  (10) 
from  ty[)hoid  fever  ;  sixteen  (16)  from  cholera  infantum  ; 
seven  (7)  from  diarrhoea  and  dysentery,  and  one  eac;h  from 
scarlet  fever,  erysipelas,  septicaemia  and  syphilis.  . 

Season. — There  was  one  (1)  deatji  from  croup  in  each  of  the 
months  of  February,  April,  August,  September  and  Novem- 
ber. One  (1)  death  from  typhoid  fever  occurred  in  Janu- 
ary ;  two  {'Z)  in  June  ;  four  (4)  in  July  ;  two  (2)  in  August, 
and  one  (1)  in  October.  Four  (4)  deaths  from  cholera  in- 
fantum occurred  in  July  ;  eleven  (11)  in  August,  and  one 
(1)  in  September.  These  last  mentioned  three  months  also 
contained  all  the  deaths  from  dianhoea  and  dysentery. 
The  single  death  from  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  April. 

No  death  from  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year. 

Age. — Thirty  (30)  of  the  decedents  from  zymotic  diseases 
were  under  five  years  of  age.  Six  (6)  of  the  deaths  from 
typhoid  fever  were  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
twenty,  while  four  (4)  of  the  decedents  were  between  twenty 
and  fifty  years  old. 

Nativity  a7id  Social  Relations. — All  but  two  (2)  of  the 
decedents  were  born  in  the  United  States,  and  all  but  three 
(3)  were  single. 

Locality. — Six  (6)  of  the  deaths  in  this  class  occurred  in 
the  First  Ward  ;  six  (H)  in  the  Second  ;  sixteen  (16)  in  the 
Third  ;  four  (4)  in  the  Fourth,  and  ten  (10)  in  the  Fifth 
Ward. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  constitutional  diseases  was 
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forty-one  (41),  17.23  per  cent  of  all  deaths  for  the  year. 
Twenty-seven  (27)  were  from  consnmption,  (there  were  35 
deaths  from  consumption  in  1883,)  five  (5)  from  cancer  ; 
three  (3)  from  tubercular  meningitis  ;  two  (2)  from  perni- 
cious anaemia,  and  one  (I)  death  apiece  from  rheumatism, 
hydrocephalus,  tubercular  dysentery  and  scrofula. 

Season, — The  largest  number  of  deaths  from  consump- 
tion in  one  month,  was  five  (5)  in  November.  No  one  died 
of  consumption  in  the  month  of  October  and  December. 

Sex. — Ten  (10)  of  the  decedents  from  consumption  were 
male,  and  seventeen  (17)  female.  Decedents  from  cancer, 
one  (1)  male,  four  (4)  female. 

Social  Relations. — Thirteen  (13)  of  the  persons  who  died, 
of  consumption  were  single,  and  fourteen  were  married. 
Decedents  from  cancer,  one  (1)  married,  four  (4)  widowed. 

Age. — Five  (o)  of  the  decedents  from  consumption  were 
under  twenty  years  of  age  ;  nineteen  (19)  were  from  twenty 
to  fifty,  one  (1)  from  fifty  to  seventy,  and  two  (2)  over 
seventy. 

Nativity. — Seventeen  (17)  of  the  decedents  from  con- 
sumption were  born  in  the  United  States,  five  (5)  in  Canada 
and  five  (5)  in  Ireland. 

Locality. — The  Second,  Third  and  Fifth  Wards  each  had 
seven  (7)  deaths  from  consumption  in  1884;  the  First  Ward 
one  (1),  and  the  Fourih  Ward  five  (5). 

Ninety-one  (91)  deaths,  or  38.23  per  cent  of  all  deaths 
during  the  year,  occurred  from  local  diseases,  the  class  in 
which  particular  organs  or  systems  are  atfected.  Twenty- 
seven  (27)  of  these  deaths  belonged  to  the  order  of  nervous 
diseases  ;  eigliteen  (18)  were  of  the  circulatory  order  ;  four- 
teen (14)  respiratory  ;  twenty  (20)  digestive;  eleven  (11) 
urinary,  and  one  (1)  generative.  I  here  was  no  remarkable 
preponderance  of  any  one  disease  of  this  class.    There  were 
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only  five  (5)  fatal  cases  of  pnenmonia  in  1884,  while  there 
were  seventeen  (17)  in  1883. 

Season. — Deaths  from  local  diseases  were  distributed  very 
evenly  throughout  the  year. 

Sex  and  Social  Relations. — Forty-four  (44)  of  the  dece- 
dents were  males,  and  forty-seven  (47)  females.  Thirty  (30) 
were  single,  forty-seven  (47)  married  and  fourteen  (14)  wi- 
dowed. 

Age. — Under  one  year  of  age,  twenty  (20)  ;  from  one  to 
five,  nine  (9)  ;  from  five  to  twenty,  six  (6)  ;  from  twenty  to 
fifty,  twenty-one  (21)  ;  from  fifty  to  seventy,  eighteen  (18); 
and  over  seventy,  seventeen  (17)  deaths. 

Nativity. — Sixty-eight  (68)  of  the  decedents  were  born  in 
the  United  States,  ten  (10)  in  Canada,  eleven  (11)  in  Ire- 
land and  two  in  other  countries. 

Locality. — First  Ward,  six  (6)  deaths  ;  Second,  seventeen 
(17)  ;  Third,  thirty-five  (35)  ;  Fourth,  fifteen  (15)  ;  Fifth, 
eighteen  (18). 

Developmental  diseases,  which  occur  incidentally  to  the 
formative,  reproductive  and  nutritive  processes,  are  repre- 
sented by  fifty-four  (54)  deaths  during  the  year,  or  22.69 
per  cent  of  the  total  of  deaths.  Under  the  order  of  children 
appear  twenty  (20)  still-births,  seven  (7)  deaths  from  con- 
genital debility,  six  (0)  from  premature  birth,  and  three  (3) 
from  insufficient  development.  There  were  two  (2)  deaths 
under  the  order  of  women,  one  (1)  from  puerperal  convul- 
sions and  one  (1)  from  post-partum  haemorrhage.  The  total 
of  deaths  under  the  order  of  old  people  was  seven  (7),  six 
(6)  fi  om  old  Mge  and  one  (1 )  from  senile  gangrene.  All  the 
deaths  under  the  order  of  nutrition  were  the  result  of  inan- 
ition and  mjirasmus,  and  amounted  to  nine  (0). 

Season. — There  was  nothing  noteworthy  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  these  deaths  through  the  yeur. 
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to.— Males,  twenty  (20),  females  thirtj-four  (34). 

Social  Relations. — Single,  forty-two  (42),  married,  six 
(6),  widowed,  six  (6). 

Age. — Under  one  year,  forty  (40)  ;  from  twenty  to  fifty 
years,  four  (4)  ;  over  seventy,  ten  (10). 

Xativity. — United  States,  forty-eight  (48) ;  Canada  two 
(2)  ;  Ireland  two  (2)  ;  other  countries  two  (2), 

Eight  (8)  "deaths  by  violence  occurred  in  1884,  3.36  per 
cent  of  all  deaths  during  the  year.  One  (1)  was  owing  to  a 
scald,  one  (1)  to  a  fall,  three  (3)  to  an  explosion  of  blasting 
powder,  and  three  (3)  to  fracture  of  the  skull. 

Sex  and  Social  Relations. — Males  six  (6),  females  two 
(2).    Single  four  (4),  married  three  (3),  widowed  one  (1). 

Age. — One  (1)  decedent  was  under  one  year  of  age,  one 
(I)  between  five  and  twenty,  five  (5)  between  twenty  and 
fifty,  and  one  (1)  over  seventy. 

Nativity.— XjwilQ^  States,  four  (4)  ;  Canada,  two  (2)  ; 
Ireland,  one  (1)  ;  England,  one  (1).

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  daring  the  past 
year,  there  has  been  remarkably  little  sickness  among  the 
paupers, 

I  had  but  few  calls  in  the  city  during  warm  weather. 
Since  winter  set  in.  however,  I  hare  had  more  calls,  bnt 
npon  inquiry,  hare  found  that  many  of  the  applicants  were 
unworthy  of  aid  from  the  city.  I  have  xisited  the  poor 
house  as  often  as  twice  a  week,  where  I  have  always  found 
eTerything  neat  and  clean,  the  food  good,  and  in  abund- 
ance :  and  that  eTerything  was  done  to  make  the  inmates  as 
comfortable  as  possible. 

There  have  been  seyen  deaths  at  the  poor  house  during  the 
year,  from  the  following  causes  :

FINANCES. 


It  is  the  custom  of  this  department  to  adjust  and  pay  its 
indebtedness  each  year,  so  that  a  presentation  of  its  expen- 
ditures for  a  year  represents  also  its  indebtedness  and  liabil-. 
ity  properly  belonging  to  the  same  period. 

It  has  been  the  good  habit  of  the  School  Board,  not  only 
to  live  within  its  means,  but  also  to  show  a  surplus  to  its 
credit  from  year  to  year,  in  its  annual  reports  ;  and  this  re- 
port, showing,  as  it  does,  an  overdraft,  is  not  to  be  taken 
as  any  indication  of  a  changed  disposition  in  this  regard. 

The  demands  upon  this  department  during  the  past  year 
were  extraordinary. 

The  year  opened  with  an  unexpected  break  in  the  heating 
apparatus  at  the  High  School  building,  which  necessitated 
the  suspension  of  the  schools  in  that  building  for  a  week, 
and  expensive  repairs.  New  floors  were  laid  in  the  North 
Avenue  and  Falls  school  buildings,  fences  were  built  at  the 
Adams  and  High  Schools,  sewer  connection  was  made  at 
the  Pine  street  building,  the  water  pipes  at  the  North  and 
Murray  streets  building,  which  have  given  us  great  annoy- 
ance on  account  of  frost  for  several  years,  were  relaid,  and 
finally,  a  new  school  room  was  built  at  the  North  and  Murray 
streets  building,  capable  of  seating  sixty-three  pupils.  It 
was  hoped  that  the  changes  in  this  building  could  be  made 
for  about  twelve  hundred  dollars,  but  the  new  room  with 
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the  incidental  repairs  which  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
make  in  other  parts  of  the  same  building,  cost  about  eigh- 
teen hundred  dollars. 

Our  experience  in  making  repairs  and  changes  in  this  old 
building,  however,  was  not  an  unusual  one  in  such  cases, 
and  the  result  was  what  might  have  been  expected. 

The  new  room  had  to  be  heated  and  seated,  additional 
seats  had  to  be  procured  for  the  Grammar  School  room,  the 
broken  bell  at  the  High  School  had  to  be  leplaced,  while  at 
the  Grammar  Annex,  the  old  fence  was  removed,  the  grounds 
were  improved,  and  the  sidewalk  on  the  Union  street  side 
was  curbed  and  flagged. 

The  improvements  which  were  made  were  needed,  and 
are  of  a  substantial  character,  and  the  School  Commissioners 
did  only  what  they  considered  the  interests  of  the  City,  in 
respect  to  the  schools,  demanded. 

The  estimates  of  the  Finance  Committee  for  the  coming 
year  exceed  somewhat  those  of  last  year.  It  is  necessary,  in 
the  first  place,  to  provide  for  the  overdrafts  of  la:t  year,  and 
it  now  seems  probable,  as  a  second  special  item,  that  the 
Board  will  be  required  to  open  and  furnish  an  additional 
room  to  accommodate  the  increasing  numbers  in  the  Gram- 
mar School.  Should  this  be  found  necessary,  the  Board 
propose  to  tit  up  the  room  in  the  second  story  of  the  Gram- 
mar Annex  building  and  thus  provide  accommodations  for 
all  the  C  class  of  the  Grammar  grade.  This,  of  course,  vvill 
only  be  done  in  case  of  necessity. 

SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

In  speaking  of  the  expenses  of  the  year,  I  have  referred 
briefly  to  the  repairs  and  improvements  made  during  the 
year.  The  following  paragraph  from  the  l)iirlington  Free 
Press  and  Tunes,  of  SciUember  G,  gives  a  more  particular 
account  of  this  work  : 
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*'At  the  High  School  building,  the  large  halls  have  been 
tastefully  painted  in  oils  and  kalsomined  ;  the  stair  cases 
have  also  been  painted  and  the  railings  varnished  ;  the  reci- 
tations rooms  have  been  handsomely  sheathed,  to  correspond 
with  the  main  rooms,  and  the  walls  have  been  kalsomined 
and  painted.  The  basement  of  the  building  has  also  been 
painted. 

Two  new  rows  of  seats  have  been  placed  in  the  High 
School  main  room,  increasing  the  seating  capacity  to  l'2i). 

The  grounds  of  the  Grammar  School  annex  have  been 
nicely  graded,  terraced  and  turfed,  and  the  sidcnvnlk  upon 
the  east  side  of  the  building  has  been  flagged,  young  trees 
have  been  set  out  in  the  yard  and  tlie  unsightly  fence  has 
been  removed. 

Many  extensive  repairs  have  been  made  at  the  North  and 
Murray  streets  schools.  The  ell  in  the  rear  of  tlie  main 
building,  formerly  one  story  high,  has  been  raised  a  story, 
to  correspond  with  the  main  building,  tlius  giving  a  very 
largely  increased  capacity.  The  primary  department  on  tlic 
first  floor  has  now  a  large  recitation  room,  and  the  main 
room  has  been  refitted  so  as  to  seat  nearly  one  hundred  pu- 
pils. The  ceilings  have  been  sheathed  and  painted,  and 
the  entire  wood  work  of  the  building  has  also  been  painted. 

A  very  desirable  addition  has  been  m^ade  in  the  shape  of 
several  ventilating  flues,  opening  in  every  room,  which  will 
insure  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  pupils.  The  new  pri- 
mary room  in  the  second  story  of  the  ell,  is  a  high,  air}^, 
comfortable  room,  fitted  with  some  very  handsome  new 
school  furniture,  from  the  Buffalo  School  Furniture  Co., 
and  capable  of  seating  sixty-three  pupils. 

It  has  been  tastefully  seated  and  ceiled,  and  makes  one 
of  the  plfeasantest  school  rooms  in  the  city.  It  is  intended 
to  relieve  the  over-crowded  primary  room  on  the  first  floor. 
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Besides  the  internal  repairs  we  have  spoken  of,  the  outside 
of  the  building  has  been  much  improved.  All  the  wood 
work,  doors,  steps,  etc.,  have  been  painted,  and  the  brick 
work  has  been  carefully  penciled.  Young  trees  have  been 
set  out  in  the  school  yard. 

Incidental  repairs  have  been  made  at  the  Pomeroy  and 
Adams  schools.  The  halls,  doors,  steps  and  fences  have 
been  painted  and  the  grounds  cleaned  and  put  in  order.  " 

With  the  exception  of  the  Pine  street  building,. the  school 
property  is  in  unusually  good  condition. 

Although  this  building  has  been  connected  with  the  sewer 
and  some  improvements  have  been  made  by  way  of  ventilat- 
ing the  space  under  the  building,  and  rendering  the  pri- 
mary room  more  comfortable,  the  need  of  a  new  building 
still  presses  upon  us. 

When  the  last  annual  report  was  presented,  a  communi- 
cation from  the  School  Board  to  your  Honorable  Body  was 
before  you,  setting  forth  the  urgent  necessity  of  a  new  build- 
ing, and  praying  that  provision  be  made  by  you  for  its 
construction.  We  then  hoped  for  a  favorable  consideration 
of  the  matter  at  your  hands.  In  this,  however,  we  were 
disappointed.  As  the  situation  is  substantially  unchanged, 
I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  subject  again,  and 
in  doing  this,  to  make  use  of  the  sttitement  already  present- 
ed to  you,  prepared  by  Charles  E.  Allen,  Esq.,  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  School  Commissioners. 

THE    COMMISSIONERS'  'STATEMENT. 

To  the  Honor alle  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Bur- 
lington : 

By  section  27  of  the  Amended  Charter  of  the  City,  (page 
54),  it  is  made  the  "  duty  of  tlie  city  to  provide  and  main- 
tain suitable  scliool  houses  for  tiie  accommodation  of  all  the 
schools  of  the  city  ;"  the  location,  construction  and  sale  of 
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the  same  being  left  with  the  school  board,  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  city  council  to  provide  the  necessary  funds. 

In  ])resenting  the  accompanying  resolutions,  it  is  the  de- 
sire of  the  School  Board  to  give  some  of  the  principal  rea- 
sons which  have  especially  influenced  them  in  their  adop- 
tion. These  are  :  1st,  The  present  condition  of  the  Pine 
Street  building,  it  being  ill  adapted  for  school  purposes.  2d, 
Its  seriously  defective  sanitary  condition.  3d,  The  imper- 
ative necessity  of  additional  room  for  the  constantly  in- 
creasing number  of  pupils,  especially  in  that  portion  of  the 
city  which  this  school  is  designed  to  accommodate. 

First.  The  present  building  was  purchased  by  the  city 
in  1869.  It  had  been  occupied  as  a  church  for  fourteen 
years  previous,  and  although  obviously  unsuitable  in  many 
respects  for  a  public  school  house,  the  pressing  needs,  at 
the  time,  of  another  school  building,  rendered  it  advisable 
to  secure  it,  for  temporary  use,  and  until  a  more  suitable 
house  could  be  built.  The  subsequent  erection  of  the  Adams 
and  Pomeroy  school  houses  (in  1874,)  enabled  the  Board  to 
continue  its  occupancy  ;  but  the  plan  of  its  construction 
and  its  unsubstantial  character, — it  being  simply  a  frame 
surrounded  by,  a  single  course  of  brick, — rendered  ic  impos- 
sible, without  great  expense,  to  properly  arrange  its  interior 
or  make  it  convenient  or  comfortable,  especially  in  the  in- 
clement seasons  of  the  year;  while  the  absence  of  a  cellar 
continually  exposes  the  feet  and  persons  of  the  scholars  in 
the  lower  or  Primary  room  to  a  damp,  chilly  atmosphere, 
which  no  number  of  stoves  can  materially  modify. 

The  great  necessity  of  making  this  room  more  habitable, 
if  possible,  for  the  Primary  pupils,  whose  ages  render  them 
most  susceptible  to  exposure  and  disease,  induced  the  Board, 
this  last  season,  to  cause  an  examination  of  the  building  to 
be  made  by  experienced  builders,  to  ascertain  the  practica- 
bility and  estimated  expense  of  a  basement  room,  which 
should  afford  sufficient  circulation  of  air  beneath  the  lower 
floors,  and  the  space  requisite  for  suitable  heating  apparatus 
for  the  building.  The  result  was,  that  in  their  opinion,  the 
very  unsuitable  character  and  limited  size  of  the  building 
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would  not  justify  the  large  expenditure  required  to  carry 
into  effect  this  plan.  Aside  from  the  cost  of  excavation  and 
the  cellar  walls,  it  was  found  that  the  lower  frame-work  of 
the  building,  not  having  been  originally  designed  for  a  cel- 
lar, would  have  to  be  more  or  less  rebuilt  and  secur^dy  sup- 
ported. And  finally  when  the  work  was  completed  it  would 
still  be  the  same  imperfect,  small  and  ill  arranged  building 
it  is  now,  and  th  e  money  expended  on  it  w^ould  be  practi- 
cally wasted.  ' 

Second.  In  addition  to  the  hygienic  defects  of  the  lower 
room,  occasioned  by  its  close  proximity  to  the  earth,  as 
above  described,  it  is  a  fact  that  the  ground  beneath  the 
school  house  has  never  been  drained.  Not  only  does  it  re- 
ceive all  the  rain  water  which  falls  upon  the  building,  but 
what  is  still  more  serious,  it  has  been  recently  ascertained 
that  ever  since  the  premises  have  been  occupied  as  a  school 
the  waste  pipes  of  the  several  sinks  empty  directly  under 
the  building.  This  condition  of  things  tends  directly  to  the 
prevalence  of  zymotic  diseases,  and  to  allow  it  to  continue  is 
to  invite  contagion  and  epidemics.  Alrendy  in  some  in- 
stances parents  have  felt  compelled  to  take  their  children 
from  the  school,  rather  than  expose  them  to  the  risk  of 
having  their  health  undermined  by  a  longer  attendance. 

Again,  if,  as  is  estimated  by  the  best  medical  authorities, 
the  air  space  required  for  each  scholar  is  at  least  seven  hun- 
dred cubic  feet,  to  preserve  health,  what  will  be  the  certain 
effect  of  crowding  140  i)unils  into  the  upper  or  Intermediate 
school  room  which  should  be  allowed  to  have  not  to  exceed 
60  pupils,  or  150  in  the  lower  or  Primary  school  room  which 
is  hardly  large  enough  for  40,  and  where  the  ventilation  is 
so  ineffective  that  were  it  not  for  the  cracks  around  the 
doors  and  windows,  and  in  the  floors,  or  the  occasional  drop- 
ping of  a  window,  to  the  serious  exposure  of  every  child  in 
the  vicinity,  the  atmosphere  of  each  room  would  be  too  im- 
pure to  breathe,  if  not  suffocating. 

Doubtless  a  large  percentage  of  diseases  originate  in  just 
such  school  rooms,  and  knowing  these  facts,  the  present 
Sc?iool  Board,  feeling  to  a  certain  extent  the  responsibility 
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of  the  physical  as  well  as  the  mental  health  and  cultivation 
of  our  youth,  are  unwilling  to  allow  the  evil  to  remain 
longer  without  asking  you  to  j^rovide  the  means  whicli  will 
enable  them  to  remedy  it. 

Third.  But  aside  from  the  defective  condition  of  the 
building  and  all  sanitary  reasons,  the  demand  for  larger  ac- 
commodations for  our  continually  increasing  number  of 
scho-lars,  is  one  which  cannot  longer  be  deferred. 

On  23age  33  of  the  ninth  City  Report,  the  number  of  en- 
rolled pupils  in  the  fall  of  18?3  is  given  as  866.  Last  fall, 
1883,  the  number  enrolled  was  1,:289,  an  increase  of  over 
407  pupils  in  the  last  decade,  for  the  accommodation  of  at 
least  one-half  of  which  increase,  no  adequate  provision  has 
been  made  within  this  period.  And  if  our  city  continues 
to  increase,  as  we  certainly  expect  and  hope  it  will,  what 
shall  w-e  do  for  school  I'oom  in  the  immediate  future  ? 

Already  we  are  unable  to  seat  our  Grammar  school  schol- 
ars at  the  High  School  building.  There  are.  183  enrolled 
in  this  class,  and  we  have  but  117  seats  for  them  in  the 
Grammar  School,  a  room  that  at  best  should  not  be  occu- 
pied by  over  99  scholars.  Thus  far,  by  transferring  the 
surplus  to  the  Grammar  Annex  building,  which  ali'eady  has 
its  full  complement  of  pupils,  we  have  been  temporarily 
able  to  accommodate  them.  But  how^  long  must  this  con- 
dition of  things  continue  ? 

Unless  some  provision  for  them  is  soon  made,  this  Board 
will  be  compelled  to  deny  those  children  who  may  hereafter 
desire  to  enter  the  public  schools  those  educational  privi- 
leges which  every  child  in  our  city  is  entitled  to.  Instead 
of  meeting  such  with  a  refusal,  should  not  every  induce- 
ment be  offered  them  to  become  intelligent  citizens  ?  Too 
many  children,  at  best,  are  compelled  by  stern  necessity  to 
drop  out  of  the  schools,  and  such  are  rarely  again  enabled 
to  resume  their  school  work,  and  they  go  through  life 
without  any  education  unless  it  be  of  the  most  rudimentary 
character. 

This  work  of  supply  cannot  be  commenced  too  soon,  and 
at  what  point  can  we  better  begin  than  in  the  most  populous 
school  district  in  the  city  ? 
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By  the  erection  of  a  substantial,  Avell  arranged  and  venti- 
lated building  in  this  district,  of  sufficient  size  to  accommo- 
date the  Intermediate  school  pupils  of  the  present  building 
and  the  North  and  Murray  school,  the  latter  building  can 
be  entirely  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  Primary  school  in  that 
district,  and  thus  relieve  the  room  they  now  occupy,  which 
has  at  least  thirty  more  pupils  to-day,  than  should  be  allow- 
ed in  it.  The  new  building  will  also  accommodate  all  the 
Grammar  school  scholars  in  the  vicinity,  thereby  rendering 
it  unnecessary  to  give  up  the  High  School  building  to  the 
Grammar  school  and  erect  another  building  for  the  use  of 
the  more  advanced  pupils. 

If,  therefore,  an  additional  building  is  so  much  needed, 
this  board  can  but  be  of  the  opinion  that  it  should  be  locat- 
ed where  it  will  supply  the  greatest  want,  in  the  best  and 
most  economical  way. 

In  regard  to  the  cost  of  the  contemplated  structure,  this 
board  would  respectfully  recommend  the  appropriation  of 
$20,000.  *  *  * 

With  this  statement  of  our  necessities,  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provision  of  our  city  charter,  we  now  leave  the 
matter  in  your  hands,  confident  that  your  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  our  public  schools  is  equal  to  our  own,  and  that 
you  will  at  once  adopt  measures  to  supply  the  means  requir- 
ed to  enable  us  properly  to  discharge  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant duties  committed  to  our  trust,  and  one  which  must 
commend  itself  to  every  good  citizen.

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  most  respects  the  exhibit  is  a 


creditable  one,  and  the  comparison  favorable.  While  there 
was  a  loss  of  2  per  cent,  in  the  attendance  per  cent,  the  first 
term  of  the  year,  there  was  a  gain  of  6  per  cent,  the  second 
and  third  terms.  The  gain  in  enrollment  is  worthy  of 
especial  notice. 

As  compared  wirh  the  previous  year,  while  the  last  term 
showed  a  loss  of  14  (which  was  due  to  a  trimming  process 
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applied  to  the  ungraded  schools  with  a  view  to  cutting  out 
those  who  did  not  attend  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  be 
considered  pupils),  the  first  term  showed  a  gain  of  121,  and 
the  second  term  a  gain  of  40. 

And  I  may  add  in  this  connection,  that  the  number  en- 
rolled the  first  week  of  the  present  term,  was  just  100 
greater  than  the  number  reported  the  first  week  of  the 
winter  term  of  1884.  The  report  to  the  State  Superintend- 
ent shows  about  the  same  gain — the  number  of  different 
scholars  reported  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1883,  being 
1,526,  and  the  number  reported  for  the  year  ending  March 
31,  1884,  being  1,603,  an  increase  of  77. 

It  is  evident  that  the  population  of  the  city  is  increasing, 
and  it  is  well  understood  that  one  of  the  attractions  which 
Burlington  presents,  is  its  superior  educational  advantages. 

It  was  found  necessary  during  the  past  year  to  increase 
the  number  of  seats  in  five  different  school  rooms,  and  the 
present  term,  additional  seats  have  been  placed  in  still  an- 
other room. 

The  most  marked  increase  has  been  in  the  Korth  and 
Murray  district.  One  year  ago  scholars  were  transferred 
from  both  the  Intermediate  and  Primary  rooms  to  the 
Pomeroy  schools. 

In  the  following  term  the  North  and  Murray  Primary 
became  so  crowded,  that  one  of  the  stoves  was  removed  to 
make  room  for  seats,  and  even  then,  the  teachers  were  com- 
pelled to  crowd  three  pupils  upon  some  of  the  seats.  And 
thus  the  new  room  which  was  built  became  a  physical  neces- 
sity. 

This  room  was  arranged  to  seat  63  pupils,  but  last  term 
—the  first  term  of  its  occupancy—the  class  which  was 
assigned  to  it,  exceeded  the  number  of  seats,  and  the  en- 
rollment the  present  term  has  already  reached  127.  These 
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facts  bear  upon  the  expenditures  of  the  past  year,  the 
demand  for  additional  accommodations,  and  the  whole 
matter  of  the  expenses  of  this  dcpartmerjt.  As  the  city- 
grows  and  the  number  of  scholars  and  schools  increase, 
more  teaohers,  more  or  larger  buildings  and  greater  expendi- 
tures will  inevitably  follow. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

The  term  of  five  years,  for  wliich  the  text  books,  lately 
in  use,  were  adopted,  expired  November  1,  1884. 

No.  19  of  the  laws  of  Vermont,  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly  in  1882,  contains  the  follov/ing  provisions,  viz.  : 

Sec.  1.  The  books  recommended  by  the  text  book  com- 
mittees of  the  several  towns  in  1879,  to  be  used  in  the  pub- 
lic schools,  together  with  a  text  book  on  physiology  and 
hygiene  to  be  selected,  shall  be  the  authorized  books  to  be 
used  in  such  schools  until  November  1,  1889  ;  and  the  use 
in  public  schools  of  any  other  text  books,  except  as  books 
of  reference,  shall  be  unlawful,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Sec.  2.  The  text  book  committees  elected  in  the  several 
towns  at  the  annual  town  meetings  in  1884,  shall  make  con- 
tracts with  the  publishers  of  the  books  now  recommended  and 
used  in  such  towns,  which  contracts  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  which  shall  fix  the  price  at  which  all  books  on  the 
subjects  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  the  common 
schools,  shall  be  furnished  to  such  towns  for  five  years  from 
and  after  November  1,  1884.  If  the  text  book  committee 
of  any  town  cannot  obtain  satisfactory  prices  from  such 
publishers,  or  any  of  them,  in  that  case  any  such  text  book 
committee  shall  recommend  another  list  of  books  in  place 
of  those  only  for  which  satisfactory  prices  cannot  be  obtain- 
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ed,  and  shall  then  make  a  contract  as  herein  provided  with 
the  publishers  of  such  other  text  books. 

Sec.  7.  The  text  book  committee  in  each  town  shall 
immediately  after  such  contract  is  made  as  provided  in  this 
act,  cause  the  list  of  books  contracted  for,  together  with  the 
contract  price,  to  be  printed  and  a  copy  thereof  to  be  given 
to  each  family  iu  town,  and  to  be  jiosted  in  the  postoffice  or 
other  public  place,  and  in  each  school  house  in  town. 

Act  No.  32,  Laws  of  Vermont,  passed  by  the  General 
Assembly  in  1884,  contains  the  following  provisions,  viz. : 

Sec.  1.  Section  three  of  number  19,  of  the  acts  of  1882, 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  The  several 
textbook  committees,  shall  before  January  1,  1885,  make 
suitable  arrangements  with  one  or  more  persons  in  such 
town,  who  shall  keep  upon  sale  the  text  books  contracted 
for,  and  such  person  shall  receive  not  m.ore  than  the  freight 
and  express  charges  and  ten  per  centum  advance  upon 
the  contract  price. 

The  members  of  the  school  board,  acting  in  conformity 
with  the  law,  and  in  accordance  with  their  own  judgments  as 
well,  made  very  few  changes  in  text  books  as  will  be  observed 
by  th^list  of  books  adopted,  which  follows — the  only  changes 
being  the  dropping  of  Webb's  Word  Method,  the  substitu- 
tion of  Heed  &  Kellogg's  English  Grammars  for  Green's, 
and  the  addition  of  Appleton's  Introductory  Fourth  Reader, 
Colburn's  Intellectual  Arithmetic,  and  Hutchison's  Physio- 
logy and  Hygiene. 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Act  No.  19,  Laws  of 
Vermont,  approved  November  28,  1882,  a  list  of  text-books, 
for  use  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Burlington,  for  the  term  of 
five  years  from  November  1st,  1884,  has  been  adopted,  and 
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contracts  have  been  made  with  the  publishers  to  furnish 
the  books  at  stipulated  prices.

PRIZE  ESSAYS  ON  STIMULANTS  AND  NARCOTICS. 

About  a  year  ago,  the  ladies  of  the  "Women's  Christian 
Temperance  Union"  of  this  city,  proposed  to  the  Board  of 
School  Commissioners,  to  give  prizes  to  the  pupils  in  the 
Public  Schools  who  should  write  tlie  best  essays  upon  the 
evil  effects  of  Stimulants  and  Narcotics,  and,  in  substance, 
upon  the  following  plan  : 

That  special  information  and  instruction  be  given  to  the 
scholars  upon  these  subjects,  and  so  far  as  possible,  in  con- 
nection with  the  regular  language  and  composition  work, 
and  a[ter  preliminary  writing  followed  by  correction,  the 
pupils  should  then,  upon  an  appointed  day,  at  the  same 
time,  without  notes  of  previous  writing  or  other  aid  except 
the  information  and  instruction  received,  write  upon  some 
pha^  of  these  subjects  : 

The  essays  thus  written  should  then,  without  correction 
or  change,  with  the  writers  indicated  only  by  numbers,  bo 
submitted  to  committees  who  should  award  the  prizes. 

This  proposition  was  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the 
State  law  already  passed,  which  prescribed,  as  one  of  the 
branches  of  study  in  the  Public  Schools,  "Elementary  Phy- 
siology and  Hygiene  which  shall  give  special  prominence  to 
the  effects  of  stimulants  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  sys- 
tem." 
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Believing  that  the  effect  of  this  special  work  would  be 
beneficial  in  many  ways,  the  Board  accepted  the  proposition 
so  far  as  to  allow  the  plan  proposed  to  apply  to  the  High 
and  Grammar  schools. 

Teachers  and  scholars  entered  into  the  work  Avith  much 
interest,  and  availed  themselves  of  all  accessible  information 
which  could  be  gained  from  public  and  private  libraries,  and 
from  physicians  and  other  well  informed  persons.  The  re- 
sults, looked  at  as  school  work  merely,  were  in  most  respects 
very  gratifying.  Not  only  was  great  interest  awakened  in 
these  important  subjects,  but  the  essays,  in  appearance  and 
in  matter,  were  very  creditable  to  teachers  and  scholars. 

The  committees  of  award  were,  for  the  essays  of  the  High 
School,  Dr.  J.  H.  Worcester,  Dr.  L.  0.  Brastow  and  Mr. 
A.  S.  Dewey  ;  and  for  those  of  the  Grammar  school  grade, 
Eev.  M.  D.  Jump,  Prof.  J.  Isham  Bliss  and  E.  B.  Taf t,  Esq. 

The  committees  having  made  their  reports,  a  public  meet- 
ing was  held  at  the  City  Hall  on  the  evening  of  April  18th, 
at  which  the  successful  competitors  read  their  essays  and  re- 
ceived their  prizes. 

The  people  manifested  their  interest  in  this  work  by  a 
very  large  attendance  at  the  City  Hall  meeting  on  a  very 
unfavorable  night. 

We  have  not  usually  looked  with  favor  upon  the  plan  of 
giving  prizes  or  upon  special  exercises  of  this  character,  but 
in  this  instance,  both  the  end  sought  and  the  results  accom- 
plished, justified  the  course  pursued. 

The  rej^ort  of  the  public  meeting,  given  in  the  local  Oaiiy, 
says  that  The  essays  were  creditable,  both  as  to  their  mat- 
ter and  manner,  and  were  read  in  a  clear,  distinct  and  grace- 
ful manner  by  their  writers." 

Dr.  Brastow,  in  his  remarks,  said  :  "  I  would  like  to  say 
that  I  have  been  very  glad  to  be  a  committee  man,  although 
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I  have  felt  some  reluctance  at  being  one  of  the  means  of  de- 
ciding the  fate  of  tliese  enthusiastic  boys  and  girls,  and  es- 
pecially since  so  many  of  them  came  so  very  near  the  prize. 
I  think  if  there  are  any  college  boys  here  to-night,  they  will 
be  willing  to  say  that  the  essays  which  they  have  heard 
from  these  High  School  pupils  are  quite  up  to  the  level  of 
some  of  their  own  work.  It  certainly  takes  a  good  deal  of 
intellectual  power  and  study  to  get  such  physiological  facts 
as  these  essays  have  displayed  without  any  particular  know- 
ledge of  physiology. 

"The  committee  has  had  an  ^  embarrassment  of  riches ' 
to  perplex  it  in  making  its  awards.  In  conclusion  I  would 
congratulate  the  ladies  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  superintendent 
and  teachers  upon  the  very  successful  results  of  their  la- 
bors." 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSICAL  FESTIVAL. 

Six  years  ago,  a  musical  festival  was  held,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Mr.  H.  Thompson,  then  as  now,  the  instruc- 
tor in  music. 

In  the  first  festival,  only  the  three  grades  participated. 
Since  that  time,  Mr.  Thompson's  instruction  has  been  car- 
ried to  the  High  School. 

Last  Spring  Term,  the  Board  decided  to  hold  another 
festival  w^hicli  should  include  all  grades  of  our  schools. 
This  festival  occurred  June  13th,  1884:,  and  the  following 
account  of  it  appeared  in  the  "  Free  Press  and  Times^^  of 
the  next  day  : 

The  second  musical  festival  by  the  children  of  our  pub- 
lic schools  was  given  in  Howard  Opera  House,  last  evening, 
in  the  presence  of  one  of  the  largest  audiences  ever  gathered 
in  the  hotise.    Every  seat  was  occupied,  and  the  scene  from

the  stage  must  have  been  almost  as  inspiriting  as  was  the 
scene  of  the  six  hundred  and  fifty  children  on  the  stage  to 
the  audience.  When  the  curtain  was  dropped  and  the 
whole  space  behind  was  seen  filled  with  bright  faces,  the 
girls'  white  dresses  forming  a  pretty  background  to  all, — 
the  audience  applauded  heartily  ;  and  it  was,  indeed,  one  of 
the  most  attractive  spectacles  which  could  be  imagined.

The  full  choruses,  "America,"  "Prayer  for  our  Country" 
and  the  Doxology  v/ere  sung  witli  a  volume  of  tone,  a  power 
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and  precision,  which  were  really  admirable.  Of  the  other 
songs,  we  would  mention  as  of  special  merit,  ^'The  Ivv,"  by 
the  intei'mediate  schools,  which  would  have  been  perfectly 
rendered  but  for  a  little  too  much  voice  on  the  part  of  the  altos; 
''See  the  Conquering  Hero  Comes,"  by  the  High,  Grammar 
and  Intermediate  schools— one  of  the  finest  things  of  the 
evening;  "Spring  Song"  by  the  Primary  schools,  "Fare- 
well to  the  Forest,"  by  the  High  and  Grammar  schools,  and 
the  splendidly  rendered  selection  from  "  Eedemption," — 
"Lovely  Appear  over  the  Mountains."  This  selection  was 
sung  in  a  manner  which  might  be  envied  by  many  a  chorus 
of  practiced  singers,  and  was  repeated  in  response  to  an 
encore.  Between  the  two  parts  of  the  programme,  by  re- 
que^st,  the  children  sang  by  sign  manual,  chromatics,  triads 
and  part  music,  and  were  encored  for  the  admirable  man- 
ner in  which  they  interpreted  the  signs  of  their  conductor 
and  teacher,  Mr.  Thompson.  Too  much  praise  cannot  be 
given  to  Mr.  Thompson  for  the  excellent  performance  of 
his  pupils.  rjy^^  concert  was 

in  every  respect  a  most  gratifying  success,  and  will  long  be 
remembered  with  pleasure  by  all  who  were  present." 

GRADUATIisG  EXERCISES  OE  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

One  method  of  judging  of  the  training  of  our  schools  is 
furnished  by  the  graduating  exercises  of  the  High  School. 
These  exercises,  if  the  size  and  character  of  the  audiences 
are  any  indication,  are  attracting  greater  attention,  particu- 
larly on  the  part  of  our  business  men,  than  formerly. 

Of  the  exercises  of  the  last  graduating  class^  a  writer  in 
the  "  Free  Press  ayid  Times said  : 

"  The  graduating  exercises  of  the  class  of  1884,  of  the 
High  School,  were  held  in  the  Howard  Opera  House,  yes- 
terday afternoon,  in  the  presence  of  a  very  large  audience. 
*     *  To  distinguish  between  the  comparative  merits 

of  so  many  excellent  speakers  as  represented  the  class  of  '84, 
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would  exceed  our  proyince  and  our  space.  That  all  did 
well,  and  unusually  well,  was  very  evident  from  the  close 
attention  and  cordial  applause  of  the  audience. 

^'  There  was  a  marked  advance  in  the  dignity  of  the  exer- 
cises. The  orations  and  essays  were  mature,  well  consider- 
ed, well  expressed  and  well  delivered,  and  there  was  a  re- 
freshing absence  of  that  affectation,  high-flown  language 
and  manufactured  emotion,  which  have  marred  too  many 
of  these  exercises  in  the  past. 

"  We  were  glad  not  to  see  a  revival  of  the  old  valedictory 
and  address  to  the  teachers,  which  has  sometimes  detracted 
so  much  from  the  manliness  and  womanliness  of  otherwise 
interesting  exhibitions.  The  speakers,  both  ladies  and  gen- 
tlemen, showed  the  fruits  of  judicious  training,  a  wise  se- 
lection of  subjects,  careful  preparation,  and  a  pleasant 
manner  upon  the  stage." 

GE^TERAL  COISTDITIOK. 

There  have  been  no  important  changes  in  the  course  of 
study  or  methods  of  instruction  during  the  |)ast  year.  The 
aim  has  been  to  do  good  foundation  work. 

Our  schools  do  not  make  a  point  of  specialties,  but  they 
seek  rather  to  prepare  the  pupils  by  discipline,  and  instruc- 
tion in  essentials  and  fundamentals,  to  enter  the  various 
avenues  opened  by  the  different  employments  and  pursuits 
of  life. 

Many  of  the  graduates  of  our  High  School  are  now  occu- 
pying positions  of  responsibility  and  usefulness.  Their 
training  in  our  schools  has  been  found  worth  much  to  them. 
They  are  demonstrating  that  the  general  training,  sustained 
by  the  strong  moral  force  which  goes  with  the  Public 
Schools,  is  of  much  greater  value  than  special  and  specious 
instruction,  based  upon  a  narrow  plan,  which  exalts  some 
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particular  branch  to  the  neglect  of  other  more  important 
subjects.  The  one  course  produces  symmetrical  develop- 
ment, the  other  leads  to  weakness,  or  sometimes,  to  a  sort 
of  ornamental  deformity.  Our  schools  are  endeavoring  to 
do  steady,  earnest  work  all  along  the  line  of  progress. 

In  general  it  may  be  said  that  during  the  year  the  disci- 
pline has  been  good,  and  the  instruction  thorough.  Few 
cases  of  suspension  have  occurred,  and  few  instances  of  fall- 
ing from  classes  on  account  of  deficient  scholarship. 

We  are  constantly  devising  means  to  cause  the  scholars  to 
tMnk  for  themselves,  and  to  do  independent  work. 

Partly  with  this  in  view  mental  arithmetic  has  been  res- 
tored to  our  course  of  study,  and  Colburn's  Intellectual 
Arithmetic  has  been  adopted.  Such  use  of  it  will  be  made 
as  seems  advisable. 

Believing  that  the  scholars  should  become  more  familiar 
with  the  history  of  our  own  country, — with  the  men  and 
the  events  which  make  up  that  history — and  thus  be  taught 
lessons  of  loyalty  and  patriotism,  the  Board  have  procured 
Goodrich's  Child's  History  for  use  as  supplementary  reading 
in  the  Intermediate  schools,  and  Higginson's  Young  Folks' 
History  for  use  in  the  same  way  in  the  Grammar  School. 

For  the  purpose  of  acquainting  our  scholars  with  the  writ- 
iugs  of  som.e  of  our  best  authors,  selections  from  Irving, 
Hawthorne,  Longfellovv,  Whittier,  and  Holmes,  have  also 
been  furnished  as  reading  matter  to  the  Schools. 

DIME  XOTELS.  " 

Much  has  been  said  recently  of  the  demoralizing  influence 
of  bad  books  and  papers.  But  it  would  be  difficult  to  exag- 
gerate this  evil. 

During  'the  past  year  my  attention  has  been  particularly 
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drawn  to  the  pernicious  effects  of  reading  sensational  and 
trashy  books  and  papers,  upon  some  of  the  scholars,  and  I 
have  found  in  nearly  every  instance  of  persistent  and  wilful 
misconduct  that  the  pupil  has  been  addicted  to  reading  this 
wretched  stuff.  Most  parents  would  be  horrified  if  their 
children  should  choose  as  their  intimate  associates,  the 
vilest  and  worst  men  and  women  in  the  city,  and  yet,  to 
their  children,  with  their  active  and  vivid  imaginations,  the 
characters  in  the  stories  which  they  read,  are  as  truly  their 
associates  as  the  actual  boys  and  girls,  and  men  and  women 
whom  they  meet.  And  so  they  have  with  them  constantly 
companions  who  are  dishonest,  deceitful,  trejicherous  and 
every  way  vicious,  and  whose  lives  are  chiefly  made  up  of 
deeds  of  lust  and  violence.  These  young  readers  live  amid 
scenes  of  vice  and  crime,  until  they,  too,  impelled  by  a  law 
which  cannot  be  evaded,  become  somewhat  like  the  creatures 
of  their  imagination. 

About  as  well  might  such  children  be  sent  to  the  jail,  the 
reform  school,  the  work-house,  or  the  penitentiary  for  com- 
panionship. 

This  subject  is  earnestly  commended  to  parents. 

One  step  in  the  work  of  eradicating  this  evil  is  to  label 
this  kind  of  literature  and  to  treat  it  as  poison,  "  and  the 
next  step  is  to  substitute  in  its  place  that  which  is  substan- 
tial and  wholesome. 

I  have,  in  former  reports,  referred  to  the  work  in  this 
line,  which  some  of  our  teachers  have  done  in  connection 
with  the  Fletcher  Free  Library. 

This  work  has  been  productive  of  valuable  results,  and  its 
importance  can  not  easily  be  overestimated.

The  good  will  of  friends  has  been  manifested  in  several 
valuable  gifts  to  the  High  and  Grammar 'Schools,  which  it 
is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge.

TEACHERS. 

The  roll  of  teachers,  while  it  omits  some  names  greatly 
missed,  and  contains  some  new  names,  is  mainly  the  same 
that  has  appeared  in  previous  reports. 

The  policy  of  our  School  Board  has  been  to  retain  its 
teachers  as  long  as  possible. 

While  we  regret  the  loss  of  those  who  have  gone,  we  con- 
sider ourselves  especially  fortunate  in  our  new  appoint- 
ments. 

Our  teachers  make  our  schools,  and  if  the  latter  have  any 
excellences,  they  are  due  chiefly  to  the  former. 
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For  the  competent,  skilful  and  conscientious  work  which 
our  teachers  have  done  and  are  doin^,  I  wish  to  express  cor- 
dial appreciation.  , 

For  the  judicious  care  they  exercise  over  the  comfort  and 
health  of  their  pupils,  which  enables  them  to  return  more 
children  to  their  homes  sound  and  well  Friday  afternoons, 
than  they  receive  Monday  mornings,  and  at  the  close  of 
every  term  of  school,  than  they  receive  at  the  beginning 
of  the  following  term  ;  for  that  patience  and  discretion 
which  characterize  their  management  of  large  numbers  of 
pupils  of  so  many  different  dispositions,  temperaments  and 
conditions ;  and  for  that  active  and  benevolent  interest 
which  is  by  no  means  limited  to  their  school  rooms,  but 
goes  out  after  their  pupils,  seeking  their  improvement  and 
elevation,  and  in  many  instances  accomplishing  the  reform- 
ation of  those  who  otherwise  would  lead  lives  of  shame  and 
crime,— for  these  things  we  owe  hearty  thanks.  One  such 
teacher,  whose  life  and  service  here  for  many  years  furnished 
an  illustration  of  what  is  best  in  a  teacher,  Death  has  lately 
released  from  long  illness  and  suffering. 

Of  her,  another  can  more  fitly  speak.

This  report  ought  not  to  close  without  a  word  of  memorial 
of  one  of  our  teachers,  as  long  in  fidelity  as  in  service  among 
us,  who  has  lately  passed  away.  Miss  Eva  E.  Sallies,  after 
having  taught  as  an  assistant  in  our  schools  for  about  three 
years,  was  principal  of  the  Pine  Street  Primary  School, 
from  1874  to  1883.    During  these  nine  years,  she  quite  ful- 
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filled  what  a  teacher  of  younger  scholars  should  be.  Capa- 
ble and  wise  in  her  teaching,  and  ready  for  new  sugges- 
tions that  promised  well  in  this  line  of  her  work,  her  disci- 
pline was  her  strong  point.  Yet  her  strength  here  lay  in 
her  gentleness,  which  still  took  nothing  from  her  jfirmness. 
She  ruled  by  kindness.  She  governed  with  that  friendly 
personal  interest  in  each  of  the  little  people  in  her  charge, 
which  ensures  the  best  of  government. 

Within  the  last  year  or  two  of  her  service,  signs  showed 
themselves  of  the  disease  of  the  lungs,  which  belonged  in 
her  family.  She  bore  up  bravely  against  it,  but  had  finally 
to  succumb.  In  the  last  months,  after  she  had  to  give  up, 
she  gratefully  found  a  quiet  home  with  us,  in  the  "Julia 
Edmunds "  room  in  our  Mary  Fletcher  Hospital  ;  where 
it  was  the  privilege  of  friends  often  to  see  her,  and 
always  to  find  her  happy  and  content.  Early  in  her  illness 
she  knew  that  it  was  her  last,  and  her  peace  of  mind  was 
perfect  in  anticipating  the  end.  Her  teacher-life  had  been 
all  that  was  faithful,  and  the  close  of  it  was  full  of  faith. 

On  the  morning  of  the  17th  of  November,  some  simple 
funeral  service  was  held  for  her  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Unitarian 
Church,  to  which  gathered  many  attached  friends,  teachers 
from  the  various  city  schools^  and  little  scholars  from  that 

Pine  Street  Primary  "  with  which  she  was  so  long  identi- 
fied, to  pay  their  last  tribute  of  affectionate  respect.  And 
then  her  mortal  part  w^as  reverently  taken  up,  to  be  borne 
to  Stowe  and  laid  in  her  family  burial  place. 

In  one  of  her  books  was  found  these  lines,  written  on  the 

fly-leaf  by  the  friend  who  gave  it  to  her  : — 

"And  when  the  world  shall  link  your  names 
With  gracious  lives  and  manners  fine, 
The  Teacher  will  assert  her  claims, 
And  proudly  whisper  '  These  were  mine  !'  " 

The  verses  may  stand  as  her  simple  and  true  eulogy. 
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C015-0LUSI0N. 

Results  furnish  the  best  measure  of  the  value  of  the  train- 
ing and  instruction  given  in  our  schools.  The  public  exer- 
cises which  have  been  particularly  mentioned  in  this  report, 
have  been  exhibitions  of  instruction  in  different  subjects  of 
study,  and  of  the  general  training  which  our  pupils  receive. 

The  other  school  work  which  has  been  going  on  from 
day  to  day  quietly  contributing  its  share  to  the  general  re- 
sult, would,  I  think,  bear  favorable  comparison  with  that 
which  has  been  more  prominently  made  public. 

In  making  this  report  I  have  drawn  somewhat  freely  from 
the  opinions  and  accounts  of  others.  I  have  done  this, 
partly  because  these  quotations  have  seemed  to  me  discrimi- 
nating and  just,  and  partly  because  the  estimate  of  the  results 
of  different  phases  of  our  v/ork,  on  the  part  of  intelligent 
and  unprejudiced  observers,  is  of  especial  value.  We  who 
are  connected  with  the  schools  cannot  be  free  from  bias  in 
their  favor  ;  but  those  who  look  on  from  the  outside,  can  do 
so  with  judgment  unaffected  by  personal  interest. 

For  all  generous  commendations,  and  friendly  criticisms 
we  are  gratefuL  And  finally,  for  that  hearty  support  and 
considerate  kindness  which  characterize  the  people  of  Bur- 
lington in  their  relations  with  the  public  schools,  I  wish 
again,  gentlemen,  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  and  personally,  to  express  sincere  thanks,  and  to 
assure  you  that  the  effort  shall  be  continued  to  make  the 
public  schools  worthy  of  the  city  whose  interests  are  com- 
mitted to  your  care.

To  the  City  Council : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  second  annual 
report,  as  follows  : 

The  case  of  K.  B.  Walker  y.  the  city,  brought  to  recover 
180.31  taxes  paid  by  him  under  protest,  has  been  decided 
by  the  Supieme  Courts  in  his  favor,  and  the  city  has  paid 
the  judgmint; 

In  view  of  the  decision  in  Walkers  case  I  consented  to 
have  the  case  of  R.  S.  Taft  and  wife  v.  the  city  disposed  of, 
by  a  dismissal  of  the  bill,  without  prejudice  and  without 
cost,  at  the  last  September  Term  of  our  Chancery  Court. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  this  was  a  suit  in  chancery 
brought  by  the  orators  against  the  city  to  enjoin^he  collectiou 
of  city  taxes  assessed  against  them  in  1ST9.  I  am  informed 
that  for  a  time  there  was  a  prospect  of  compromising  the 
case,  but  during  my  term  of  office  I  could  effect  nothing  in 
that  respect,  and  I  took  the  only  other  course  with  the  case, 
which  seemed  to  me  the  proper  one,  to  bring  it  to  an  end. 

Three  appeals  have  been  taken  from  the  City  Court  in 
criminal  cases  during  the  past  year,  in  which  the  city  was 
interested,  viz.; 
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State  V.  Doyle,  and  State  v.  Dumas  for  illegal  voting,  and 
State  V.  Roukes  for  a  breach  of  the  peace. 

These  cases  have  been  disposed  of  in  the  County  Court ; 
the  respondents  were  severally  fined  and  the  fines  and  costs 
have  been  paid  over  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  case  of  W.  0.  &  A.  F.  Atwater  v.  the  city,  was  an 
appeal  from  a  sewer  assessment,  and  has  been  settled  by  ap- 
pellants paying  $250  and  costs. 

At  the  last  April  term  of  the  County  Court  C.  H.  Blodgett 
and  L.  A.  Drew  entered  an  appeal  from  a  sewer  assessment 
on  Maple  Street.  This  case  has  been  tried  and  the  city  has 
obtained  a  judgment  against  the  appellants,  for  the  amount 
of  their  respective  assessments  and  costs,  which  the  City 
Treasurer  is  now  collecting. 

The  only  suit  or  case  of  any  kind  in  which  the  city  is  a 
party  at  the  present  time,  is  one  of  Piatt  &  Allen  and  others 
V.  Colchester  et  als.,  which  was  entered  in  the  County 
Court  at  the  last  April  Term. 

This  is  a  petition  for  the  establishment  of  a  bridge  over 
Lamoille  Eiver  below  West  Milton  and  for  the  laying  of 
highways  in  connection  therewith,  with  a  view,  as  it  is 
claimed,  of  providing  a  shorter  and  better  route  from  South 
Hero  by  way  of  the  Sand  Bar  Bridge,  Milton  and  Colchester 
to  Burlington. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  County  Court  to 
inquire  into  the  convenience  and  necessity  of  such  bridge 
and  highways  reported  to  the  County  Court  at  the  last 
September  term  that  the  bridge  ought  to  be  built  and  high- 
ways laid,  and  then  apportioned  the  expense  between  Grand 
Isle,  South  Hero,  Milton,  Colchester  and  Burlington,  mak- 
ing the  proportion  of  Burlington  31  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
cost  of  said  bridge  and  highways.    It  is  estimated  that  the 
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cost  of  such  bridge  and  higliwavs  will  be  from  ten  to  fifteen 
thousand  dollars. 

I  think  it  is  the  opinion  of  most  of  our  taxjoayers  who 
have  given  the  subject  any  consideration,  that  this  appor- 
tionment on  Burlington  is  excessive  and  unjust  ;  that  the 
building  of  this  bridge  ten  miles  away,  between  two  other 
towns,  will  be  of  no  appreciable  advantage  to  Burlington  ; 
and  that  all  reasonable  efforts  should  be  made  to  ^Drotect 
our  city  from  such  an  unreasonable  apportionment.  I  have 
therefore  taken  exceptions  to  the  rejxirt  of  said  Commission- 
ers in  respect  to  said  apportionment,  and  the  case  will  prob- 
ably be  heard  by  the  County  Court  at  the  next  April  Term.

The  whole  number  of  commissioned  police  is  63  ;  of  this 
number  55  are  private  watchmen  at  the  several  mills  and 
manufactories,  and  without  costs  to  the  city,  and  eight  have 
been  on  the  regular  force  up  to  November,  since  which  time 
there  have  been  seven  on  duty  in  the  several  wards. 

There  are  two  prisoners  in  jail  at  the  present  time  whose 
board  is  chargeable  to  the  City. 

The  City  has  been  very  orderly  during  the  year ;  very  few 
complaints  have  come  to  me  of  policemen  not  doing  their 
duty, — they  have  been  always  ready  and  willing  when  called 
upon,  so  far  as  I  know.  I  have  endeavored  to  have  the 
men  on  duty  where  they  could  be  called  at  all  times,  both 
night  and  day.  There  has  been  a  policeman  in  the  station 
at  all  hours  of  the  night,  and  I  have  found  it  very  necessary, 
as  the  Telephone  from  the  different  wards  can  call  a  man 
when  they  want  him,  if  in  the  station. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to 
your  honorable  board  for  the  kindness  extended  to  me  in 
the^discharge  of  my  several  duties  the  past  year.

The  "Home"  has  pursued  its  work  of  caring  for  destitute 
children  duriiig  the  past  jear,  with  an  ever-iucreasiug  reali- 
zation of  its  magnitude  and  importance.  As  experience 
teaches  us  the  solemn  I'csponsibilities  of  the  work,  it  assumes 
proportions  which  may  not  be  ignored  or  lightly  set  aside. 
As  in  the  family,  so  in  the  "  Home,"  the  A\elfare  of  the 
children  is  the  object  of  paramount  importance. 

Thirty-eight  children  have  been  admitted,  making  in  all 
one  hundred  and  one,  (101)  who  have  enjoyed  its  sheltering 
care  within  the  year.  Of  these,  thirteen  (13)  were  infants, 
from  three  weeks  to  three  years  of  age.  Thirty-seven  have 
been  sent  out  on  trial.  Some  of  these  have  been  returned. 
The  largest  number  in  the  Institution  at  one  time  within  the 
year,  has  been  sixty-six. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  generally  been  good.  No 
death  has  occurred  in  the  "Home"  within  the  past  year. 

The  general  management  has  been  the  same  as  in  previous 
years,  except  that  cane-work  has  been  suspended,  because 
the  work  could  not  be  secured. 

This  is  much  to  be  regretted,  as  it  is  the  only  industry 
taught  the  boys  in  the  "Home,"  But  we  trust  that  the  l  e- 
vival  of  business  throughout  the  country,  will  enable  us  to 
resume  cane-work  in  the  "Home." 

The  managers  claim  that  the  Institution  is  doing  a  good 
wofk,  not  only  to  our  utifortunate  children  themselves,  but 
for  the  commonwealth,  by  removing  the  children  who  are 
town  charges,  from  the  contaminating  associations  of  the 
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Poor  Houses,  to  a  purer  atmosphere,  where  they  may  be 
mentally  and  morally  trained  for  usefulness  and  self-main- 
tenance. 

The  "Home"  does  not  propose  to  relieve  the  several 
towns  of  the  pecuniary  support  of  their  pauper  children.  On 
the  contrary,  towns  should  support  their  -OAvn  poor,  but 
towns  cannot  provide  especially  for  the  care  and  training  of 
their  pauper  children,  apart  from  their  adult  poor,  and  the 
"  Home"  possesses  the  facilities  for  doing  this  work,  and  re- 
taining to  the  children  their  own  self-respect  as  well.  The 
plan  pursued  is,  after  months  or  years,  as  the  case  may  be, 
of  physical,  moral  and  religious  training  and  development, 
to  provide  each  child  with  a  good  christian  home,  where 
home  influences  and  affections  may  complete  the  develop- 
ment into  men  and  women  in  the  highest  sense  of  those 
terms.  This  is  the  end  for  which  the  Home"  labors,  and 
surely  an  Institution,  with  so  high  an  aim,  deserves  well  of 
our  fellow  citizens. 

True  this  object  is  not  always  attained  in  every  individ- 
ual instance  ;  but  where  there  is  one  failure,  there  are 
many  others  who  prove  priceless  blessings  in  quiet,  unausten- 
tatious  homes,  where  no  herald  proclaims  the  self-sacrific- 
ing, loving  care  bestowed  upon  these  children.  And  the 
reward  of  fidelity  to  so  sacred  a  trust  is  assured,  since  w^e 
are  ''workers  together"  with  Him  who  has  proclaimed 
Himself  the  ''Father  of  the  fatherless."

It  may  be  difficult  to  have  mnch  connection  between  the 
present;  work  of  the  Howard  Relief  Society,  and  the  effort 
during  the  winter  of  18G8  to  dispense  food  and  clothing  to 
the  destitute  ;  but  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  that  was  the  first 
work  in  Burlington  of  any  Society  for  this  purpose.  The 
next  winter  a  soup  house  was  opened  ;  it  was  continued  un- 
til the  managers  discovered,  as  has  been  i)roved  in  many 
cities,  that  this  indisci'iminate  charity  only  fostered  pauper- 
ism, and  the  Employment  Office,  wliicli  Mrs.  Ellen  L.  Piatt 
planned  and  carried  out  succ  s.^fully,  was  a  movement  in  the 
right  dirtction.  It  was  opened  in  January,  1879.  A  com- 
mittee of  twelve  ladies  was  organized  ;  an  attempt  was  made 
to  put  a  stop  to  street-begging,  which  is  always  demoraliz- 
ing, and  sewing  was  given  to  the  needy  women  for  which 
they  were  paid  in  clothing  and  provisions.  It  was  a  trying 
season,  for,  as  in  the  present  winter,  the  men  were  unable  to 
find  employment.  I  have  only  space  here  to  allude  to  Mrs. 
Piatt's  labors.  Those  who  have  been  interested  in  the 
charitable  work  in  our  city,  will  not  forget  her  unwearied 
devotion  to  all  who  were  suffering  fr(>m  poverty  and  sick- 
ness, and  her  energetic  efforts  to  relieve  distress. 

The  work  was  continued  during  the  winter  of  1882,  and 
that  the  importance  and  usefulness  of  the  Society  was  re- 
cognized is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  rent  of  the  rooms 
they  occupied  was  paid  that  year  by  the  City.  At  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  on  Octo- 
ber 25,  1883,  the  membeis  voted  that  the  Howard  Relief 
Society  should  be  requested  to  take  charge  of  the  Industrial 
School.  This  new  resi)onsibil!ty  was  accepted,  for  it  seemed 
proper  that  this  work  should  be  carried  on  by  a  Society  that 
knew  the  n-ceds  of  the  children  from  acquaintance  with 
most  of  their  mothers.    Its  numbers  have  increased,  till  at 
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present  about  175  children,  including  65  boys,  meet  every 
Saturday  afternoon  at  the  rooms  of  the  Howard  Eelief  So- 
ciety. 

All  our  work  is  approved  and  often  aided  by  the  efficient 
Overseer  of  the  Poor,  Mr.  Greene.  Through  his  influence  we 
have,  year  bv  year,  received  by  vote  of  the  aldermen,  the 
money  necessary  for  the  rent  of  the  rooms  we  occupy,  so 
that  the  donations  that  are  contributed  can  be  used  entirely 
for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  city.  In  the  Treasurer's 
Report  of  May  23,  1884,  I  find  that  the  contributions,  in- 
cluding 1100  received  from  the  City,  with  the  balance  of 
the  year  preceding  of  $157.02,  were  $400. 12.  The  disburse- 
ments I392.C1. 

Nov.  19,  1884,  a  bill  was  approved  by  the  Legislature 
then  in  session  giving  it  a  charter  under  the  name  of  the 
Howard  Relief  Society.  The  work  at  })resent  consists  in 
visiting  and  caring  for  the  sick,  relieving  suffering,  and 
distribution  in  providing  warm  clothing  for  neglected  chil- 
dren, and  by  that  means  keeping  them  in  the  public  schools, 
in  preventing  street-begging,  as  in  every  case  of  which  we 
are  informed,  the  family  are  visited  and  if  needy,  receive 
help,  in  providing  sewing  for  the  poor  women  who  come  to 
us  for  aid,  so  that  they  inay  pay  in  work  for  the  help  they 
receive  ;  and  as  far  as  possible  the  Howard  Relief  Society  en- 
deavors to  show  by  the  sympatliy  that  kind-hearted  women 
ca!i  give  to  those  in  poverty  and  distress,  that  our  trust  is  in 
Him  who  has  told  us  to  clothe  the  naked,  visit  the  sick,  and 
give  food  to  the  hungry,  for  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it 
unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it, 
unto  Me."

Two  lead  services  have  been  replaced  with  iron  pipe. 

The  set  of  maps  showing  mains,  gates,  hydrants  and  cut- 
offs, begun  in  1877,  but  for  several  years  neglected,  have 
this  season  been  completed,  and  ail  measurements  previously 
recorded  verified.  The  book  showing  measurements  to  the 
gates,  begun  at  the  same  time,  has  also  been  completed,  and 
a  copy  made  for  the  use  of  the  foreman. 

A  map  for  the  office  has  been  completed,  showing  that 
part  of  the  works  lying  east  of  Prospect  street,  which  we^s 
not  included  in  previous  maps. 
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The  map  department  is  now  complete,  as  far  as  present 
information  will  permit,  and  with  a  little  worK  each  season 
their  usefulness  can  be  maintained. 

At  the  same  time  that  the  map  measurements  were  veri- 
fied, an  examination  was  made  of  all  gate  and  cut-off  boxes, 
and  defective  ones  renewed  as  far  as  possible.  The  cost  of 
this  wor.k  has  been  larger  than  common,  as  after  using  up 
what  wooden  boxes  were  on  hand,  it  was  deemed  best  to  use 
onl}^  iron  boxes,  a  number  of  which  are  on  hand  for  next 
season's  use. 

There  was  used  in  tbe  above  work: 

193  iron  stop  boxes;  41  wooden  stop  boxes;  2  wooden  gate 
boxes;  12  iron  gate  boxes;  1  hydrant  box. 

PUilPING 

The  pumping  machinery  and  boilers  are  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  gale  of  May  2  damaged  the  pier,  wells,  derrick, 
scales,  platform  and  coal  shed,  which  have  been  but  partially 
repaired.  Should  the  present  station  be  continued  there  is 
an  opportunity  for  extensive  repairs. 

Night  pumping  has  been  continued  through  the  winter, 
as  with  day  pumping,  most  of  the  water  is  used  before, 
reaching  the  reservoir,  and  there  has  been  such  a  noticeable 
falling  off  in  the  night  consumption  of  water,  since  the  in- 
crease of  meters  in  June,  that  with  such  light  runs  the 
motor  could  not  keep  up  the  supply.  The  telephone  line 
from  reservoir  to  office  has  been  continued  to.  the  pump 
house,  and  an  electric  bell  set  there,  which  rings  an  alarm 
when  the  reservoir  overflows,  and  the  pumps  are  then  stop- 
ped. This  does  away  with  a  former  large  waste  of  water, 
and  consequent  waste  of  fuel,  and  unnecessary  wear  of 
machinery.  10 
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METERS. 

The  present  number  of  meters  in  use  is  207,  a  gain  of  73 
over  last  year.  Of  these  162  are  owned  by  ^orivate  individ- 
uals, and  45  are  the  property  of  the  city.  Meters  were  set 
in  June  in  nearly  ail  places  where  consumers  were  using 
water  at  special  rates,  Avith  the  result,  that  while  these  spe- 
cial rates  for  six  months  amounted  to  1530.08,  the  bills  for 
water  used  through  these  meters,  at  present  rates,  for  the 
same  length  of  time  amounts  to  11,134.33,  and  figured  at  the 
old  meter  rate  charged,  when  these  special  rates  were  estab- 
lished, would  have  amounted  to  $1,427.86. 

Three  meters,  not  included  in  the  above  number,  have  been 
removed,  and  the  premises  are  now  supplied  with  private 
pumps  ;  some  other  consumers  are  now  pumping  a  portion 
of  their  supply. 

The  introducton  of  these  meters  has  resulted  in  a  gain 
of  revenue  to  the  department,  and  by  their  use  leaks  have 
been  detected,  whose  existence  was  not  even  suspected  by 
the  department,  nor  by  the  consumers  themselves. 

In  only  four  instances  has  the  rate  by  these  meters  been 
less  than  the  special  rates,  the  difference  averaging  per 
meter  88  cents  per  month.

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Assnming  that  the  amount  of  water  consumed  is  20^  less 
than  the  amount  at  present  registered  by  the  pumps,  about 
15^0  of  the  remainder,  or  ;25, 889,007  gallons  has  passed 
through  meters,  the  bills  for  which  amount  to  $5,897.37,  or 
22^fo  of  the  total  bills  of  the  year.  If  the  above  estimated 
consumption  of  water  could  be  sold  at  the  same  rate,  the 
revenue  would  amount  to  about  ^40.000. 

All  large  consumers  are  now  supplied  with  meters,  there- 
fore a  further  general  use  of  meters  would  tend  to  raise  the 
price  received  per  1,000  gallons,  and  also  diminish  the 
amount  pumped. 

The  manufacturing  cities  of  Providence  and  Fall  River, 
with  oO^c  of  their  services  metered,  use  but  about  half  as 
much  water  per  capita  as  we  do. 

Two  motors  for  running  machinery  have  been  put  in  this 
season,  and  when  the  convenience  and  economy  with  which 
they  can  be  run  for  light,  intermittent  power,  is  more  gen- 
erally appreciated,  their  number  should  be  largely  increased. 

RECOIJIMEXDATIOis'S. 

As  nearly  all  breaks  occur  on  the  following  streets, — 
Champlain,  south  of  Maple  ;  Elm,  between  Adams  and 
Spruce  ;  Maple,  west  of  St.  Paul  ;  St.  Paul,  between 
Maple  and  Spruce  ;  Spruce,  west  of  Union,  owing  probably 
to  the  moving  character  of  the  soil,  which  is  clay  or  made 
land,  and  on  line  of  pipe  northerly  from  Linsley's  mill, 
which  is  too  light  for  the  pressure,  it  w^ould  be  w^ell  to  pro- 
vide for  relaying  these  streets  with  iron  pipe. 

The  old  acqueduct  pipe  in  Pearl  street,  w^est  of  Church 
street,  is  disconnected  from  the  Elmwood  Avenue  pipe, 
leaving  three  dead  ends  there,  and  does  not  connect  with 
St.  Paul,  Qeorge  nor  Champlain  street  pipes,  and  should  be 
replaced  with  s^,  new  pipe,  connecting  with  all  intersecting 
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streets.  While  the  expense  of  repairing  the  above  pipes  is 
not  large,  still  the  annoyance  to  citizens  from  frequent 
shutting  off  of  the  water  is  great,  and  the  loss  that  might 
occur  from  a  break  happening  during  the  progress  of  a  fire 
cannot  be  estimated.  The  present  price  of  pipe  is  low,  and 
it  would  be  a  very  favorable  time  to  purchase  what  is 
needed  for  at  least  next  season's  work. 

The  appropriations  were  made  so  late,  that  the  pipe 
was  not  received  until  the  last  of  August,  and  the  hydrants 
the  first  of  November.  Some  means  should  be  provided 
to  furnish  the  department  with  funds  earlier  in  the  season, 
so  that  most  of  the  work  should  not  be  crowded  into  the 
fall  months. 

The  present  satisfactory  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the 
department,  is  largely  owing  to  the  interest  taken  in  it  by 
the  water  committee,  to  whom  I  am  under  obligations.

Of  the  foregoing  (138)  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  cases 
that  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year  (118) 
one  hundred  and  eighteen  were  residents  of  Vermont. 

Of  the  (138)  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  cases  treated, 
(40)  forty  were  treated  as  charity  patients. 

Of  the  (118)  one  hundred  and  eighteen  cases  that  were 
residents  of  Vermont,  (41)  forty- one  were  from  Burlington  ; 
of  these  (41 )  forty-one  cases  only  (1)  one  paid  full  price.  Of 
the  remaining(40)forty  (15)f]fteen  were  treated  free  of  charge. 
The  remaining  (25)  twenty-five  paid  only  a  nominal  sum. 

The  above  tabulated  report  does  not  include  those  treated 
at  the  free  Medical  and  Surgical  clinics  held  in  the  Hospi- 
tal Amphitheatre,  which  cases  numbered  about  (300)  three 
hundred,  many  of  them  from  the  city. 

Many  of  the  city's  poor  have  received  treatment,  and 
medicine  from  the  Hospital  dispensary  gratuitously,  and  are 
not  included  in  the  above  numbers. 

The  citizens  of  Burlington  can,  by  looking  through  the 
above  report,  better  appreciate  the  benefit  they  derive  from 
this  institution,  and  as  some  of  our  patients  appear  to  think 
the  regular  price  (110.00)  ten  dollars  per  week,  is  high, 
we  will  say  that  for  every  patient  treated  here  it  costs  the 
Hospital  (120)  twenty  dollars  per  week,  i.  e.  if  each  of  the 
(138)  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  cases  treated  during  the 
past  year  had  paid  ($20.00)  twenty  dollars  per  v/eek  they 
would  have  only  paid  the  actual  expense  of  maintaining 
and  running  the  Hospital  for  that  length  of  time. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  cases  treated  during 
the  past  year  exceeds  the  year  previous  by  (28)  twentv-eight. 

Many  cases,  some  of  them  urgent,  and  distressing  ones, 
have  been  turned  away,  it  being  impossible  to  accommodate 
them,  but  the  year's  work  can  but  be  satisfactory  to  all,  and 
the  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  the  attending  staff  and 
many  other  resident,  and  non-resident  physicians  and  sur- 
geons, for  their  faithful  and  unpaid  services.  Thanks  are 
also  due  to  others  who  have  in  many  ways  added  to  the 
comfort  of  the  patients.

the  subject  their  earnest  consideration.  The  necessity  of 
some  plan  being  devised  whereby  a  better  quality  of  water 
•may  be  obtained  is,  I  think,  apparent  to  any  one  who  has 
given  the  matter  any  serious  thought.  If  you  should  de- 
cide to  make  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose,  and  if  to  be 
raised  by  tax,  it  could  be  distributed  over  a  period  of  several 
years.

OEDINANCE. 


AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  CERTAIN 
LICENSE  FEES. 

It  is  lierehy  ordained  hy  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Burliiigton  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  The  following  sums  respectively  shall  be  paid 
for  Licenses,  said  sums  to  be  paid  with  the  application  for 
such  License, — one  dollar  for  Inn-keepers  ;  one  dollar  for 
Hackney  Coach,  Cab  or  other  vehicle  running  generally 
within  the  City  limits  ;  five  dollars  for  keepers  of  Saloons 
or  Victualling  Houses  ;  five  dollars  for  Billiard  Saloons,  and 
five  dollars  for  Auctioneers. 

Sec.  2.  All  parts  of  ordinances  heretofore  enacted  fixing 
other  or  different  license  fees  than,  those  above  named  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  Section  4  of  Ordinance  No.  7,  approved  Aug.  3, 
1875,  relating  to  registry  of  carters  and  expressmen  and 
truckmen,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  twenty  days 
after  it  shall  have  been  duly  published.

STRUCTION  OF   A   SIDEWALK   IN  ST.

points  aforesaid,  on  the  present  wrought  grade  of  said  side- 
walk, four  (4)  feet  wide — of  the  first  quality  of  blue-stone 
flagging  : — the  west  line  of  said  flagging  on  the  west  side- 
walk to  be  placed  three  (3)  feet  east  of  the  west  line  of  said 
St.  Paul  Street,  and  the  east  line  of  said  flagging  on  th.e

All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsist- 
ent with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.
